BE IT REMEMBERED, That on the 4th day of November, 
1942, Frank M. Dixon, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued 
his proclamation in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


A PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, in my opinion an emergency exists requiring the 
action of the Legislature of Alabama concerning the matters here- 
inafter specifically mentioned: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. Dixon, Governor of the 
State of Alabama, do hereby call an Extraordinary Session of the 
Legislature to convene at the Capitol in the Senate Chamber and 
in the Hall of the House of Representatives on Monday, the 16th 
day of November, 1942, at Twelve o’clock Noon; and I do hereby 
designate the following subjects and matters of legislation as those 
concerning which the action of the Legislature is deemed necessary, 
namely: 


1. To appropriate a sum not in excess of Two Million Dollars 
to the credit of the Minimum Program Fund for the 1942-43 fiscal 
year, out of the monies in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
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Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for the purpose of ex- 
tending the State Minimum Term of the several public schools to 
eight months for the 1942-43 scholastic year, and to provide for its 
distribution. 


2. To enact legislation whereby state, county, and municipal 
officials, and state employees who arc not under the classified 
service as defined by Chapter 9, Title 55, Code of 1940, may, with- 
out vacating their office, enter into the military service of the 
United States, and to provide for the appointment, authority, and 
compensation, during the absence of such officials, of temporary 
acting officials. Such military service to include the Army of the 
United States, the United States Navy, the Marine Corps, the 
Coast Guard, the Army Specialist Corps, the Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps and the Women’s Volunteer Reserve of the United 
States Navy, those persons commissioned in the Public Health 
Service, or those persons entering into the service of any similar 
organization hereafter formed by the Government of the United 
States, similar to those organizations hereinabove enumerated. 


3. To amend Section 76, Title 17, Code of Alabama, 1940. 


4. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of the Ex- 
traordinary Session of the Legislature hereby called. 


5. To provide for the appointment of Interim Committees for 
the purpose of investigating subjects of future legislation, and to 
provide for the reports, expenses, and compensation of said com- 
mittees.

The members of each Interim Com- 
mittee shall consist of three members from the Senate to be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officer of the Senate and eight members 
from the House of Representatives to be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House. The Lieutenant Governor of Alabama and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of each committee and shall receive the compensation of a 
member of a committee.

The members of said committees shall give all the time 
necessary to carrying out the duties of the committees herein pro- 
vided for. Each interim committee hereby created shall commence

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sion of the Legislature to be held in January, 1943, as may be prac- 
ticable. 


2. The Committee on Finance and Taxation is authorized and 
it shall be its duty to make a careful study of the financial condi- 
tions of the State and the laws having to do with taxation. The 
Committee on Education is authorized and it shall be its duty to 
make a careful and proper study of the educational laws and needs 
of Alabama. The Committee on Highways is authorized and it 
shall be its duty to make a careful and proper study of the high- 
way laws of the State and the needs of Alabama in connection with 
the highways. The Committee on War Emergency Legislation is 
authorized and it shall be its duty to investigate war emergency 
legislation passed by the other states of the Union and the need of 
such legislation in Alabama. The Committee on Judiciary is 
authorized and it shall be its duty to make a careful and proper 
study of the judicial system, laws and rules of the courts of the 
State, and other needs of Alabama in this regard. The Committee 
on Health is authorized and it shall be its duty to make a proper 
and careful study of the health laws of the State and the needs 
of Alabama. The Committee on Agriculture is authorized and it 
shall be its duty to make a careful and proper study of the agricul- 
tural laws and needs of Alabama. The Committee on Public Wei- 
fare is authorized and it shall be its duty to make a careful and 
proper study of the welfare laws and needs of Alabama. Each 
committee shall report its findings and recommendations to the 
Legislature when it reconvenes in May, 1943. 


3. The chairman of each committee, created under this joint 
resolution, shall be empowered to employ one clerk who shall 
serve the committee presided over by such chairman, and such 
clerk shall be paid as provided by Section 13, Title 32, of Code 
of 1940. 


4, The compensation and expenses of the members of said 
committees shall be the compensation and expenses now provided 
by law under Section 13, Title 32, Code of 1940. The ‘committees 
hereby created may remain in session as long as necessary to per- 
form their duties, but, in no event, shall they receive compensation 
for more than thirty days. The members of said committees shall 
also receive the same mileage they receive while attending the 
Legislature but said members of the committee shall not receive 
mileage more than once.

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Senate do now adopt 
the Senate rules of the regular session of 1939 as the rules which 
shall govern this Senate at this, the organization session, and at 
all other regular and special sessions with the following exception, 
viz: 

1. Rule 31 shall read as follows: All committees of the Senate 
shall be named by the presiding officer. 

Rule 56 shall read as follows: The Secretary of the Senate 
shall cause to be printed for the use of each Senator and each Sen- 
ator shall promptly execute a form, on which shall appear a place 
for the signature of such Senator and above it a statement: Of the 
names and addresses of each, if any, public utility, public service, 
or quasi-public corporation, and any other person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged in any business or industry, subject to regulation by 
the Alabama Public Service Commission, with which the Senator 
may now, or at any time within one year prior to the convening of 
the Senate in regular biennial session have been connected as agent, 
employee, officer, director or attorney, or from which he receives, 
or has during such time received, compensation, direct or indirect, 
or has received a pass or rate concession or reduction, of any nature 
whatsoever. If no such connection exists a statement to that effect 
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shall be made. Executed forms, and an unfilled form bearing the 
_senator’s name for each Senator failing to execute a form shall be 
bound in alphabetical order in a permanent volume on or before 
the Fifth Legislative Day of the regular biennial session hereafter 
and kept, open to public inspection in the office of the Secretary of 
the Senate while the Senate is in session, and thereafter deposited 
with the permanent records of the Legislature.

RULES OF THE SENATE OF ALABAMA 


In accordance with Senate Resolution No. 2, adopted by the 
Senate, the following were adopted as the Rules of the Senate for 
this, the Organizational Session, all Regular Sessions and any Ex- 
traordinary Sessions of this Legislature. 


RULE 1. The President having taken the Chair, and a quorum 
being present, the journal of the preceding day shall be read, to 
the end and any mistakes may be corrected that shall be made in 
the entry. 

2. Every Senator, when he speaks, shall address the Chair, 
standing in his place, and when he has finished, shall sit down. 

3. No Senator shall speak more than twice on any question 
under debate, and shall not consume more than one hour at each 
time, without leave of the Senate; but the originator of the pend- 
ing question, or chairman of the committee reporting the measure, 
shall have the right to conclude the debate, which right cannot be 
cut off by motion to table, the originator of the pending question to 
have precedence. 

4. When two or more Senators rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the Senator who is to speak first. 

5. When a Senator shall be called to order by the President, 


ora Senator, he shall sit down; and every question of order shall be 


decided by the President, eithout debate, subject to an appeal to 


the Senate, and the President may call for the. sense of the ‘Senate 
on any question of order. 

6. If a Senator be called to order by a Senator for words 
spoken, the exceptional words shall immediately be taken down 
in writing by the Secretary, that the President may be better en- 
abled to judge of the matter. 

%. No Senator shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate, for as long as one day, without leave of the Senate first 
obtained. In case a less number than a quorum of the Senate shall 
convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Doorkeeper, or

any other person by them authorized, for any or all absent Sen- 
ators, as the majority of the Senators present shall agree, at the 
expense of such absent Senator unless such excuse for non-attend- 
ance of such Senator shall be paid out of the contingent fund. 

8. When a‘motion shall be made, it shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if desired by the President, or any Senator, delivered at the 
table, and read, before the same shall be debated. 

9. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be re- 
ceived but: 

To adjourn, 

To adjourn to a day certain, 

To lay on the table, 

To postpone indefinitely. 

‘’o postpone to a certain day, 

To committ, or 

To amend; 
which several motions shall have precedence, in the order they 
stand arranged, and the motion for adjournment shall always be 
in order, and be decided without debate. 

10. If the question in debate contains several points any Sen- 
ator may vote for a division, but on a motion to strike out and in- 
sert, it shall not be in order to move for a division of the question; 
but the rejection of a motion to strike out and insert one proposi- 
tion, shall not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different 
proposition, nor prevent a subsequent motion simply to strike out, 
prevent a subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

11. In filling blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
put first. 

12. When the reading of any paper is called, for and the same 
is objected to by any Senator, it shall be determined by a vote 
of the Senate, and without debate. 

13. The unfinished business in which the Senate was engaged 
at the last preceding adjournment shall have the preference in 
the special orders of the day. 

14. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one-tenth 
of the Senators present, each Senator called upon shall, unless for 
special reasons he be excused by the Senate, declare openly and 
without debate, his assent or dissent to the question. In taking 
the yeas and nays, and upon the call of the Senate, the names of 
the Senators shall be called alphabetically. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any question, 
in pursuance of the above rule, no Senator shall be permitted, under 
any circumstances whatever, to vote after the decision is an- 
nounced from the Chair. : 
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16. All motions to go into executive session shall be decided 
without debate. 

17. All joint resolutions, except those which require immedi- 
ate action, shall be referred to the Committee on Rules, before they 
shall be considered by the Senate. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person 
whomsoever within the doors of the Senate chamber, to present 
any petition, memorial or address, or to have any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried in the affirma- 
tive or negative, it shall be in order for any Senator of the ma- 
jority to move for the re-consideration thereof; but no motion for 
re-consideration of any vote shall be in order after a bill, resolu- 
tion, message, report, amendment or motion, upon which the vote 
was taken, shall have gone out of the possession of the Senate, 
announcing its decision; nor shall any motion for re-considera- 
tion to be in order, unless made on the same day on which the 
vote was taken, or by 12 o’clock the next day; or one hour after 
the Senate convenes, if after 12 0’clock. 

20. All questions shall be put by the President of the Senate, 
and the Senaiors shall signify their assent or dissent by answering 
their yea or nay. 

21. The President of the Senate shall have the right to name 
a Senator to perform the duties of the Chair, but such a substitu- 
tion shall not extend beyond adjournment. 

22. After reading the Journal, business shall be called in the 
following order: 

1st. Signing of bills by President, 

2nd. Call of Districts, 

3rd, House Messages, 

4th, Reports from Standing Committees, 

5th, Reports from Select Committees, 

6th, Motions and Resolutions, 

%th, Bills on Third Reading,

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9th, -Miscellaneous business. 


The Committee on Enrolled and Engrossed Bills, and on Journal 
may report at any time. 

This order of the business cannot be set aside except by a ma- 
jority vote of the Senate, upon a resolution, previously considered 
and reported by the Committee on Rules. 

When reports of Standing Committees are in order the Com- 
mittee shall be entitled to the floor, last occupying it when the 
reports were in order. 
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These rules shall not interfere with special orders for particular 
days, or special orders for the Senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of 12 o’clock unless spe- 
cially set for some other hour; and a motion for a special order, 
if objected to, shall be first referred to and reported from the com- 
mittee on Rules. 

Under call of the districts, only bills, petitions, memorials, or 
resolutions which are to be referred to a committee, shall be 
introduced, and every bill, petition, memorial or other papers shall 
upon the first reading thereof, be referred by the President to the 
Standing Committee having the subject matter thereof under con- 
sideration unless the Senate by a majority vote, order otherwise, 
And before any petition or memorial addressed to the Senate shall 
be received and read at the table, a brief statement of the contents 
of the petition or the memorial shall be made verbally by the intro- 
ducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings previous to its 
being passed; and the President shall give notice at each reading 
of a bill whether it be the first, second or third, which reading shall 
be on three different days. And no bill shall become a law until 
it shall have been referred to a standing committee, acted upon 
by such committee in session, and returned therefrom, which fact 
shall affirmatively appear upon the journal of the Senate, and upon 
its final passage read at length, and the vote taken by yeas and 
nays, and the names of the Senators voting for and against the 
same be entered on the journal. 

24, All bills carrying appropriations whether previously re- 
ferred to another committee, shall be referred to the Committee on 
Finance and Taxation and reported therefrom. 

25. The Presiding Officer of the Senate shall in the presence 
of the Senate, sign all bills and joint resolutions passed by the Leg- 
islature, after the same shall have been publicly read at length im- 
mediately before signing, and the fact of reading and signing shall 
be entered upon the journal; but the reading at length may be dis- 
pensed with by a two-thirds vote of a quorum present, which fact 
shall also be entered on the journal. And all the resolutions pro- 
posing amendments to the Constitution or to which the approbation 
or signature of the President may be requisite or which may grant 
money out of the contingent fund shall be treated in all respects 
in the introduction and form of proceedings thereon in the Senate 
in a similar manner with bills. 

26. Bills on first reading shall be referred to a committee, and 
shall be read a second time when returned from the committtee 
on any subsequent day. 
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27%. The final. question, upon the third reading of every bill, 
resolution, constitutional amendment, or motion originating in the 
Senate, and requiring three readings previous, to its being passed, 
shall be, “whether it shall be engrossed and read a third time,” 
and no amendment shall be received for discussion after the third 
reading of any bill, resolution, amendment or motion, unless by 
unanimous consent of the members present; but it shall at all times 
be in order, before the final passage of any such bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment or motion, to move its commitment, and 
if such commitment take place and any amendment be reported 
by the committee, the said bill, resolution, constitutional amend- 
ment or motion shall be again read a second time, and then the 
aforesaid question shall be put. 

28. The special orders of the day shall not be called by the 
Chair before 12 o’clock, unless otherwise directed by the Senate. 

29. The title of bills and such parts thereof only as shall be 
effected by proposed amendments shall be inserted on the journals. 

30. The proceedings of the Senate, when not in committee of 
the whole shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possible, 
care being taken to detail a true and accurate account of its pro- 
ceedings ; but every vote of the Senate shall be entered on the jour- 
nal, and a brief statement of the contents of each petition, me- 
morial or paper presented to the Senate, shall be inserted on the 
journal. 

31. All committees of the Senate shall be named by the presid- 
ing officer. 

32. When motions are made for reference of the same subject ‘ 
to a select committee, and to a standing committee, the question on 
reference to the standing committee shall be first put. 

33. That all Executive messages be considered with open doors 
unless otherwise requested in said messages, or otherwise ordered 
by a vote of the Senate. 

34, The Committee on Rules may at any time report a special 
rule that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour, 
and a vote be taken on the measure. The consideration of such 
special rule shall not exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be 
taken thereon. 

35. When any question may have been decided by the Senate, 
in which more than a majority of the Senators present are neces- 
sary to carry the affirmative, any Senator who votes on that side 
which prevailed.in the question, may be at liberty to move for a 
reconsideration, and a motion for a reconsideration shall be decided 
by a majority of votes. 
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36. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representatives by 
the Secretary, who shall previously endorse the final determination 
of the Senate thereon. 

37. Messages may be introduced i in any stage of business, ex- 
cept while a question is being put, while the yeas and nays are 
being called, or while the ballots are being counted. 

38. Press reporters shall be placed on the floor of the Senate 
by the Secretary, or under his direction. 

39. The presiding officer of the Senate shall have the regula- 
tion and control of such parts of the capitol, and of its passages, 
as are or may be set apart for the use of the Senate and its officers. 

40. Persons admitted on the floor of the Senate chamber while 
the Senate is in session: Members and former members of the 
Legislature, officers and employes of the Two Houses, the Gover- 
nor and his Secretary, representatives of the press, other persons 
to whom the Senate by unanimous vote may extend the privilege 
of its floor. 

41. No smoking shall be allowed in the Senate Chamber, ex- 
cept by members, officers and newspaper reporters. 

42. The time of meeting of the Senate each day shall be 10 
oclock A. M. except on Monday, on which it shall convene at 12 
o’clock noon; and in all cases, upon the adjournment of the Senate, 
the Secretary shall enter on the journal the hour of adjournment, 
and the name of the member on which motion adjournment was 
had. 

43. To aid in the dispatch of business there shall be thirty 
standing committees, upon the following subjects, and to consist 
of the number herein named. 

1. On the Judiciary, to consist of seventeen members. 

2. On Constitution and Constitutional Revision and Amend- 
ments, to consist of thirteen members. 

3. On Finance and Taxation, and contingent fund, to consist of 
fifteen members. 

4. On Banking to consist of nine members, 

5. On Insurance to consist of seven members. 

6. On Public Welfare and Correctional Institutions, to consist 
of nine members. 

%. On Corporations, to consist of six members. 

8. On Local Legislation, to consist of seven members.. 

9. On Education, to consist of twenty members. 

10. On Commerce and Common Carriers, to consist of seven 
members. 

11. On Mining and Manufacturing, to consist of nine members. 

12. On Agriculture, to consist of eleven members. 
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13. On Municipalities and Municipal Organizations, including 
charitable institutions, to consist of nine members. 

14. On Counties and County Boundaries, to consist of five 
members. 

' 15.. On Immigration and Industrial Resources, to consist of 
five members. 

16. On Public Buildings and Grounds, to consist of three 
members. 

17”. On Privileges and Elections, including grievances, inabili- 
ties and registration, to consist of eleven members. 

18. On Printing, to consist of five members. 

19. On Public Health, to consist of five members. 

20. On Military, to consist of seven members. 

21. On Temperance, to consist of nine members. 

22. On Engrossed Bills, to consist of three members. 

23. On Enrolled Bills, to consist of three members. 

24. On Revision of the Journal, to consist of four members, 
members, whose duty it shall be to examine in reference to each 
bill or resolution finally passed by the Legislature and report 
whether the Journal contains the entries in reference thereto re- 
quired by the Constitution. - 

25. On Public Roads and Highways, to consist of fifteen mem- 
bers. 

26. On Fish and Game, to consist of ten members. 

27. On Forestry and Conservation, to consist of ten members. 

28. On Rules, to consist of seven members with the right to 
report at any time. 

29. On Seaports to consist of seven members. 

30. On Aviation and Traffic, to consist of seven members. 

44. Bills on third reading postponed to a day certain shall take 
precedence on such day, and from day to day. 

45. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a vote is 
being taken, except by unanimous consent of the Senate. 

46. A motion to lay on the table amendment or substitute 
shall not carry with-it the original bill, resolution or proposition. 

4%. The Secretary of the Senate is required to furnish daily to 
the members. of the Senate a printed calendar of all bills and reso- 
lutions intended to have the force of laws on third reading in the 
order in which they are entitled to consideration. 

48. When a committee has decided adversely to any bill or 
resolution, such action shall be indorsed thereon under Rule 53, 
and said bill forthwith delivered to the Secretary of the Senate 
who shall note the unfavorable report on the register or docket 
of bills, and keep and print a calendar of same, adding bills: from 
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day to day without reprinting. Any Senator may, after one day’s 
written notice on the day named in said notice after the call of 
standing committees move the reading of such bill or resolution 
when the same may, by a vote of a majority of the entire Senate, 
be read by its title a second time and placed on the calendar. Only 
6 minutes to the side shall be allowed for the discussion of such 
motion—which may be divided as the Senators favoring and oppos- 
ing the same may agree for their respective sides. 

49. No motion to suspend, modify or amend any rule or any 
part thereof, shall be in order except on one day’s notice in writ- 
ing, specifying precisely the rule or part thereof, proposed to be 
suspended, modified or amended and the purpose thereof; and be- 
fore any vote shall be taken on such motion, it shall be first re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules, and said committee must report 
thereon; but any rule may be suspended by unanimous consent of 
the Senate, and alterations of the rules shall be decided by a ma- 
jority vote, 

50. All resolutions shall be referred to and reported from the 
Committee on Rules before consideration by the Senate; provided, 
that this shall not apply to resolutions requiring immediate con- 
sideration.

Thereupon, Governor Dixon was escorted to the’ chair and 
delivered his message in words and figures as follows, to-wit > 


MESSAGE OF GOV. FRANK M. DIXON TO THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 


It was the pledge of this administration that the faith and con: 
fidence of the people of Alabama in the government of their state 
would be restored. I believe that this has come to pass, that our 
state is in the best condition that it has ever been in, that public 
affairs are being properly, efficiently, and economically admin- 
istered, and that the condition and morale of our people are ex- 
cellent. 

Certain needed reforms in our governmental structure were 
placed into effect by the 1939 Legislature, notably with the thought 
of fixing responsibility, of securing the most competent public 
servants available and of achieving administrative simplicity. These 
improvements have been justified. Certain other greatly needed 
reforms which were innovations in our government structure were 
undertaken and: accomplished. These also have worked in practice 
greatly to the benefit of our people. 
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To me now is given an opportunity to render an accounting of 
my stewardship. Wherein I have succeeded let it be understood 
that the success was due primarily to that fine group of men and 
women whom I chose as my associates in the operation of that 
great administrative structure which is the executive department 
of the state government. 


EDUCATION 


One of the chief concerns of this administration has been the 
improvement of the educational structure of the State. As of today 
the schools are receiving far more state funds than ever before in 
Alabama’s history. 

The transfer of about one million dollars from the Income Tax 
surplus to care for the cost of Homestead Exemptions released that 
amount from the Sales Tax Fund and increased the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund arinually to that extent. ; 

Two million five hundred ninety-nine thousand dollars was 
added to that amount appropriated for schools and colleges from 
the first year of this administration. The passage of a law giving 
the schools the surplus from the state’s General Fund gave the 
Minimum Program Fund an additional $958,000 of new money for 
1941-42 and an additional $2,793,000 for 1942-43. By agreement 
with the incoming administration the recent special session of the 
Legislature added $2,000,000. In other words, Alabama as a state 
this year is giving her schools $7,393,000 more per year of regular 
annual appropriations than she was able to contribute four years 
ago. The eight months’ term has been achieved together with 
merited and substantial raises in teachers’ salaries. 

The new index law determines the ability of each county to 
support its schools and places the distribution of state school funds 
on a scientific and equitable basis. 

The Minimum Program law was brought up to date by im- 
provements in working details and by putting cities on the same 
basis as rural areas in the division of state support for buildings as 
well as the teaching costs. 

The teacher tenure law protects teachers from dismissa! for 
frivolous or political reasons and affords them some degree of 
stability in their work. 

New and improved textbooks for the children have been adopted 
and increases to the free textbook fund have made possible the 
purchase of readers for upper elementary grades. 

Teacher retirement was established by the appropriation of 
$400,000 annually. The assets in the retirement fund now exceed 
$1,500,000. 
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PARDON AND PAROLE BOARD 


The creation of this Board, the abolition of the old system, and 
the operation of our new Pardon and Parole System has been ap- 
proved by all of Alabama. We are considered one of the most 
forward-looking states in the Union in this regard, and our people 
have a pardonable pride in the operation of the system. 

The duties as outlined by the Act have been impossible of ac- 
complishment with the appropriation allowed, even after that ap- 
propriation was supplemented by me. At the time of the creation 
of the system neither the Legislature nor myself could do more 
than guess at the approximate costs, and we found that we had 
guessed too low. But in spite of this handicap, a very fine and 
substantial progress has been made. 

There has been a consistent decrease in penal population since 
the inauguration of the new system. The figures follow:

Faced with the mandate to secure the history of 7,266 prisoners 
and consider them for release or parole, and to secure the history 
of every prisoner received thereafter, the Board considerd an aver- 
age of 450 per month until that duty was completed. It required 
about eighteen months to complete the work of considering those 
confined on September 15, 1939 (except those prisoners who had 
completed service of sentences), and to catch up with the courts. 
Since that time the Board has considered 12,963 cases (inclusive ot 
reconsiderations of cases formerly denied); 3,405 prisoners have 
been released on parole; 284 of those released or 8.4% have failed 
and have been returned to the service of their sentences. Many of 
these failures have been due to violations of instructions, such as 
leaving employment or changing address without permission. 

The courts of the state have placed on probation under the 
supervision of this Board 5,302 defendants. Of those 428, or 8% 
have failed and been sentenced to serve their sentences. 

No prisoner is paroled without definite employment or without 
a satisfactory home and support. 

Supervision of parolees and probationers is of necessity too 
superficial. The average case load upon probation officers is at the 
present time 210 whereas it should be approximately 150. 
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Pardons granted by the Board since its inception are as follows: 
Pardons with restoration... ann 
Pardons without restoration... 

Civil and political rights restored without pardon 


After three years of administration of the new system of re- 
lease procedures, we have reason to be very proud of the legisla- 
tion. It is constantly referred to as a model and highly commended 
both within and without the state. While the Alabama law pre- 
scribed much broader duties and responsibilities than is delegated 
by other state legislative bodies to pardon and parole authorities, 
its soundness is conceded. 

Every dollar spent in the wise selection of prisoners for release 
on parole and for careful and thorough supervision will result in 
saving many more dollars to the state. I have found it necessary to 
increase, out of other funds, the appropriation for this department, 
in one year granting them an increase in the amount of $30,000. 


THE MERIT SYSTEM 


The adoption of the Merit System Act was a radical departure 
from the time-honored Alabama custom of political appointments. 
It was installed after a careful examination of the law by all of the 
qualified authorities within the United States and a careful selec- 
tion of the system which seemed best fitted to the desires of our 
people. In its installation every effort was made to see that the 
tules of complete fairness were observed, and it is my opinion that 
in all cases the law has been strictly followed. The morale of the 
employees of the state is better than ever before in our history. Dur- 
ing the activities of the recent political campaign the work of the 
state did not suffer. The employees know that so long as they do 
their work as they should they have that security of tenure which is 
so important in the life of any man or woman. They know that they 
are protected by law, and that knowledge on their part has repaid 
the people of Alabama many, many times. 

Remarkable progress has been made in the installation of the 
system. It is believed that the Merit System is now a fundamental 
part of the governmental structure of our state and one which the 


people of Alabama cherish. 
INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


The Department of Industrial Relations Act consolidated the 
work of the Unemployment Compensation Commission, the Ala- 
bama State Employment Service, the Department of Labor, and 
the Coal Mine Inspection Department into the Department of In- 
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dustrial Relations.: It also transferred the administration of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law from the Insurance Department to 
the Industrial Relations Department. It is required also the Di- 
rector to set up factory and industrial plant inspection. For the 
first time in the history of the state, therefore, there was brought 
into one department the administration of all state laws affecting 
the relationship of employer and employee. ~ 

The Department has operated with three well organized, closely 
coordinated divisions, namely, (1) the Division of Employment 
Security, composed of the Unemployment Compensation Agency 
and the Alabama State Employment Service; (2) the Division of 
Safety and Inspection, and (3) the Division of Labor. 

On January 1, 1939 the balance in the Unemployment Compen- 
sation fund was $7,360,741. On September. 1, 1942 the balance was 
$33,913,404. We collected approximately $750,060 in interest on 
this fund. in 1942. This increase has accumulated in the Trust 
Fund, even though an experience rating plan was enacted into the 
law in 1940 to become effective in April 1, 1941. On that date 2,467 
employers of the state and their employees received a reduced tax 
rate. Then on April 1, 1942, 2,954 employers and their employees 
' received reduced rates of tax. It is possible under this plan for em- 
ployers to pay only one-sixth the amount formerly paid and for their 
employees to pay only one-tenth of the amount they formerly paid. 
In 1941, 563 employers qualified for this lowest rate and in 1942, 895 
so qualified. 

It is estimated that the saving in taxes to employers and em- 
ployees for the first year amounted to at least $4,000,000 and that 
the savings to them this year will amount to $9,287,500. 


Division of Safety and Inspection 


The Industrial Relations Act made it mandatory that all places 
of employment be inspected for safety and health. A group of 
factory inspectors were selected for this purpose, a basic safety 
manual adopted by agreement of both management and workers 
and the factory inspection program has been in effect satisfactorily 
over three years. The scope of the mine inspection activities has 
been enlarged. 


Dwision of Labor 


. In the Industrial Relations Act there was created a Division of 
Labor, and a Commissioner of Labor was appointed who could 
properly be said to represent the general public. The Division was 
divided into, four, units, as follows: Meditation and Conciliation; 
Workmen’s Compensation; Child. Labor, and Labor Statistics. Full

information as to the operation of this Division is contained in its 
annual report. 

Under and by virtue of an agreement with the Social Security 
Board, I recommend to this Legislature the amendment of our laws 
to conform to the 1939 Amendments to Section 303 (a) of Title III 
of the Social Security Act. The suggested amendment to our law 
is mandatory under the rules of the Social Security Board and the 
Federal statutes referred to. 


DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS AND INSTITUTIONS 


The action of the 1939 Legislature in creating a department of 
Corrections and Institutions specifying that it be administered by a 
director immediately responsible to the Governor of the State has 
justified itself by the results during this administration. A scien- 
tific method of classifying prisoners has been installed. Individual 
treatment in lieu of regimentation is also carried out as far as possi- 
ble. While we do not have any institution for the segregation of 
first offenders, insofar as practicable that system is effectuated by 
the use of Speigner, where the average age of approximately seven 
hundred young prisoners is 2234 years. Schools have been estab- 
lished within the prisons and are well justifying the necessary ex- 
pense. 

Insofar as practicable, the state prison farms have been used 
as experiment stations. The inauguration of a scheme for distrib- 
uting pure bred Guernsey bulls is unquestionably doing great good 
tor the dairy interests of the state. The purchase in 1941 of the 
cattle ranch at Greensboro, on which the state now has 1200 
head of cattle, in addition to the 800 head at the other prison farms, 
enables the state to raise its own prison beef at a tremendous 
saving. I recently approved the purchase of approximately one 
hundred pure bred Hereford cows and bulls so that the same plan 
for distributiong pure bred bulls could be inaugurated as heretofore 
established for the Guer nscy dairy herd. 

The building of a sweet potato drying plant at Atmore, and the 
proof that sweet potatoes can be processed into meal that is just as 
good stock food as corn, will in time prove to be a God-send to 
cattle and dairy men throughout our state. 

The ramie experiment was started with the idea of providing a 
new cash crop for the South Alabama farmer, and with the hope 
that processing plants would be built in a number of South Ala- 
bama communities. It will ultimately be successful. The silk ex- 
periment is progressing favorably. 

The establishment of a new department, and the matter of sep- 
arating its activities from the old Board of Administration, has been 


ed fae tha Ceanencn 
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definitely and economically accomplished. The department has 
gradually established a bookkeeping and accounting system which 
saves thousands of dollars. a year in accounting for every pound of 
food stuff, as well as thousands of dollars’ worth of property and 
equipment. 

The Julia Tutwiler Prison for Women, which cost $373,186 has 
been opened, and is to be operated by a woman warden, with a staff 
composed of women. It is my opinion that the maintenance of a 
woman’s prison operated by male wardens has always been unwise. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


The public welfare program has been strengthened, improved, 
and extended through revision and codification of its laws and 
through consolidation and stabilization of its appropriation meas- 
ures. The appropriations formerly conditional, and available only 
after prior obligations were taken care of, were made definite and 
regular. A new $25,000 appropriation for old age assistance pur- 
poses was made, conditioned upon the approval of the Governor, 
and has been released for expenditure during the last three years. 

The Department of Public Welfare was the valve through which 
a total of $105,056,950.98 in Federal, State and local funds reached 
Alabama’s needy people during the period, January 17, 1939 through 
September 30, 1942. This represents an increase of approximately 
$55,000,000.00 over the $50,630,416.39 which flowed through the 
Department to Alabama’s needy citizens during the period October 
1, 1935 through January 16, 1939. Representing $94,410,210.55 Fed- 
eral, $6,041,915.74 State, and $4,605,034.99 local funds, this $105,- 
056,950.98 includes, in addition to direct public welfare expenditures, 
benefits from Work Projects Administration, National Youth Ad- 
ministration, Agricultural Marketing Administration (surplus com- 
modities), and Civilian Conservation Corps, for which agencies the 
Department of Public Welfare certifies families as eligible. 

Direct expenditures of the Public Welfare Department include 
those for the Social Security programs—Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, Aid to the Blind, and Child Welfare Services. 
These expenditures amounted during the period January 17, 1939 
through September 30, 1942, to $16,999,810.03, of which $6,353,069.- 
80 was Federal, $6,041,915.74 State, and $4,605,034.99 local funds. 
Compared with the $10,150,708.94 shown for similar services during 
the previous administration (October 1, 1935—January 16, 1939), 
this expenditure shows an increase of $6,849,101.09. 

The number receiving assistance each year through direct public 
welfare expenditures is indicated by 1941-42 statistics which showed 
approximately 78,170 Alabamians in 29,836 families aided by the 
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department monthly. Of the total number of families receiving 
financial assistance through this Department, more than two-thirds, 
or 70.04 per cent were the aged. Payments to the aged represented 
the largest expenditure of the public welfare program, the total for 
the period January 17, 1939-September 30, 1942 being $8,024,194.67 
as against $4,054,259.47 for the period October 1, 1935-January 16, 
1939. 

The Confederate Pension Act was amended in 1939 to provide 
for monthly instead of quarterly grants to veterans and widows. 
The scale of payments was raised from $50.00 tu $65.00 for vet- 
erans, and from $20.00 and $30.00 for different classes of widows 
to $30.00 for all widows, with classes eliminated. Grants and serv- 
ice to Confederate pensioners were thus increased and improved, 
and at the same time more funds were released for the care of the 
needy aged in the State through the mounting residue of this one 
mill tax which the Legislature earmarked for old age assistance 
purposes. 

Provision by the Legislature to close the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home at Mt. Creek and to allocate for aid to the aged the $5,000.00 
formerly appropriated for operation of the institution has served as 
another resource for increasing the old age assistance program and 
for bringing additional Federal funds into the State for this pur- 
pose. 

The Old Age Assistance Act was amended in order to liberalize 
the terms under which funds could be made available to a greater 
number of the State’s aged people. The liberalization of this Act, 
together with the additional and increased sources of revenue for 
the aged, account for the growth in this program just cited. 

Other changes in public welfare and public assistance laws in- 
sured conformity with Federal legislation and thus enabled the 
State to take advantage of changes in the matching basis for obtain- 
ing Federal funds. In 1940 the Federal participation in aid to de- 
pendent children was increased from thirty-three and one-third 
percent to fifty percent, thus bringing to this group more Federal 
money and spreading to greater advantage iocai and siaie dollars. 

Other improvements in the Public Welfare Act provided for 
cooperation with the newly created Board of Pardons and Paroles 
and Department of Corrections and Institutions in line with the 
progressive legislation establishing these new governmental agen- 
cies. 

The policy of closing county almshouses was continued, and the 
number reduced from twelve, housing 482 residents, to seven, with 
382 inmates, Plans for care of former residents in most instances 
come under the old age assistance or aid to the blind laws. Thus 
local dollars heretofore appropriated to operate these institutions 
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bring into the state Federal money through the Social Security Pro- 
gram. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


The high standards heretofore established by the Health Depart- 
ment have been maintained. A $75,000 annual appropriation was 
made by the Legislature and used to match funds expended by 
local governments for the care and treatment of tuberculosis. Six- 
teen Thousand Dollars was released this last year out of the un- 
expended balance in other funds for this same activity. A condi- 
tional annual appropriation of $25,000 for the general work of the 
Department has been released annually. Due to the greatly en- 
larged work of the Bureau of Vital Statistics such increases in 
staff as were requested by the State Health Department were made, 
the expenses being met out of the temporary clerk fund. 

There has been a great increase in the activities of all of the 
divisions of this Department. 


THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The 1939 Legislature abolished the Highway Commission, a 
body composed of three full-time members, and substituted there- 
for a Highway Director appointed by and responsible to the Gov- 
ernor. Following this change the department was completely reor- 
ganized in accordance with the experience of the most progressive 
states. 

At the beginning of this administration the Alabama Highway 
System consisted of 6329 miles of road, of which 3402 miles were 
paved, and 2927 miles surfaced with gravel, chert, or topsoil. There 
now exist on the State Highway System 6906 miles of which 5362 
are paved, and 1544 graveled or topsoiled. 

At the beginning of this administration there were 4151 miles 
of road known as the Federal Aid System, which system is included 
in the state system of roads. The Federal Aid System was ex- 
tended to consist of 4848 miles. During the year 1941 the Highway 
Department was successful in creating a Federal Aid Secondary 
System which consists of 5878 miles. It is on this system that the 
more important roads under county supervision are included. 
Thirty-six and one-half percent of all the roads on the State High- 
way System was completed during the last four years. The Uni- 
versity Highway, extending from Montgomery to Tuscaloosa, 
which should have been paved long before the beginning of this 
quadrennium, is about complete. 
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CONSERVATION 


The outstanding day for Conservation in Alabama dates back 
to March 14, 1939 when the bill was signed creating the new de- 
partment combining the activities of all game, fish and seafood de- 
partments with that of forestry, and assuming supervision of the 
state parks. The benefits of concentrated authority for the admin- 
istration of Alabama’s natural resources were evident from the be- 
ginning. Each year since has found Alabama more conservation 
conscious and its people more willing to cooperate in the preserva- 
tion of its forests, wildlife and seafoods. 

The Division of State Parks is making it possible for Ala- 
bamians to enjoy their vacations within the borders of their own 
state. The parks are in excellent shape today. 

The Division of Game Fish and Seafood has enjoyed a most 
progressive period since 1939. Quantities of game and fish have 
been reared and planted in depleted areas, scientific game manage- 
ment work has progressed. ‘Thousands of barrels of oyster shells 
have been planted in Alabama coastal waters. By enforcement of 
the seafood laws, the crabbing industry has been rehabilitated, all 
salt water fish takes have been increased, and shrimp propagation 
aided. 

During the past three years the forestry program has been com- 
pletely reorganized. In an effort to improve the forest conditions 
in the State, the Alabama Forest Policy was adopted and recom- 
mended to the forest owners of the State. This policy outlined the 
requirements necessary to insure the proper protection and contin- 
uous development of forest lands. Nation-wide attention has been 
given to the plan and it has been used as a model for other states. 
The Division added technically trained personnel to assist land- 
owners in protection and management activities. . 

The need for forest fire control is apparent and the administra- 
tion supported every movement to give Alabama forest lands ade- 
quate protection. The acreage under organized fire control has 
been doubied during the past tour years and the number of co- 
operating. landowners has increased from 110 to approximately 
5,000. This has aided materially in financing the work. These 
landowners are paying fifty percent of the cost of fire control. 
Federal funds for forest protection have been doubled during this 
administration. Forty-six forest observation towers have been 
erected and approximately 600 miles of telephone lines added to the 
protection improvements. Equipment used in fire control activities 
has been greatly expanded. Evidence as to the results of this work 
is found in every section of the state. 
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To supply farmers and other forest owners with forest tree 
seedlings a new nursery valued at approximately $75,000 was de- 
veloped during the past four years. Most of the funds for this 
nursery were secured from Federal sources and through the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. The new plant is capable of producing tree 
seedlings to meet all demands. 


THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL BOARD 


The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board is primarily for the pur- 
pose of adequate control of the liquor traffic by proper police au- 
thority. It was adopted by the people of this state in an effort to 
alleviate the admittedly rotten conditions which prevailed under 
prohibition. It is not perfect in letter or in application, yet it is 
far superior to the prohibition experiment which we tried and 
abandoned. 

While the primary purpose of the Act was adequate control, 
the revenues derived are extremely important in the operation of 
the schools, the counties, the cities, and the health, welfare, and 
extension services. The net revenues distributed in the various 
years of this administration are as follows:

In addition to the total of $18,343,216 through this operation 
distributed to the cities, counties, and the state, a total of $232,205.00 
in county license levies was collected for and paid to the various 
participating agencies. 

In spite of the continued increase in volume of sales there was a 
reduction of operating expenses during the year 1939-40, accom- 
plished through a reorganization and a reduction in personnel. 
During 1948-42 a continued increase in volume of sales necessitated 
an increase in personnel and contributed to an increase of ex- 
pense. 

It is my opinion that the basic law is sound and practical, .and 
that changes and improvements can be made through the regu- 
latory powers provided. 


STATE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 
The 1939 Legislature abolished the former State Tax Commis- 


sion, composed of three members, and created the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue, to be administered by a single executive officer 
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who was also made Ex-Officio State Land Commissioner, thus 
bringing together under the Commissioner of Revenue the entire 
revenue department of the State. A complete departmental reor- 
ganization took place. The net result has been a large increase in 
total funds collected in each year of this administration, with at 
the same time a very substantial decrease in expenses. 

For instance, the total funds collected -in 1938-1939 were $29,- 
500,000 with an expense for collection of $875,000, while the total 
funds collected in 1941-1942 were $47,300,000 at a total expense of 
$733,000. In other words, while there was an increase in taxes 
collected of $18,000,000 there was actually a decrease of $141,600 
in cost of collection. 

The Alabama National Guard was mobilized and inducted into 
active Federal service during the winter of 1940-41 with a total 
strength of 5378 (including 1302 enlisted men of the inactive 
guard). , 

In the Spring of 1941, immediately after the induction of the 
Alabama National Guard, a Headquarters and twenty-five com- 
panies of the Alabama State Guard were organized and mustered 
into state service as a temporary force to replace the National 
Guard. The State Guard has been uniformed and equipped. On 
four occasions since its organization its Units have heen emploved 
in various places in the maintenance of law and order, and three 
one-week training encampments have been conducted. 

The organization of a State Guard Reserve has also been au- 
thorized, under which any area of the State which desires to work 
out its own measures of protection is permitted to do so under mili- 
tary authority. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


The functioning of this department has been at the highest 
point in its history. The Patrol has been efficiently cperated An 
Accident Record Rureau was established in Angust®1939. The 
Uniform Drivers’ License Division was organized and put into op- 
eration in that same year and each applicant for a driver’s license 
is required to stand examination. The former one-year license pe- 
riod has been extended to two years. 

For the better enforcement of the criminal laws, sixty-four cars 
and twenty-two motorcycles were equipped with radio receiving 
sets, and six cars were equipped with two-way radio sets. Ad- 
vantage has been taken of special courses of training offered by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and a close cooperation with 
all Federal and local enforcement agencies has been maintained. 
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DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 


The Department of Commerce, consisting of the Bureaus of 
Banking, Insurance, Savings-and Loan, and the State Fire Marshal 
Office, was created by an Act of the 1939 Legislature. Under the 
present setup the Director of Commerce serves as Superintendent 
of Banks and as Savings & Loan Commissioner. The Superintend- 
ent of Insurance is, under the law, the State Fire Marshal Ex-Of- 
ficio. The consolidation was sponsored by the administration in 
the interest of efficiency, economy, and for the further reason that 
the supervision of banks, insurance companies, savings and loan as- 
sociations are comparable. Quite frequently the activities of these 
bureaus interlock. , 

Since the consolidation of the four bureaus there has been an 
annual saving in administrative costs of approximately $16,500.00 
or 19%, with a definite gain in efficient operation. 


ALABAMA STATE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The law creating the Planning Commission was amended so as 
to provide funds for a more efficient service in a larger field of oper- 
ation. The Director of the Commission has been engaged in large 
measure in assisting in the solution of many problems presented to 
the State by population changes and the creation of defense indus- 
tries due to the war. 

This Commission can by careful and intelligent planning provide 
methods for economic and industrial development of our State, 
assuring adequate facilities for the employment and rehabilitation 
of those of our people now engaged in military service or in the 
operation of defense activities, when they are returned to civil life. 


THE AVIATION COMMISSION 


During this administration there has been expended $7,500,000 
on airports within the State primarily by the towns, counties, and 
Federal Government. The activities of the Aviation Commission 
have largely been in an advisory capacity assisting the local, city, 
and county officials as well as the officials of the Federal Govern- 
ment and officials in the military service in all matters that deal 
with aviation. . 

It is believed that the comparatively small expenditure from 
State sources has been well justified. The work of the Commission 
has been a great help to our armed forces, many of the fields having 
been taken over by the military service. 
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DEPARTMENT OF ARCHIVES & HISTORY 


The Public Library Service Division was created by the 1939 
Legislature, with a conditional $10,000 annual appropriation. Since 
this appropriation was spent by the Education Department for free 
textbooks, money from the Emergency Fund is being used to main- 
tain this service temporarily. In addition to the state appropriation, 
more than $600,000 has been expended through WPA and appro- 
priations by certain counties in the state. Since the law became ef- 
fective fifty-one counties have public library service. 

In addition, the 1939 Legislature, through special appropriation, 
furnished and equipped the building with the exception of the book 
stacks. The building is in excellent condition. Very few, if any 
states of the Union, have a department to compare in equipment or 
in articles of historical value and interest as that which we have in 
Alabama. 


DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


The Department of Finance, organized primarily for the purpose 
of gathering into one department matters dealing with the financial 
structure of the State, has operated successfully. . 

The cash balance in the Treasury, according to the State Comp- 
troller as of January 17, 1939, was $6,791,927. The balance on De- 
cember 30, 1942 was $29,377,459, or an increase of. $22,585,532. 

Prior to September 30, 1940 there was no actual state inventory 
of assets that could be located. On that date, according to an in- 
ventory conducted by the Department of Finance, the properties of 
the State were valued at $220,249,000. A comparable inventory on 
September 30, 1942 showed the value of these properties as $236,- 
126,000, or a gain after depreciation, of $15.875,000. The State has 
spent approximately $45,000,000 in the erection of new installations 
and in the repair and maintenance of the old. 

Outstanding bonds on January 1, 1939 totaled $72,671,000. These 
included the toll bridge and Cochran Bridge bonds. There were 
paid during this administration bonds totaling $11,272,500. Our 
people voted an additional sum of $868,000 to care for the freeing of 
the toll bridge at Florence. There are now, therefore, outstanding 
bonds in the amount of $62,286,500. A sinking fund of $332,000 
has been set up toward the retirement of the Old Bonded Debt of 
$8,557,000. 


The Division of Local Finance 


This Division of the Department of Finance, created for the 
purpose of assisting the counties and municipalities of the State in 
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financing and refinancing their affairs, has been of great aid to these 
several governments. 


Division of Purchase and Stores 


This Division, which is the central purchasing system for the 
State, has been responsible for the saving of many millions of dol- 
lars for our people. 


Physical Properties 


The physical properties of the State are at this time in excel- 
lent condition. 


Division of Control and Accounts 


Many improvements in the Division of Control and Accounts 
have been made during this administration. It is believed that the 
Division is working satisfactorily and that its creation has been of 
benefit to our people. 


Division of Examiners of Public Accounts 


The Division of Examiners of Public Accounts, with a consider- 
able reduction in number of employees and with greatly enlarged 
_ work, has done an excellent service. 


Division of the Budget 


The Division of the Budget has discharged well the duties as- 
signed to it. 

Lack of space prevents me from going into the work of several 
of the departments of the State. It is my belief that they have been 
efficiently operated, and the work performed by all departments 
during this administration will be carried in the official reports to 
which reference is here made. 


FEDERAL-STATE RELATIONSHIPS 


One of the most difficult problems with which this administra- 
tion has been faced, one of the most difficult with which the people 
of Alabama are now faced, is that of federal-state relationships. It 
is, of course, complicated by the existence of war and the necessity, 
in which we all acquiesce, of surrendering to the Federal Govern- 
ment any and all powers necessary to the winning of this conflict. 
In comparison with the urgency of that result, nothing else is of © 
importance. And yet upon the correct long-run solution of the 
problem of the federal-state relationships depends the continued 
existence of the democratic principle of government in this country,

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as well as the maintenance of the very social and economic structure 
of the people of the South. 

It has been necessary, on occasions, for this administration to 
protest the actions of certain Federal officials and agencies in their 
attempts at concentration of power in fields having no relation to 
the war effort, and in their attempts to abolish the segregation of 
the races in the South. Protest has been made only when it was 
apparent that the purposes of the agencies and officials were con- 
trary to the maintenance of the democratic ideals or were dangerous 
to the peace. The trend continues and presents an extremely seri- 
ous situation which now confronts our people and will increasingly 
confront them in the future, and which ultimately must be solved. 


THE WAR 


In all matters having any connection with the prosecution of the 
war this administration has cooperated completely and decisively 
with our Federal Government. At the request of Washington au- 
thorities it has been necessary, by executive order, to relax certain 
provisions of our laws, for example those dealing with speed and 
weights on the highways. The State Defense Council was organ- 
ized and staffed; the State Guard was organized and equipped. 
The State Guard Reserve has been authorized by executive order 
and each community of this state is privileged to organize its own 
unit. There has been complete cooperation between state and local 
law enforcement agencies and those of the Federal Government. I 
think it safe to say that Alabama ranks high among our sister states 
in preparations for civilian defense and in cooperation with the 
Federal authorities. 

There has been no holding back by our people. A vote of thanks 
is due to the members of the Selective Service Boards, of the Ra- 
tioning boards, of the State and Local Defense Councils, of the local 
emergency police and fire, and other civilian defense organizations; 
to the Salvage Committees, to the Committees on Nutrition in War 
Time, to the many other organizations connected with civilian de- 
fense, the members of which have served long hours and without 
pay as a patriotic duty. 

The complexion of all things has changed. We all realize that 
the winning of the war is basic, essential, paramount. We all realize 
that the times call and increasingly will call for sacrifice on the 
parts of all of us, in every way. The response of the people of 
Alabama has been magnificent, and it has been a soul-satisfying 
experience to be their governor during these days. The job has not 
been a particularly easy one. It has been made possible through 
the wholehearted cooperation which I have received. 
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There could have been no finer cooperation than that which I 
received from the Legislature during my term of office. In the en- 
actment of the program which I submitted to and recommended to 
them they placed in my hands the tools with which to work. They 
enabled me to render such service as I have been able to render to 
the State. It was a real privilege to serve with them. 

. May I bespeak for the fine gentleman who succeeds me that 
same type of cooperation accorded to me? This is no time for the de- 
velopment of pet theories, no time for the playing of politics. This 
is a time when all of us must see eye to eye and work together for 
the greater good not only of Alabama but of these United States. 
Our boys wear the uniform of their country today. To the families 
of many of us have already come the greatest of sorrows. Our 
hearts and our prayers go out to those who have been bereaved. | 
As servants of our people let us dedicate ourselves anew to that true 
unselfish service, without regard for cost or sacrifice, which is the 
mark of greatness.

JOINT RULES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 


In accordance with’ Senate joint resolution, heretofore adopted, 
the following were adopted as the Joint Rules of the Legislature 
of Alabama for this, the Organizational Session, all Regular Ses- 
sions and any Extraordinary Sessions of this Legislature. 

1. Upon the reception of a message from either house notify- 
ing the other of the originating and passing of bills, the Secretary 
or Clerk, as the case may be, shall immediately after the mes- 
sage is read, proceed to read the bills by their titles, unless the 
reading be called for by some member, fn which event the bill 
shall be read at length, and referred to a committee. The House 
or Senate, as the case may be, shall then proceed with the busi- 
ness upon which it was engaged when the message was received ; 
provided, that messages from one house to the other shall take 
precedence over all other questions. 

2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the presiding 
officer of the House or Senate, thereupon the Clerk or Secretary, 
as the case may be, shall notify the other house and request the 
signature of the presiding officer to the same; and as soon as 
the message is read, the presiding officer shall immediately sign 
the bills in the presence of the House or Senate, as prescribed by 
the Constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into either 
house unless the member who introduced it discloses at the time 
the fact that the notice required by the Constitution and laws 
has been given, and submits one original and two exact copies of 
proof thereof with the bill. 

4, All bills for amendment to any section or part of the Code, 
in which the subject matter is stated in the title by reference to 
the section or other subdivision of the Code, must contain on the 
back of the bill, immediately below the title, a brief statement 
of the general. subject to which such a section or subsection 
relates. 

5. That the Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk of the House, 
as the case may be, shall, when a bill is duly enrolled and signed 
by the presiding officers of both houses, deliver the bill to the 
Governor, noting thereon the day and hour and minute of deliv- 
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ery, and shall make a written report thereof to the House or 
Senate, where the bill originated, showing the number and title 
of the bill and time of delivery, which shall be spread upon the 
Journal, and shall become a part of such Journal. 

6. All legislative documents, reports or other papers with 
the exceptions of bills or resolutions, which may be ordered print- 
_ ed by either house, shall be issued in octavo form, 23 ems measure 

in width, 11 point type with 1 lead only, saddle sttiched or wired 
on the side, and the title page shall have a heading in substantially 
the following form:

The President of the Senate announced that there was a quorum 
of the Legislature of Alabama present, and that the purpose of the 
joint session was to hear the Message of His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor. 


Thereupon, Governor Sparks was escorted to the chair and 
delivered his message in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


TO THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES: 


We begin our joint labors under unprecedented circumstances. 
Our Nation is engaged in a terrific struggle to maintain the prin- 
ciples of government which have long been dear to our people. 
There naturally follow conditions which are out of joint and un- 
usual, leaving us no background against which to plan our future. 

Since taking office I have tried to analyze the conditions we 
face and the tasks we need to undertake. All the departments of 
our State government are functioning well. The new heads of 
departments are familiarizing themselves with their work, and are 
anxious to promote the welfare of our State. We are all learning. 
We shall have much more to learn. Our whole efforts will be, and 
should be, determined by the tasks we have, service to our people, 
and promotion of their welfare. 

I find that our people are somewhat dislocated so far as per- 
manent employment is concerned, and so far as their economic 
status will need be established after the war. By and large, how- 
ever, I think our people are abundantly employed at good wages, 
and our agricultural efforts are both helpful to our Nation and 
profitable to those engaged in them. 

We have today inducted into the Army many thousand Ala- 
bamians. There will be many more when the Army of our country 
reaches the maximum to which it is the expectation of our National 
government to increase it. 

Our industries, particularly the larger industries, are engaged 
in the production of war material to the extent of their ability, re- 
sulting in abundant employment. Our small industries, no doubt, 
are suffering some and will continue to suffer because of inability 
to secure material and labor to produce consumer goods. We 
should give consideration to every means by which we can im- 
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prove their condition, their employment, and the guarantee of con- 
tinuation. 

The demand for labor in war industries has to a considerable 
extent affected our agricultural program. Labor is in great de- 
mand, not only in industry, but on farms. This, no doubt, is a 
national condition, and there is little we can do about it except to 
encourage our people to redouble their efforts in order that we may 
not reduce the quantity of production on our farms. Food is es- 
sential. It is up to those of us left behind to see that we have an 
abundance for our Army, our allies, and our own people. We should 
establish any agency that would promote the proper distribution 
of our manpower to the end that no necessary activity will suffer. 

It is gratifying to see and to feel the patriotism which prevails 
among our people. Alabama has responded to every call. It has 
been generous in its purchase of war bonds, support of the Red 
Cross, of the United Service Organizations, and of every demand 
made upon it. There is no question that Alabama has dedicated 
herself, along with all the other of our neighboring states, to ex- 
pend its total resources, if necessary, to win this war. I hope, and 
I know you share in this hope, that nothing will deter us, nothing 
will shake our faith and nothing will prevent us from aiding in 
bringing about the peace we so earnestly hope for. 

While we are giving much to the war effort, we must remember 
there are duties for us to perform in order that our state may con- 
tinue a functioning service agent in promoting the welfare of our 
people. We must not forget our internal needs, nor should we fail 
to provide and maintain all agencies necessary to keep Alabama a 
Democracy, and a serving Democracy. 

May I take this opportunity to compliment your two Bodies 
upon the work which has already been done. The Interim Com- 
mittees appointed under Joint Resolution of the Special Session in 
November, 1942, have approached their work as patriotic citizens, 
anxious to be of service, and to be helpful. They have done a good 
work. The fruits of their efforts should not only find a response 
from the Legislature as a whole, but should relieve the Legisla- 
ture of. much of the drudgery and study which these Committees 
have taken to themselves and performed in an excellent manner. 

Your duty and mine, as I see it, in conditions we now face, is to 
provide for a continuation of the efforts Alabama has undertaken 
in fields in which it has heretofore served. We should preserve 
order. We should coordinate all of our efforts with our national 
undertaking. We should refrain from additional taxes upon our 
people at this time. We should live within our income and maintain 
as high standard of service as that income will permit. 
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As you know, there has been an unusual increase in our tax in- 
come. This is not normal. It is brought about by more or less an 
inflated condition which inevitably follows a turn from peace to 
war. We should in the beginning realize that this condition will 
not always continue; that some day we will return to normal again. 
There is no way by which we can estimate what will be the income 
of our state in any one year. It would be the part of wisdom to 
provide for any unforeseen reduction in income from taxes and for a 
decreased ability to maintain as high standard of government as 
you and I should like. We must be realists. We cannot be dream- 
ers in times like these. A practical approach to our problem now 
will relieve us of much worry in the years ahead. 

The surplus we have accumulated should be diligently guarded; 
protected from inroads, and preserved for two purposes: to pre- 
vent as near as possible a reduction in our standards, and a col- 
lapse of any of the many services which our state is now render- 
ing. To this end I earnestly recommend to your Bodies the crea- 
tion of special and general surpluses that will, as near as we see, 
protect us against the disasters which may come. 

Let me take up with you some recommendations for considera- 
tion. Most of them are based upon recommendations of your In- 
terim Committees, with which I have very closely and pleasantly 
worked. 


AGRICULTURE 


Alabama is a farming state. More than one-third of our people 
actually live on the farm, Their welfare determines the level of 
economic prosperity which we as a people can attain. If we neg- 
lect agriculture we neglect the principal part of a daily life of a 
large portion of our people. Much has been accomplished in the 
past in the form of experiment, extension, improvement and teach- 
ing. Much remains to be done. We may not be able to do it all 
but we can begin, and put into effect those forces and agencies 
which will finally make our farming people a prosperous group. 

One of the principal studies, which to my way of thinking, will 
be helpful to agriculture is that of marketing. It is commonplace 
to say that Alabama is blessed by nature. It has excellent climate, 
rainfall, and soil. It can produce nearly every product of human 
and animal consumption. It needs somewhere to sell it. 

I recommend that there be provided at Auburn, through the 
Extension Service, means for a careful study and teaching of pro- 
duction and marketing. This will require an expenditure of $75,- 
000.00 per year for adequate staffing, planning, and promotion of 
state-wide and regional studies of the production and marketing of 
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farm products. It should be done through specialists trained in 
this character of work and related to all of the principal crops Ala- 
bama does and can produce. 

In connection with this effort we should also provide for the 
location and establishment of adequate physical marketing facilities. 
Tt is my suggestion that this be done through the creation of an Ala- 
bama State Markets Board. This Board should study location and 
character of, marketing which would be serviceable and helpful to 
our farming people, and should correlate the efforts of our studies 
in production and marketing so that we might gain the greatest 
benefit to the agricultural interests of the state. The Board should 
give careful study, not only to the concentration of farm produce 
for distribution or sale, and that in relation to centers of popula- 
tion, but also as to highway and railroad and air terminal facilities. 
In addition, present and improved methods of inspection, grading, 
standardization, classification, and also processing or preparing for 
market through refrigeration, dehydration, canning and packing of 
farm products, should be carefully studied and related to all mar- 
ket installations. 

We have observed in the past the effect of regional soil experi- 
ment stations and their value to farmers who reside within par- 
ticular soil areas. There are five of these stations at this time, cov- 
ering all of the soil areas of Alabama with the exception of what is 
called “The Piedmont Area”. This area is embraced within the 
whole or part of thirteen counties in the East and Northeastern 
part of our state. It is in need of such a soil experiment station. I 
recommend to the Legislature appropriation for the building and 
operation of such station in the Piedmont Area. 

Alabama has begun in recent years the raising of livestock for 
market. This has added considerable to the income of farmers and 
brought about a more balanced agricultural condition. Many sec- 
tions of our state are well adapted to the raising of livestock. Im- 
provement of our quality of stock and of our pastures will bring 
about a larger income and a better demand. I recommend a con- 
tinuation of the appropriation of. $40,000.00 from the General Fund 
to be used for the purpose of eradicating Bangs Disease from cattle. 

Bills have been prepared and will be offered for your consider- 
ation to carry into effect these suggestions to aid agriculture. 

May I not also recommend to your consideration the study of 
diseases and pests of row crops, the elimination of all kinds of live- 
stock diseases so that our efforts will not be neutralized, and that 
we may obtain the largest production in quality and quantity of the 
things our farmers can produce. This study can be promoted 
through agencies already created. Adequate resources are not im- 
mediately available, but we can begin to support this character of

study and the use of all discovered methods to prevent pests and 
diseases among our plant life, our livestock and poultry, by a con- 
ditional appropriation to our already established experiment work. 


EDUCATION 


Modern civilization cannot endure without education. Democ- 
racy is so interwoven with education that its maintenance is jeop- 
ardized without it. Alabama has been foresighted in providing as 
much support to education as the condition of her people would 
permit. If it be possible we should not recede from the standard 
we have already attained. Today Alabama is spending about 33c 
out of every dollar which comes into the general treasury of the 
state for education. 

Adequate support from the Special Educational Trust Fund 
should be given to education. The educational leaders of our state 
can foresee as well as any of the rest of us the uncertainties which 
lie ahead. In planning a standard of education these uncertainties 
shotld be taken into consideration. 

For the school year 1942-43 education will receive from State 
monies $3,835,901.86 more than it has ever received before. The 
pattern of our work has been made from this standard. We should 
at least endeavor to maintain that standard. If our revenues per- 
mit we should improve and increase the standard, always remem- 
bering that the degree of support will depend upon the quantity of 
revenues available. 

There is today a surplus in what is called “The Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund” of $8,587,654.57. This probably may be larger 
at the close of the fiscal year, September 30, 1943. We cannot hope 
to use all of it at one time. To do so would impoverish our schools 
for the succeeding four years. I recommend to you restrictions on 
the use of this surplus, so that not more than one-fourth of it can 
be used in any one of the next four years. In addition, I would 
earnestly recommend that any further surpluses which may ac- 
cumulate at the end of any fiscal year in what is known as “The 
Special Educational Trust Fund” be placed in this surplus to re- 
plenish any part thereof which may have been used. As responsible 
government bodies, the Legislature and the Executive, cannot af- 
ford to create a vacuum which must be filled by an incoming admin- 
istration. It should rather be our desire that we so handle our re- 
sources, and so protect any unusual and unprecedented surpluses, 
that our educational program may continue without harm and 
without the need to fill this vacuum with additional taxation. 

Careful thought should be given by all of us responsible for the 
administration of the government to increasing and improving our 
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‘vocational guidance and training. If we are to industrialize Ala- 
bama adequately in connection with its agricultural efforts, we 
must have trained boys and girls. One of the hindrances to bring- 
ing industries to Alabama which supplement our economy has 
been a lack of skilled labor. We can secure this skilled labor 
through our school system. We can equip our boys and girls in 
aiding in this movement of a balanced industrial economy by of- 
fering proper vocational guidance and training. 

Our teachers are underpaid. Their salary has been raised the 
current year, but not enough. The least we can do in order par- 
tially to remove their inequality of pay as compared with private 
industry is to provide security for our teachers when they have 
reached the age of retirement. I recommend to you an appropria- 
tion from the Special Educational Trust Fund of a sufficient 
amount to place the Teacher Retirement Fund on a safe and sound 
basis. 

Alabama’s population consists of two races—the White race 
and the Negro race. It would be a shortsighted policy to fail to 
educate both. Whatever sphere in life they may occupy, that sphere 
is better filled if each be educated. Because of impoverished con- 
ditions of our State since 1865 we have not been enabled to do all 
we should have done for the education of the Negro. As an eco- 
nomic asset he is of value if trained. He is a part of our body 
politic. He has a right to request of us adequate provision for the 
education of. his race. I recommend to your earnest consideration 
an improvement by way of increased appropriation, to our two 
Negro institutions of higher learning, the one at Montgomery 
known as The Alabama State Teachers College, and the one at 
Normal, near Huntsville, known as The Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal Institute for Negroes. They are both doing a good work. The 
results of an improvement of that work will grow as the years pass. 

Tuskegee Institute at Tuskegee, Alabama, has done a great 
work in training Negro boys and girls. It was founded by the fore- 
sight of our predecessors as a State institution in 1881. Then a 
small appropriation was made to establish the institution. It grew 
by voluntary and charitable contributions, to be one of the largest 
institutions of learning for Negroes in the world. It touches our 
own life at many points. For us to be isolated from it is to neglect 
a duty to ourselves and to the Negro race, which we cannot afford 
to neglect. Tuskegee should be tied in with the educational system 
of. Alabama to the extent it is willing to go along with us. It can be 
helpful to us and we to it. There are certain fundamentals of racial 
relationship which should never be lost sight of. These funda- 
mentals do not prevent the proper training and education of the 
Negro race at Tuskegee. The traditions of the South are a worthy 
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inheritance. The Negro is a part of that tradition. The associa- 
tion with and contact through our educational system will promote 
the preservation of that tradition. 

At Tuskegee there is a demand for graduate work in certain 
elementary fields which it has provided for the Negro race. It 
comes now to you and asks that you make a small appropriation for 
the establishment and maintenance of graduate work in these fields. 
With such establishment and promotion the educational system of 
Alabama should be tied in. The Superintendent of Education 
should be connected with the work at Tuskegee when appropria- 
tions are made by the State, just as he is with the other institutions 
for Negro training in Alabama. We cannot refrain longer from 
providing adequate facilities for all training for which the Negro is 
capable. 

I recommend to your fair and serious consideration an appro- 
priation of $100,000.00 for beginning, at Tuskegee, the work on the 
graduate level in agriculture, rural education, and home economics. 

We have in the past had several studies of Alabama’s educa- 
tional system. These studies have largely been made by outsiders. 
It would be well for you to consider such a study by Alabama 
educators and business men, and provide for the creation of a com- 
mission to study and recommend to the Legislature, when it next 
convenes, certain changes in our system and certain new reorgani- 
zations which will make for better educational endeavor. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION 


Your Interim Committee on Finance and Taxation has given 
very serious and careful study to our fiscal condition. It has recom- 
mended to you a budget which I have adopted and which I will 
submit to you. 

Certain changes in our laws relating to the collection of taxes 
may be needed and necessary. These changes will be suggested to 
you by measures submitted through the Revenue Department. 


HEALTH 


The health of our people is an important factor in their happi- 
ness and prosperity. Alabama has done a good work in public 
health. Every effort should be made to promote this work and in- 
crease it according to our ability. 

There should be provision made for adequate treatment and 
control of tuberculosis, of, venereal diseases, and cancer, and of all 
contagious and infectious diseases through our public health work. 
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Our eleemosynary institutions should be adequately provided 
for. There is a large population at Bryce Hospital in Tuscaloosa, 
at the Institution for Feeble Minded and at the Hospital at Mount 
Vernon. These unfortunates cannot be neglected. They must 
have proper quarters, guards, nurses, medical atttention and food. 
With rising cost of living it becomes necessary to increase the 
weekly allotment per patient in these institutions. 

Alabama once had a four-year medical college. Many of the 
physicans now practicing in this state were graduates of that insti- 
tution. We now have a two-year medical school at the Univer- 
sity. To meet the demands made upon the medical profession and 
to increase the number who engage in this profession, it is highly 
desirable that the two-year course be increased to a four-year 
course. I recommend to the Legislature a conditional appropria- 
tion for the construction and operation of a four-year medical school 
in Alabama. 


HIGHWAYS 


The problem we now face in highways is a matter of mainte- 
nance. There are no Federal funds, for the duration of the war, 
allotted to Alabama for road construction. The investment we 
have in highways, amounting to several hundred millions of dollars, 
cannot be neglected. While our gas tax is diminishing, it is the 
hope of the head of this department that there will be sufficient 
funds to maintain our state and county roads during the emergency. 
Tf there is not sufficient funds, currently available for maintenance 
and payment of debt service charges on outstanding bond indebted- 
ness, I recommend to the Legislature the consideration of the 
question of probably refunding principal maturities of bonds for 
not longer than five years, so that we may use current income for 
needed and necessary maintenance. 

We should now plan construction of highways when the war is 
over, and should be prepared to begin immediate construction at 
such time. To this end proper plans should be made through 
necessary agencies, or through the Highway Department itself, for 
post-war planning of road construction. : 

Particularly is this necessary in our feeder, or farm-to-market 
roads. While we have a considerable mileage of main highways 
we have left largely to the counties the construction of county 
roads which feed into the main highways. To promote a permanent 
prosperity more attention should be given to these feeder roads. 
They are vital to the comfort and prosperity of the agricultural 
people of Alabama. A definite plan of promoting this essential 
service can now be undertaken, to become effective and begin actual 
construction when the war is over. 
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I recommend to the Legislature increased funds for Old Age As- 
sistance in the manner in which we now provide for this service. 
To accomplish this I suggest that there be appropriated to the 
counties, earmarked specifically for Old Age Assistance, the sum of 
$650,000.00 from current revenues derived from the sales tax. In 
addition, there should be an equal appropriation from the general 
fund for this purpose. 

We cannot neglect our needy aged. Any funds that are appro- 
priated to this cause are matched by the Federal government. It is 
my hope that we shall some day attain a worthy goal of not less 
than thirty dollars per month to all needy aged people in Alabama. 
Such a goal we may not be able to reach during our administration, 
but we can help along the way, and start a program that some day 
will give adequate support to those who are entitled to it. 

All other activities of the Public Welfare Department should be 
stimulated and encouraged. 


WAR EMERGENCY LEGISLATION 


Your Interim Committee on War Emergency Legislation has 
given careful study to many things which present conditions require 
our state to undertake. 

Civilian Defense is necessary. It may be that we shall never 
be attacked on our own soil by our enemies. We should not be 
too sure of this, There has been in operation in Alabama, for more 
than a year, a Civilian Defense organization. It was created by 
the former administration and its expenses paid from the Emerg- 
ency Fund. I recommend to the Legislature that this activity be 
made a part of our State government, legalized and supported by 
sufficient appropriation. 

It is entirely possible that our own economic picture may be 
changed at the end of the war. We should begin now to plan for 
post-war conditions. This would take the form of public works, 
of employment, of rehabilitation and providing for a re-adjustment 
of our social and economic conditions brought about by the return 
of our soldiers and by the shutting down of war industries and war 
activities. 

I recommend to the Legislature the creation of a Planning 
Board which shall provide methods, and suggest ways and means 
of putting Alabama in the forefront of industrial and agricultural 
development after the war, and to provide for the absorption of un- 
employment and returning soldiers. It would be an act of injus- 
tice to have our boys return to idleness. They are giving the better 
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part of their life to preserving for us, and them, our way of life. 
Such a Board as I suggest, and has been recommended by the War 
Emergency Interim Committee, is a step in the right direction. It 
shows good faith, our willingness to provide for those who have a 
right to demand provision. 

In connection with this, and in order to relieve want and destitu- 
tion, there should be created in the state a corporation which has 
the power and authority to utilize resources and credit in providing 
employment to those who may need it. At the same time it would 
provide needed public works, public buildings, and promote worthy 
projects. 

I earnestly recommend your consideration of a bill which cre- 
ates this kind of corporation. 

As I have stated before, we must prepare for an emergency 
surplus in our treasury. There will be suggested for your consider- 
ation a bill providing for this emergency fund. It should be dedi- 
cated to: first, carrying on all the services of our state government 
when funds begin to sag, and, second, for post-war construction and 
rehabilitation. 

Many other temporary provisions in our laws, caused by civil 
and economic changes because of the war, should claim your at- 
tention. Among them would be fiduciary relationships entered into 
before the war, acknowledgment of instruments before a commis- 
sioned officer of the Army, providing for proof of handwriting of 
the testator in establishing a soldier’s will, regulating powers of at- 
torney, unemployment compensation to soldiers entitled thereto 
when inducted into the Service and who are unable to find employ- 
ment immediately upon their return, and many other matters 
which have been embodied in bills submitted for your considera- 
tion. 


JUDICIARY

The fee should be limited and provision made for appeals. 

In this connection, I would also urge upon your consideration 
the requirement that every capital case in which the death penalty 
is fixed by the jury be appealed to the Supreme Court for consider- 
ation of both facts and errors by the Court. 

It would not be unwise to provide for the appointment of a 
certain number of notaries public for the State-at-large. 

Other matters, such as corrections in the Code, adjustment of 
costs and fees, placing of sheriffs on salary rather than fees, ad- 
justing compensation of court reporters, will occur to you from time 
to time. 


I recommend to your consideration the matter of provid- 
for attorneys apnointed to defend indigent capital cases.

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The equalization boards, which have been in office for the last 
four years, in many instances, have done a good work. It has been 
the practice of the State for many years to have a supervisory 
agency, as far removed from politics and local influences as pos- 
sible, to pass upon tax assessments. This is not taking away, as I 
see it, the right of local self-government. It is in the interest of 
equality of tax assessments upon all the people, reduction where 
necessary, and increases where required. Until some better method 
is devised than the old method, which relegated such matters to the 
Courts of County Commissioners, I respectfully urge the retention 
of the equalization boards. 


LABOR 


I recommend to the Legislature the creation of a Department 
of Labor for the purpose of administering our labor laws and stimu- 
lating a study of employer and employee relationship. In addition 
to the creation of the Department we should provide laws regu- 
lating, in the interest of employer and employee and the public, 
matters which affect their welfare. Strikes should be avoided 
whenever possible. They are an economic loss not only to the 
worker and his employer but to the public also. Provision should 
be made for arbitration of disputes where possible. No one denies 
the right of labor to organize, collectively bargain, and to strike 
when necessary, but our laws should protect property and life and 
the rights of the public. 

A bill will be offered for your consideration embodying these 
provisions. 


MERIT SYSTEM 


The Merit System in Alabama has worked well. It is, I think, 
a proper principle in the administration of the State’s affairs. It 
gives security to the employee. It relieves the Governor’s office of 
tremendous burdens and removes, as near as possible, politics in 
the securing of employees for the State government. I urge its re- 
tention. 

If there be any defects in the present law which should be 
amended, or if it should be changed in any way to strengthen it 
and make it a better aid to employment and security to employees. 
such matters will occur to the members of your Bodies. 

I recommend to the Legislature the consideration of establish- 
ing, in connection with our present Personnel System, a retirement 
program. : 
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PAROLE SYSTEM 


The practice of scientific paroling of prisoners was long overdue 
before the establishment of our present system. It has done a good 
work. It is a great aid to the rehabilitation of unfortunates. It 
relieves the Governor’s office of a tremendous burden. It should 
be strengthened if necessary and improved and more adequately 
financed. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


In my platform as a candidate for Governor I stated: 


“I favor keeping the control of alcoholic beverages in the 
hands of the people. To this end I advocate a state-wide vote 
to decide whether the present liquor laws shall or shall not be 
retained. If they are retained by vote of the people, I shall ad- 
vocate the State store system, and the abolition of all honky- 
tonks, juke-joints and other corrupting liquor outlets.” 


I recommend to the Legislature its consideration of the above 
quoted plank in my platform. 

Since taking office, the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board has 
gone far toward accomplishment of a clean-up program. Honky- 
tonks have, in large measure, been controlled. What are known as 
“Juke-joints” have been outlawed and the present disposition of 
liquor has been cleansed of some of its objectionable features. We 
propose to go further in this clean-up program under the present 
statute. 


CONSERVATION 


Modern conservation is essential. Protection of our wild life 
will add much profit and pleasure to our people. Our forests are 
great sources of income. We have begun a program of forest con- 
servation which will mean much to onr state in the years to come. 
This department is justified in requesting at your hands adequate 
support. 


REAPPORTIONMENT 


Reapportionment of representation in the Legislature has been 
a constantly recurring problem for every Legislature to consider. 
It has never adequately been solved. Shifting populations have 
made it necessary to give careful thought to more equitable appor- 
tionment of representation. Population cannot be the sole basis for 
reapportionment, because of the concentration of large population 
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in certain centers and decrease of population in others. All coun- 
ties should be represented. Population should not be the sole 
standard for fixing representation. Some method of. reapportion- 
ment, recognizing both area and population, can be worked out. To 
this end I recommend to the Legislature the appointment of a com- 
mittee or a commission to make a study of the problem of reappor- 
tionment and recommend a plan that would be fair to every section 
of our state. Such a plan, no doubt, would require the submission 
of a constitutional amendment to the people. This can be done at 
your next session. 


REFUND OF BRIDGE BONDS 


There are today outstanding approximately $4,365,500.00 of 
bridge bonds. They bear an average interest of 4%. It is possible 
now to obtain money at a much lower rate of interest. These bonds 
are callable. I recommend that the Legislature provide for their 
refund, that they be called and reissued at a lower rate of interest, 
and thereby save to the State, during the life of the bonds, many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


AVIATION 


It is possible to see tremendous increase in the use of airplanes 
for the carrying of passengers and light freight. When the war is 
over many hundreds of thousands of young men will be trained in 
aviation. They can be of tremendous economic value by proper 
provision for landing fields and airports. Alabama should take 
steps immediately. to provide for this acquisition to its transporta- 
tion system. 

There is an Aviation Commission in Alabama which is giving 
study to this problem. It should be correlated with the High- 
way Department and should cooperate in the planning of a state- 
wide aviation system that will give this new method of transporta- 
tion to all the people. The Commission should have sufficient funds 
to make its study in providing plans for immediate execution when 
the war is over. 


DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


I recommend to your consideration the increase of the surplus 
now in Unemployment Compensation. There is today approx- 
imately Thirty-nine Million Dollars in this surplus. This, no doubt, 
will be insufficient when the impact of unemployment follows 
peace. Rates should be raised at the present time, when we have 
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abundant and almost universal employment, in order that the fund 
may be sufficiently enlarged to prevent the necessity of placing 
upon employer and employee the highest rates at such time as em- 
ployment may be seriously reduced. 

Many soldiers have and will enter the Service who are eligible 
to the benefits of unemployment compensation. They have an 
invested interest in the surplus which has already been created. 
Some way should be provided for them to enjoy the benefits of this 
fund when they return and should they be unable to secure im- 
mediate employment. 

I offer to you the assistance of my office in your endeavors to 
serve your State and in working out a constructive and beneficial 
legislative program. 

Let us seek that guidance of our efforts, and that blessing on 
our labors, which a Christian people have a right to claim.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read 
one time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as fol- 
lows: 


By Mr. Hill: 

S. 1. To provide aganst want and destitution caused by unem- 
ployment resulting from economic emergency in the State of Ala- 
bama, through the encouragement of the construction of public 
works projects by political subdivisions of the State; to provide 
for the creation and incorporation of the Alabama Emergency Fi- 
nance Corporation and to define its powers and duties; to authorize 
the purchase, resale, or exchange by said corporation of public 
improvement assessment bonds or revenue bonds issued by any 
body politic of the State of Alabama; to encourage or promote the 
construction or reconstruction of any public works project by said

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Alabama that the estab- 
lishmen of a Jewish homeland in Palestine and facilities for its 
further development for receiving the maximum number of Jewish 
refugees who have been uprooted from their homes be commended 
to the considered judgment of the United Nations, not only as an 
act of justice to the Jewish people and the righting of an ancient 
wrong, but as an integral part of the new democratic world order in 
which every people shall have the right to self-government and self- 
determination in accordance with the principles for which we are 
now waging war and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded to the President of the United States, to Senators 
Wagner and McNary, Co-Chairmen of the American Palestine 
Committee, and to the British Embassy in Washington for trans- 
mission to the proper authorities in London. 

And sends same herewith to the Senate for its consideration.

REPORT FROM RULES COMMITTEE 


Mr. Carlton, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the follow- 
ing resolutions and ordered same returned to the Senate with a 
favorable report with substitute, to-wit: 
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H. J. R. 3. Relative to pledging this states full manpower and 
resources to the President and Congress of the United States for 
the prosecution of the war to a victorious conclusion. 


And said substitute: 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate con- 
curring 

1. That we commend the prompt, firm and statesman like steps 
taken by the President of the United States to meet the recent 
threat of a coal strike, and we assure him of the unfailing support 
of the people of this State in such further measures as he may find 
necessary completely to remove this danger to our national security. 

2. That we memorialize and admonish our fellow citizens who 
work in the coal mines of Alabama (1) that, as compared with the 
farmers of Alabama and many others in our State engaged in es- 
sential war production, the coal miners present wages are well in 
advance, and his hours of work more favorable than those of many 
of his fellow Alabama workers, (2) that it is our opinion that it 
is the duty of every citizen to exert his utmost effort in whatever 
capacity he now finds himself engaged, qualified and called by his 
government to serve, whether in the armed forces or elsewhere 
even to the sacrifice of his life, to forward the war effort, and (3) 
that the Legislature of Alabama, feels that the loyalty of every 
Alabamian is to the President of the United States and to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our Armed Forces first and always and to all 
others, however worthy, who secondarily and after the fullest meas- 
ure of loyalty to our country has been met. Wherefore the Legis- 
lature of Alabama calls upon all citizens of Alabama engaged in 
the mining of coal to take steps to assure the President of the 
United States that, as of old, Alabama leads the Nation in devo- 
tion to the cause for which freemen are dying and that, regardless 
of what others may do, they will keep the mines of Alabama run- 
ning, so long as the Commander-in-Chief shall order them to do so. 

Be it further resolved that the Clerk of the House be instructed 
to send a copy of this resolution to the President, to John L. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Workers of America and to Wm. &. 
Mitch, President of District 20 (Alabama) United Mine Workers 
of America and to the Press.

RESOLUTION 


Mr. Walton offered the following resolution, to-wit: 

S. J. R. 5. WHEREAS, our County is now engaged in the 
greatest struggle for freedom it has ever known; and 

WHEREAS, the Senate of Alabama, the House of Representa- 
tives concurring, recognizes that every energy of the people of 
Alabama and of the Nation should be bent towards the winning of 
the war and towards the defeat of the Axis powers; and 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States occupies and 
fills a most important place in the affairs not only of this Nation, 
but of the world; and 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States has the power 
at the present time to declare war on any nation by a simple ma- 
jority vote of the members; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the United States, the funda- 
mental law of the land, makes it necessary that Congress approve 
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any peace treaty submitted to the Congress by the President of the 
United States by a two-thirds majority of the members; and 

WHEREAS, the Senate of Alabama, the House of Representa- 
tives concurring, believes it to be the best and highest interest of 
the Nation that Congress have the power to ratify any peace treaty 
submitted by the President of the United States, by a simple ma- 
jority of its members, the same majority that can declare war. 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, 
the House of Representatives concurring, that we do now call upon 
our Senators and Representatives in the National Congress from 
Alabama to seriously consider the advisability of having Congress 
submit to the several states of this Union a constitutional amend- 
ment embodying the provision that Congress shall have the right 
to ratify any peace treaty submitted to it by a simple majority vote 
of the members rather than by a two-thirds majority as now re- 
quired by law. 

Be it resolved further that a copy of this resolution be immedi- 
ately forwarded jointly by the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk 
of the House of Representatives of Alabama to the United States 
Senators and Representatives in Congress from the State of Ala- 
bama. 


And on motion of Mr. Walton, the rules were suspended and 
the resolution adopted. 


MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 


Pursuant to the requirements of Article 3, Title 55, Sections 92 through 
99 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, I respectfully submit a State Budget for 
the ensuing biennium, beginning October 1, 1943, and ending on September 
30, 1945. It contains required data on the General Fund, the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund and funds arising through special taxes or fees which are 
allocated to special agencies, commissions or boards. 

This budget has been prepared after diligent study, investigation of 
needs, and conferences wiih speiding agcncics of the State by the Depart- 
ment of Finance. All agencies have been given an opportunity to submit 
their estimate of needs, and. have been allowed an opportunity to demonstrate 
that need. 

Your Interim. Committee on Finance and Taxation has been very helpful 
in preparing the budget and in determining the quantity of support each de- 
partment or agency should have. A careful analysis of revenue trends and a 
conservative estimate of possible returns from tax collections for the next two 
years have been made by the Finance Department and the Interim Commit- 
tee, and they have prepared a budget which reflects mature judgment, both 
as to the amount of revenue which will come into the General Fund of the 
State and to special earmarked funds, as well as the amount which should be 
appropriated to the various departments and spending agencies from both 
the general fund and earmarked funds. 
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The recommendations of the Finance Department and of the Interim 
Committee have largely been adopted by me, and I herewith submit it, in 
printed form and in detail, as required by the law cited. 

The budget herewith submitted is made to conform to Section 94, and 
includes the three parts therein required. These consist of: 

Part 1. The Governor’s Budget Message. 

Part 2. Recommendation for appropriations to meet the expenditure need 
of the government from every fund, general and special. 

Part 3. Appropriation bills and proposed revenue bill, or bills. 

I have no recommendations for revenue bills. It is my opinion that we 
should not place upon the people of our State additional taxation at this time. 
It is my hope that the present revenue statutes will produce sufficient funds 
to maintain a reasonable high level of service in every department of the 
State’s government. If we are forced to recede somewhat it shall not be to 
the point of great injury I hope, but will be in the nature of re-adjustment to 
shrinking income. 

Part 1 of the budget contains the requirements set out in Section 94, and 
gives in detail the data and information therein required to be given to the 
Legislature. 

The budget submitted follows in detail this requirement and affords to 
you an adequate picture of indebtedness, expenditures and appropriations in 
past years, actual revenues collected in such years, estimates of revenues for 
the current biennium, amounts used by agencies of the government to which 
appropriations were made, and the amount now suggested to be appropriated. 
The net result of the Treasury is shown. When this condition is shown, 
Section 94 requires: 

‘wee Gf the revenues are more than the aggregate appropriations recom- 
mended, he (the Governor) shall make such recommendations with respect 
to the application of such surplus to the reduction of debt, to reductions in 
taxation or to such other action as in his opinion is in the public interest”. 

Pursuant to this mandate of the law, I wish to call your attention to my 
recommendations with respect to whatever surplus there may be in the gen- 
eral or any special fund. 

It appears now from what information we have, and judging by the year 
immediately preceding, there will be a surplus in the General Fund, the Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund and certain funds dedicated to particular agen- 
cies, such as conservation, agriculture, boards and bureaus for the adminis- 
tration of professional activities, and other small agencies. If there be such 
surpluses, then I recommend to the Legislature: 

First. Ali surplus in the General Fund should be placed in what may be 
termed a War Emergency Surplus, to be held for two purposes: First, allot- 
ment by some agency created by your Bodies, to a particular department, 
board, bureau, commission, agent, office or institution of the State which may 
be in need of support in addition to its own revenues or because of lack of 
adequate appropriation; Second, that part not needed for current operations, 
to enable Alabama to do its part in post-war rehabilitation and reconstruction. 

Second. There is a surplus in what is known as the Special Educational 
Trust Fund amounting, at this time, to $8,587,654.57, This surplus is made 
up of funds collected by special taxes and dedicated to the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund over and above tie amount appropriated from those funds. 
The surplus will, no doubt, amount to more at the end of the fiscal year, 
September 30, 1943. The existing surplus, and any surplus which may arise 
by the end of the fiscal year, should be placed in the Special Educational 
Trust Fund Surplus account to be used during the next four years for educa- 
tion alone. I recommend that the Legislature place a limitation of one-fourth 
per annum upon the amount that can be used from this surplus in any one 
year. 
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Third. In other departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or agencies 
of the State, there perhaps will be a surplus over and above the amount cur- 
rently used, needed, or that may be appropriated by the Legislature to the 
activities of such departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or agencies. 
The surplus thus arising should be placed in a special fund to the credit of 
the department, bureau, board, commission or agency to which dedicated in 
the tax laws. Control of this surplus should be given to some authority so 
that it may be used, if necessary, in carrying on the activities of the agency 
in which it arises. 

I have held public hearings on the budget and have conferred with all 
departments of the State government and many of its agencies, bureaus, 
boards and commissions, in regard to their needs. The budget herewith 
appended is, in my opinion, a conservative budget, one as liberal as our an- 
ticipated revenues will permit, and one which we may hope will be supported 
by revenues through the two years covered by the budget. 

I recommend this budget to your careful consideration, and I recommend 
the enactment of laws putting it into effect for the biennium ending Septem- 


ber 30, 1945.

That on the first day of each month a statement of the name 
and the amount due said Deputy Sheriff shall be furnished to the Court of 
County Commissioners by the Sheriff shall thereupon be the duty of said 
county to order a warrant drawn on the General Funds of the county payable 
to the said Deputy Sheriff for the amount of one months salary as herein 
above provided.

At 
the general election in 1946, and every six years thereafter, the Judge of said 
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County Court shall be elected by the qualified voters of Marion County, and 
the Judge so elected shall hold office for the term of six years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. The Judge of said County Court 
before entering upon the duties of said office shall take the oath required by 
law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. He shall re- 
ceive a salary of $150.00 per month, to be paid as a preferred claim out of 
the general fund of said County. 

Section 3. The Judge of said County Court shall not practice as an 
attorney in any court of the State or of the United States. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Judge of said Court to remain on 
duty at the County Seat at all times for the convenience of and transaction 
of business for the public. For the convenience of the public it is expressly 
required by this Act that the Judge of said County Court shall during his 
term of office at all times have his permanent residence at, and live at, the 
County Seat of Marion County. Failure to comply with this section shall 
constitute a vacation of his office. 

Section 5. The Judge of said County Court shall call the docket for the 
trial of criminal cases in said Court on Monday of each week, and he shall 
call the docket for the trial of civil cases in said Court on Tuesday of each 
week, except when the Circuit Court of said County is in session. 

Section 6. In addition to the jurisdiction and powers already possessed, 
said County Court shall have County-wide an concurrent jurisdiction with 
justices of the peace in said County in all civil matters. And when exercising 
the jurisdiction of justices of the peace in civil proceedings the Judge of said 
County Court shall follow the same procedure as followed by justices of the 
peace, and he shall charge and collect the same fees and costs as are allowed 
justices of the peace in civil causes, all of which fees and costs shall be the 
property of Marion County, and all of which shall be paid by the Judge of 
the County Court at least once each month into the County Treasury of 
Marion County. The Sheriff of said County shall execute all processes, civil 
or criminal, arising in said Court, and shall receive fees therefor as provided 
by the general laws. Witnesses in attendance on the trial of civil cases in 
said Court shall receive the same pay as is allowed in courts of justices of 
the peace, to be paid in the same manner as witnesses in courts of justices of 
the peace are paid. 

Section 7. Right of appeal from judgments of said County Court shall 
be the same in civil cases as is now provided by law for appeals from judg- 
ments of justices of the peace; and the law relating to appeals and certioraris 
from courts of justices of the peace in civil matters shall apply to appeals and 
certioraris from said County Court. 

Section 8. The Judge of said County Court shall have jurisdiction in 
liabeas corpus proceedings to the same extent that Probate Judges and 
justices of the peace now have; he shall have jurisdiction of bastardy pro- 
ceedings and of matters involving the custody of children; he shall have the 
same power and authority to admit to bail that is by law conferred on Circuit 
Judges and Probate Judges; and he shall have the same powers and authority 
that are now, or may hereafter by law be, conferred on the Judges of the 
County Courts of this State.

hereafter be, conferred or imposed upon the Probate Courts of said State, or 
the Judges thereof, respectively. 

Section 11. Hereafter the Probate Court of Marion County, Alabama, 
and the Judge thereof, shall be relieved of all jurisdiction, powers and duties 
which are by this Act conferred or imposed upon the County Court of said 
County, or the Judge thereof; and such jurisdiction, powers and duties shall 
not hereafter be performed by said Probate Court, or the Judge thereof. 

Section 12. Vacancies in the office of Judge of said Court shall be filled 
by appointment of the Governor for the unexpired term. 

Section 13. The Court of County Commissioners or other governing 
body of said County shall provide the Judge of said County Court with all 
necessary dockets, stationery and supplies needed for transacting the business 
of the Court, together with an office in the Court House.

He shall be a person of high 
moral character, clean life, and shall be selected for his special fitness by 
training, education, and experience to deal with the problems of dependent, 
neglected and delinquent children.

Gentlemen: 


There have been introduced into both Houses of the Legislature 
of Alabama certain bills seeking the amendment of different sec- 
tions of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. Each of the 
sections sought to be amended is applicable only to one county or 
one municipality designated by name, or to several counties or 
municipalities designated by name. In addition there are pending 
several measures for the amendment of certain sections of the 
Code outside Title 62 which are applicable to but one judicial cir- 
cuit designated by number. None of the bills are with reference 
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to the time of holding court and none violate the provisions of 
Section 104 of the Constitution. 


Some of the bills seeking to amend sections of Title 62 of the 
Code or to amend a section dealing with a designated judicial cir- 
cuit are accompanied with notice and proof to conform to Section 
106 of the Constitution. Others are not accompanied with notice 
and proof and are titled generally “A Bill to be Entitled An Act To 
Amend Section... of Title. , Code of Alabama of 1940.” 


The bills in question would be local laws within the definition 
of Section 110 of the Constitution, and for valid enactment would 
seem to require the notice and proof required under Section 106 
of the Constitution but for the fact that they seek to amend a sec- 
tion of the General Code of Alabama of 1940.

Gentlemen: 

There have been introduced into both Houses of the Legislature 
of Alabama certain bills seeking the amendment of different sec- 
tions of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. Each of the sec- 
tions sought to be amended is applicable only to one county or one 
municipality designated by name, or to several counties or munici- 
palities designated by name. In addition there are pending several 
measures for the amendment of certain sections of the Code outside 
Title 62 which are applicable to but one judicial circuit designated 
by number. None of the bills are with reference to the time of 
holding court and none violate the provisions of Section 104 of the 
Constitution. 

Some of the bills seeking to amend sections of Title 62 of the 
Code or to amend a section dealing with a designated judicial cir- 
cuit are accompanied with notice and proof to conform to Section 
106 of the Constitution. Others are not accompanied with notice 
and proof and are titled generally “A Bill to be Entitled An Act To 
Amend Section... of Title. , Code of Alabama of 1940.” 

The bills in question would be local laws within the definition 
of Section 110 of the Constitution, and for valid enactment would 
seem to require the notice and proof required under Section 106 of 
the Constitution but for the fact that they seek to amend a section 
of the general Code of Alabama of 1940. 

The Senate and House of Representatives of Alabama request 
of the Supreme Court advice on the following questions: 

ONE: Does passage of a bill to amend a section of Title 62 of 
the Codé of Alabama of 1940 applicable to but one or more desig- 
nated counties or municipalities violate the requirements of Section 
106 of the Constitution of Alabama where the bill is introduced and 
passed without notice and proof as required? 

TWO: Does passage of a bill to amend a section of the Code 
applicable to but one Judicial Circuit which is designated by num- 
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ber in the Code Section (the amendment not being with reference 
to fixing the time for holding Court) violate the requirements of 
Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama where the bill is intro- 
duced and passed without notice and proof?

A Bill To Be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To creat the office of County Solicitor of Cherokee County; to provide 
for his election, and the method of appointment in the event of a vacancy; to 
fix his salary and define his powers and duties; and to repeal all general and 
local laws in conflict herewith so far as they relate to Cherokee County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created the office of county solicitor of 
Cherokee County. 

Section 2. The county soliciter hereby created shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of the County of Cherokee at the General Election to be 
held for the election of State and County officers in November 1946, and 
every four years thereafter, and shall hold office for a term of four years be- 
ginning on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after 
his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. A vacancy in the office of such county solicitor shall be filled 
by appointment of the Governor of Alabama, and the appointee shall hold 
office for the unexpired term and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the county solicitor of Cherokee 
County to represent the State of Alabama in all cases in the inferior courts of 
the county, in all preliminary proceedings, application for bail and habeas 
corpus and other criminal proceedings in said county requiring the services 
of a prosecuting attorney; and to represent the prosecutrix in all bastardy 
proceedings where counsel is not otherwise employed, to aid and act for the 
solicitor of the Circuit Court before the Grand Jury and in all matters of the 
Circuit Court, and in the absence of the Circuit Solicitor to perform all of 
his duties; also to attend coroner’s inquest and examine witnesses and select 
such witnesses as in his judgement should be and appear before the Grand 
Jury or before the courts on preliminary hearing or habeas corpus, and when 
called upon to do so by the commissioners Court, or any governing body of 
said county, to represent the County of Cherokee in all litigation in which it 
is engaged. The county solicitor shall be clothed with all other powers and 
shall be charged with all duties now given or imposed upon the deputy so- 
licitor of said Cherokee County, Alabama, by any laws now in force or here- 
after to be prescribed by law for deputy solicitors, it being the intention of 
this Act that said county solicitor shall take the place of the deputy solicitor 
of said county and prosecute all cases in which the deputy solicitor is re- 
quired to presecute. All laws in force pertaining to the deputy solicitor of 
Cherokee County prior to the abolishment of said office shall remain in force 
and apply to the county solicitor hereby created except thoes in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act. 

Section 5. That the county solicitor of Cherokee County, Alabama, shall 
receive a salary of twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dollars per annum, to be paid 
out of the general fund of said county in twelve equal installments, in the 
same manner as was paid the deputy solicitor of said county prior to the 
abolishment of said office. 
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Section 6. The County Solicitor hereby created shall be learned in law, 
and licensed to practice law under the laws of Alabama and must be a resi- 
dent citizen and qualified elector of said Cherokee County, Alabama, 

Section 7. The sections of this Act and parts of each section are hereby 
declared to be independent sections and parts of sections, and the holding of 
any section or part thereof to be void, ineffective or unconstitutional, shall 
not affect the other sections or parts thereof, it being now declared that the 
other parts or other sections would have been enacted regardless of any sec- 
tion or part of section which might be held unconstitutional, inoperative or 
ineffective. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws, both local and general in conflict 
with provisions of this Act are hereby repealed in so far as they relate to 


Cherokee County. 
Section 9. This Act shall go into effect upon its approval by the Gover- 


nor, or its otherwise becoming law.

A Bill To Be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of Cherokee County, Alabama, 
the Tax Collector of Cherokee County, the Tax Assessor of Cherokee County, 
the Clerk of the Court of Cherokee County, the Register in Chancery of 
Cherokee County, the Deputy Solicitor of Cherokee County, the Sheriff of 
Cherokee County; to provide for his deputies and to provide for clerical as- 
sistance and other expense of said offices of Probate Judge and Sheriff; to 
require each of said officers to collect all the fees compensation and allow- 
ances heretoffore collected by said officers and which may hereafter be col- 
lected by said officers and cover same into the County Treasury on or before 
the fifth day of each month, and to provide for the payment of the salary of 
clerical assistance and other office expense by the Treasury of the County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1, That commencing at the beginning of their next term of 
office, subsequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November of the year 1944 and the year 1946. The salary 
of the following named officers of Cherokee County, Alabama shall be as 
follows: The salary of the Judge of Probate shall be Three Thousand Dol- 
lars ($3,000.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Tax Collector shall be 
One Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars ($1,800.00) per annum, net. The 
salary of the Tax Assessor shall be Two Thousand Two Hundred Dollars 
($2,200.00) per annum, net and that the Tax Assessor and Tax Collector 
shall not be required to make the rounds required to be made in Tit. 51 Sec. 
38 of Code of Alabama of 1940. The salary of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
shall be One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) per annum, net. 
The salary of the Register in Chancery shall be One Thousand Two Hun- 
dred Dollars ($1,200.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Deputy Solicitor 
shall be One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) per annum, net. 
The salary of the Sheriff shall be Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($2,500.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Chief Deputy Sheriff, to be 
appointed by the Sheriff, shall be One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars 
($1,200.00) per annum, net. The said annual salary or compensation of each 
of said officers shall be paid out of the County Treasury of Cherokee County 
in equal monthly installments at the end of each month upon warrants drawn 
in the same manner as employees of Cherokee County are paid. 
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Secton 2. That when this Act goes into effect each of said officers 
named in Section 1, of this Act shall continue to collect all legal charges, fees 
costs, compensations and allowances heretofore or hereafter authorized to be 
collected by them or any one of them and shall pay same into the County 
Treasury on the first Monday of each month thereafter. The Board of 
Revenue or like governing body of Cherokee county is required, authorized 
and empowered to provide sufficient Clerks, deputies and assistants to the 
said Judge of Probate but the said Juge of Probate shall select the said 
clerks, deputies and other assistants and shall fix their compensation but the 
combined salary of compensation of said clerks, deputies and other assistants 
selected by him shall not exceed Nine Hundred Dollars ($900.00) per annum. 
The said Judge of Probate shall have the right to discharge the said clerks, 
deputies and assistants at will. The salary or compensation of said Clerk, 
deputies and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of the 
general fund of Cherokee County upon separate warrants drawn in the same 
manner as other employees of Cherokee County are paid. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue or like governing body of Cherokee 
County shall provide each of the said officers named in Section 1, of this Act, 
with the necessary offices, books, stationery, office equipment, supplies, files, 
furniture, typewriters, adding machines, postage and other conveniences and 
equipment necessary for the proper and efficient conducting and handling of 
the affairs of said office. The Board of Revenue or other like governing 
body shall provide additional clerical help as they deem necessary for the 
proper and efficient operation of the offices named in Section one of this Act 
but the total compensation of all such clerks shall not exceed Twelve Hun- 
dred ($1,200.00) per annum. The Board of Revenue or other like governing 
body shall provide the Sheriff with gasoline and motor oil and automobile 
expense for transportation in the enforcement of the laws of the State and 
the proper and efficient conduct of his office, in a sum not to exceed One 
Hundred Dollars (100.00) per month, to be paid by properly receipted bills 
and vouchers presented for payment each month. 

That the provisions in Tit. 45 Sec. 146 of 1940 Code of Alabama shall not 
apply to the Sheriff of Cherkee County, Alabama. But the Sheriff of Chero- 
kee County Alabama shall receive the same compensation and allowances as 
other Sheriffs in Counties of Alabama who are not upon a salary and all 
other sections of Article 2 Tit., 45 Section 142 to 155 both inclusive, except 
said section 146 shall apply to the Sheriff of Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 4. The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be in lieu of all 
fees, compensations and allowances heretofore allowed and paid to each or 
any of said above named county officials of Cherokee County, Alabama, and 
the said Judge of Probate shal not receive any compensation or allowance 
for his service as President or Ex-Officio Chairman of the Board of Revenue 
or like governing hody of Cherokee County or for any such Ex-Officio serv- 
ices so rendered by him. That the Sheriff shall not receive any compensa- 
tion for Ex-Officio services in any Court or Courts for any such Ex-Officio 
service rendered by him. 

Section 5. That any vacancy of any of the above named offices caused 
by resignation, removal or death, the officer appointed by the Governor, to 
fill the unexpired term after the enactment of this Act. shall receive the com- 
pensation for the service provided for said office in Section 1, of this Act. 
His compensation shall be the salary set out herein and shall not be fees, 
compensations or allowances in force prior to the passage of this Act. 

Section 6. That all laws or parts of laws both genearl and local as ap- 
plied to Cherokee County, in conflict with this Act be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

To establish a law and Equity court for Cherokee County, Alabama; to 
define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their powers and 
duties and compensations; to provide that said court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; to provide the rules 
and procedure of said court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund for said 
court; to provide for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pending 
in the Circuit Court and the Juvenile Court of Cherokee County, Alabama, 
to the Cherokee Law and Equity court; and to abolish the County Court of 
Cherokee, County, Alabama; and to give the said court Juvenile Jurisdiction. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 


Section 1. That there be and hereby is established in and for the county 
of Cherokee, a court of Law and Equity which shall be called Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court and which shall be a court of record, and which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, function and powers hereinafter 
conferred upon it by this Act. 

Section 2, That the judge for said court shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the state immediately after the approval of this Act with the ap- 
proval of the Senate whose term of office shall begin immediately upon his 
appointment and qualification, and shall continue until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January in the year 1947; and that, at the general elec- 
tion to be held in the year 1946, the successor to the judge so appointed shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Cherokee County, Alabama, voting at 
said election whose term of office begins at the expiration of the term of 
office of the judge to be appointed by the Governor, upon the approval of, 
and under authority of this Act, and whose term of office shall be for a 
period of six years. The Judge of said court before entering upon the duties 
of said office shall take the oath required by law to be taken by the judges of 
Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said judge shall be a qualified elector of 
Cherokee County Alabama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not less 
than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as required by the constitution of this state. Said judge may be 
removed from office in the manner, and for the causes, now provided by law 
for the removal of Circuit Judges. 

Section 4. That the clerk of Circuit Court of Cherokee County shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court and shall have the 
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powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the clerks of the 
Circuit Courts and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with re- 
gard to the duties of the office, and shall be entitled to the same salaries or 
fees, as are now, or may hereafter be allowed to Circuit Clerks of Alabama, 
and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit 
Courts; except that in Civil matters where suit is brought for $100 or less 
only fees allowed Justices of the Peace shall be collected; and exercise the 
same powers and perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in 
the Circuit Court. That the Register of the Circuit Court in Equity shall be 
ex-officio Register of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the Register of 
the Cherokee Law and Equity Court; and shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to 
the same salaries or fees as are now or hereafter be allowed to Register of 
Circuit Courts in equity and the same shall be collected as such fees are 
collected in Circuit Courts. 

Section 5. That the judge of said court shall receive a salary of twenty- 
four hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the county treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being re- 
quired, 

Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Cherokee 
County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases in said 
court, as ex-officio solicitor of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court. 

Section 7, That said Law and Equity court shall be held at the court 
house of Cherokee County, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. In case of sickness or dis- 
qualification of the judge of said court, the law applicable to the appointment 
and service of special judges in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The judges 
of said court shall be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon 
the Court as are Circuit Judges of this state. The judge of said court shall 
keep an office in the courthouse of Cherokee County, and it shall be the duty 
of the Board of Revenue of Cherokee County to provide such office, and 
supply the same with necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery, etc. 

Section 8. The judge of said court may determine and fix the time of 
holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all cases, both civil and 
criminal; provided, however, that all civil and criminal cases in which no jury 
is demanded, shall be called for trial at least once every thirty days, and for 
the trial of civil and criminal cases wherein juries have been demanded there 
shall be three sessions of court each year, the time of said sessions to be fixed 
by the court by order entered upon the minutes of the court. Provided, 
however, that this section shall not be construed to prevent the continuance 
of any case in said court, by agreement of counsel or the parties on good 
cause shown to the court, and when any cause is so continued to a specified 
time either for a cause shown to the court, or by agreemicnt of parties or 
counsel, it shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the 
time to which it has been continued. And provided further that the court 
shall have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said court 
whenever in the judgment of the court the same are necessary. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge of the Circuit 
Court of Cherokee County to, immediately after the approval of this Act, 
make an order transferring to the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, all cases 
pending on the docket of the Circuit Court against persons charged with a 
misdemeanor, and all cases pending on the docket against persons charged 
with a felony except those cases wherein a felony is charged for which the 
punishment would make it a capital offense, and from and after the approval 
of this act each and every indictment returned by a Grand Jury of Cherokee 
County against persons charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, and 
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each and every indictment returned by a Grand Jury of Cherokee County 
against persons charged with the commission of a felony except those cases 
wherein a felony is charged for which the punishment would make it a capi- 
tal offense, shall at once, be transferred to the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court by the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the jurisdiction of said Cherokee

Section 10. All civil cases now pending in the Circuit Court of Cherokee 
County, where the amount involved does not exceed Ten Thousand ($10,000.- 
00) Dollars, and all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful de- 
tainer, and all action for the trial of the right to property may be, by agree- 
ment of the parties thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to the 
said Cherokee Law and Equity Court. 

Section 11. The sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by the 
judge of said court be required to attend upon said court in preserving order, 
and execute all writs of process, and perform such other duties, in all respects 
as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and each deputy re- 
quired, not exceeding 3, for attendance upon said session of said court, he 
shall receive the sum of $2.00 per day, payable out of the County Treasury 
upon his warrant, approved by the presiding judge, provided that the sheriff 
and his deputies ‘shall not receive pay except for the time that the court is 
actually in session and none of such compensation tu the deputies shall be 
shared in by the sheriff, and for the service by the sheriff of the process of 
said court as he receives under the law of the State of Alabama or any laws 
enacted in the future by the Legislature of Alabama for the compensation of 
the sheriff for similar services in the Circuit Court. 

Section 12. That if for any reason, a forfeiture be taken on any bond on 
the criminal side of said court, the court may order the alias capias return- 
able within ten days, and unless the party or parties, against whom the for- 
feiture is taken, shall appear and show cause, when the forfeiture is return- 
able, why the forfeiture should not ue set aside, then the court is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to make the judgment final. 

Section 13. That the said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall adopt 
a seal which shall be in the custody of the clerk and/or Register of said court. 

Section 14. That all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful 
detainer, and all other civil cases are to be tried by the court without the 
intervention of a jury unless at the time of filing the suit, the plaintiff shall 
endorse upon the summons and complaint a demand for a jury trial, or that 
the defendant or claimant at the time of filing the first pleadings in the case 
or at the time of making his appearance, shall demand a trial by, jury, in 
writing, to be filed in the cause; provided, however, that all cases involving 
less than fifty dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without the inter- 
vention of a jury; and provided further that all misdemeanor cases shall be 
tried without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a jury is endorsed 
upon the bond at the time of making the same, or a demand in writing be 
filed in the cause within fifteen days after the arrest of the defendant. 

Section 15. In all causes in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court brought 
by appeal or certiorari from judgments of Justices of the Peace, recorders or 
other inferior courts, jurisdiction of which cases the said Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court shall have, the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the 
judge of the court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a 
trial by a jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the party suing 
out the appeal or certiorari within five days after suing out the same, or filed 
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in the cause by the opposite party in all civil cases within five days after he 
has been served with notice of appeal or certiorari, unless said cause is sooner 
called for trial in which case the demand shall be made at the first call of 
said cause. 

Section 16. That in all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful 
detainer, and trial to the rights of property, and in all civil cases where the 
amount involved exceeds one hundred ($100.00) dollars, the defendant therein 
shall be required by the summons served upon them to appear and plead or 
demur to the complaint within twenty (20) days after the service of such 
summons and complaint upon them; and in all cases commenced by attach- 
ment, the defendant shall appear and plead or demur within twenty (20) days 
after service of the notice of the levy of the attachment or, in cases where 
the suit is brought against non-residents, or other persons whom service is 
had by publication, within twenty (20) days after the perfection of such 
service by publication, and in all other cases, the defendants must appear and 
plead within five (5) days after service upon them; and in cases whether 
commenced by summons and complaint, attachment, or otherwise, any de- 
fendant failing to appear after service upon him has been perfected or notice 
given him as herein required, shall be held to be in default, and at any time 
thereafter, on motion of the plaintiff, judgment by default shall be rendered 
against him; provided that the court may, for good cause shown, allow such 
judgment so obtained by default, to be set aside, and demurrers or pleas to 
be filed on such terms as the court may think best; provided, however, that 
in all cases when judgment by default has been rendered against the de- 
fendant, the plaintiff may execute a writ of inquiry before the court without 
the intervention of a jury, and have final judgment rendered thereon. 

Section 17. That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all cases 
appealed from justice of the peace, and all other inferior courts of Cherokee 
County, and all cases appealed from the Mayor’s Court and all original mesne 
processes, writs, notices, etc. shall be executed instanter, to be returnable 
immediately upon the execution thereof, by the officers receiving the same; 
and all cases so appealed shall stand for trial at any time after five days (5) 
notice of the suing out of the appeal to the adverse party, and notice to be 
given as now provided by law. 

Section 18. That in all cases in the Probate Court of Cherokee County, 
Alabama, wherein a will is sought to be probated, the filing of any contest 
shall automatically transfer the trial of such contents to the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court, and it shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate to deliver, 
immediately to the clerk of such court all papers filed in said contest, and 
the same shall stand for trial as any other civil cause. That all notices shall 
be issued by the clerk of said court as are now required by law to be issued 
by the Judge of Probate in the contest of wills, and the rules for trying the 
same as provided in the trial of civil cases as to the drawing and empaneling 
of a jury, provided, however, that either party desiring a jury trial may file 
a written demand therefor at any time within thirty (30) days from the date 
of the filing of said cause in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, or at the 
time said cause is first called for trial if called within said time. That the 
final judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by the Clerk of said 
court to the Judge of Probate and by him recorded in the Probate Court 
minutes and acted upon as though it had been rendered in the Probate Court. 

Section 19. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over children and the Judge of said Law and Equity Court 
shall be the Judge of Juvenile Court, it being the intention to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court of all juvenile matters and: juvenile jurisdiction in Cherokee 
County, Alabama, as provided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Section 350 to 383 
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both inclusive of the Code of Alabama of 1940. That the Register in Chanc- 
ery is hereby made the Clerk of such Juvenile Court. 

Section 20. That all jurors for Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall be 
summoned from the entire county; that the venire for said court shall consist 
of 44 jurors drawn as provided by law for the drawing and summoning of 
jurors for the Circuit Court of Alabama. 

Section 21. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall have un- 
limited concurrent Equity jurisdiction with Circuit Court in equity in and 
for said Cherokee County in and for all matters and that all civil causes may 
be transferred from the Cherokee Law and Equity Court to the Circuit Court 
in Equity. For same reasons, in the same manner and under the same rules 
and regulations as is now provided for the transfer of causes from the law 
side of the Circuit Court to the equity side of said court. 

Section 22. That all garnishments issued from said court shall require 
an answer thereto within ten (10) days, after the service thereof and upon 
the failure of the garnishee to make such answer within ten (10) days, he 
shall be deemed to be in default, and a judgment nisi may be rendered against 
him on the motion of the plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the judge 
of said court, all citations rules, writs or scire facias, and notices issuing 
from the said court, shall require the party against whom they are issued to 
appear and plead within ten (10) days after notice thereof; and, if citation 
or notice is to be given by publication, then within ten (10) days after the 
perfection of a service of publication; that all cases whether commenced by 
a summons and complaint, attachment or otherwise, shall be deemed and 
taken to be at issue and triable upon the appearance of the defendant, and his 
pleading to the complaint. 

Section 23. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Cherokee Coun- 
ty may be instituted in this court by making an affidavit before the judge 
of said court or the clerk thereof, the writ of said affidavit to be issued by 
the clerk of said court, and when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, 
the case shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant 
had been indicted by a grand jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or 
complaint may be amended as now provided by amendment of such papers 
by Section 347 Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 

Section 24. The judge of said court shall have power to issue search war- 
rants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, and all 
other special and extraordinary writs; and the rules of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama as are now or which may hereafter be provided by law, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, shall prevail in the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court, and the judge thereof shall have the same power and authority includ- 
ing punishment for contempt as is or may hereafter be conferred upon judges 
of the Circuit Courts of Alabama unless otherwise provided in this Act. 

Section 25. That from and after the passage of this Act all fines and for- 
feitures assessed and collected in said Court shall be deposited in the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 26. That claims accruing in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court 
will be claims against said fund and such claims must be paid in the order in 
which they are registered. 

Section 27. The Sheriff, Circuit Clerk’s and Register’s claims originat- 
ing in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court when registered shall be on par 
with witness claims against said fund, and all claims against said fund shall 
be paid upon certificate as provided by the General Laws of Alabama, and 
said claims must be paid in the order of registration against said Fund. 

Section 28. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a rec- 
ord upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the judge of said 
court, or returnable by a justice of the peace, or judge of an inferior court 
in said county, to said court and if any of said affidavits should be lost or 
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destroyed, a certified copy of the said record shall be used the same as the 
original affidavit, and for recording each of said affidavits, the clerk shall 
receive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of the de- 
fendant’s conviction. 

Section 29. Said court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases in all matters 
where the amount involved does not exceed ten thousand dollars, in all Equity 
matters and proceedings unlimited jurisdiction irrespective of the amount in- 
volved and in all action of ejectment, and original jurisdiction in action of 
unlawful detainer and forcible entry and unlawful detainer, and trial of the 
rights of property irrespective of the amount involved, or the value of the 
property, provided that in actions of unlawful detainer, and forcible entry 
and unlawful detainer, the defendant may, within the time allowed for plead- 
ing, file an affidavit, and give bond as now authorized by law in actions of 
this kind, and thereafter the same shall be tried as other actions in ejectment. 

Section 30. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court, and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as such jurisdic- 
tion may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State, and the judge 
thereof, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgment of said 
Court to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and 
within the same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judg- 
ments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 31. The venue in any case in the said Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court shall be changed to other counties under the same orders and regu- 
lations as govern change of venue in the Circuit Court. 

Section 32. That after five (5) days from the rendition of any judgment, 
unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the clerk of said court shall issue 
execution returnable in not less than ten (10) nor more than sixty (60) days 
after the issuance of such execution; provided that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent any person from having execution issued within five (5) days 
upon making affidavit now provided by law in relation to the issuance of 
executions upon judgments in the Circuit Court, and provided further, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the superseding of executions after 
the issuance thereof upon filing bond as now required by law. 

Section 33. That bills of exceptions relating to the trial of cases civil and 
criminal in said court must be presented to the Judge of said Court within 
sixty (60) days from the date of judgment on any cause tried therein and 
not afterwards must be signed and approved by the presiding judge within 
thirty (30) days after the date of such presentation, but the presentation of 
a bill of exception within sixty days from the date on which a motion for a 
new trial was passed on by the court shall be sufficient to preserve for review 
the ruling of the court on the trial of the original cause and the date of the 
presentation and signing of such bills of exception must be endorsed thereon 
by the presiding judge. 

Section 34. That final judgments rendered in said court after the expira- 
tion of fifteen (15) days from their rendition be taken and deemed to have 
passed beyond the control of said court, as if the term of court at which 
judgments were rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the parties applying for a new trial or rehearing 
within fifteen days, or change or destroy the office of motion for new trials 
or rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent parties from applying to the 
court for rehearing under statute authorizing applications for rehearing in 
the Circuit Court. 

Section 35. If the judge of said court dies, resigns, or is impeached, or 
his term of office expires, or if, from other cause, he does not sign a bill of 
exceptions duly presented to him in the proper time, the bill of exceptions 
may be established in the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same 
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manner as bills of exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit 
Courts of this State. 

Section 36. That the clerk and register, with the approval of the judge 
of said court, is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, 
records, stationery and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of said 
Court, and the same shall be paid out of the county treasury upon warrants 
drawn by the judge and signed by the clerk. 

Section 37. That the judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person capable of taking the proceedings of said court in shorthand as the 
official reporter for said court, and shall make an order of such official re- 
porter, when so appointed, shall be removed by the Judge of said Court at 
his discretion, and his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law 
for the reporter of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the 
same rate of compensation for transcribing the testimony or other proceed- 
ings as are now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, but shall as a salary 
poo only the amount hereafter provided for in the next succeeding section 

ereof. 

Section 38. That in all cases in said Court a Stenographer’s fee of five 
dollars shall be charged and collected by the clerk and/or by the Register and 
paid to the official Court Reporter appointed for said court; provided, how- 
ever, that in cases where a money judgment is sought in civil cases of less 
than one hundred dollars as determined by the complaint, and in cases where 
there is a judgment by default, there shall be charged no stenographer’s fee. 

Section 39. That the County Court of Cherokee County is hereby abol- 
ished and from and after the passage of this Act shall no longer exist and no 
officers of this state shall collect any fees or salary because of said court or 
for services rendered in said County Court or for services rendered in said 
Court, and all cases pending in said County Court of Cherokee County when 
this act becomes a law, shall immediately become pending upon the docket of 
the Cherokee Law and Equity Court as though originally brought in said 
Court, and shall be called for trial on the first Monday in the month follow- 
ing the approval of this Act at which time any defendant whose case has been 
pending in said County Court may demand a trial by jury. 

Section 40. That, a trial tax of Three Dollars ($3.00) is imposed in each 
casc, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed in said Law and Equity 
Court, to be taxed and collected as other costs, and when collected, to be paid 
by the Clerk or Register of said Law and Equity Court, into the general fund 
of the county as other costs. This trial tax fee shall not, however, be im- 
posed or collected in cases where the amount involved in civil cases is less 
than $100.00. 

Section 41. That if, for any reason. any person, provision or clause of 
this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, then that fact shall 
not destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to that clause or sec- 
tion. 

Section 42. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect from and 
after the approval thereof. 

Section 43. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict with this 
Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 44. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

Upon such investigation said Coroner shall take 
into his possession the body of the deceased, together with his or her per- 
sonal effects, and hold same in a suitable place until claimed by the relatives, 
administrators, executors or heirs of the deceased, or as otherwise provided 
for by law. The purposes of this Act should not be construed to in any way 
change the present law as to the holding of inquisitions. 

Section 2. That the Coroner >f Dallas County, Alabama shall receive as 
his compensation for the investigation of each death the sum of $2.50 and in 
addition thereto shall be allowed the sum of 5c per mile for actual miles 
traveled in the performance of his duties; said compensation to be in addi- 
tion to that now allowed by law.

SECTION 1: That the Board of County Commissioners, as heretofore 
constituted and existing in Dale County, Alabama, under the general or 
special laws of Alabama, is hereby abolished, effective on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and in lieu thereof is hereby 
created on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, a 
Court known and called as Board of Revenue of and for said County, to 
be composed of the Judge of Probate, as ex-officio Member and Chairman, 
and four members of the Board of Revenue. The said four members of 
the Board of Revenue shall be elected each by the qualified electors of his 
Board of Revenue District at the general election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1946, and shall assume the 
duties of office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
following their election, and shall hold office for a period of four years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SECTION 2: That Dale County, Alabama, is hereby divided into 
four Board of Revenue Districts, as follows: District No. 1 shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered ONE, SEVEN, and TWELVE; Dis- 
trict 2 shall embrace and be composed of Beats numbered TWO, THREE, 
FOUR and SIX; District No. 3 shall embrace and be composed of Beats 
numbered EFTGHT, NINE and FOURTEEN; District No. 4 shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered FIVE, TEN, ELEVEN and THIR- 
TEEN. One member of said Court of Board of Revenue hereby created, 
shall be elected from each of the above Board of Revenue Districts, and 
he must be a resident of, and a qualified elector in the District from which 
he is elected.

shall perform all such other duties relating to the maintenance, improve- 
ment or construction of highways and bridges as may be required of him 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, or by the Court of the Board 
of Revenue of Dale County, Alabama.

faithful accounting for ail moneys or property of said County which may 
come into his possession or custody, which said bond must be made by a 
surety company authorized and qualified to do business in the State of Ala- 
bama, and be approved by said Court of Board of Revenue. 

SECTION 8: That if said Board of Revenue functioning under the 
terms of this Act, should fail for more than 15 days after this Act becomes 
effective, to elect or appoint a County Road Supervisor for Dale County, 
Alabama, or if at any time a vacancy should occur in said office and said 
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Board of Revenue after they are qualified, should fail for an equal period of 
time to fill such vacancy, the Governor of Alabama, shall fill said office by 
appointment, and the appointee shall serve for the remainder of the term and 
until his successor is elected and qualified as herein provided and if no salary 
has been fixed, for said County Road Supervisor, the Governor is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to fix same, within the limits prescribed by this Act. 

SECTION 9: That no purchase, or contract to purchase, any road or 
bridge material, teams, tools, machinery, supplies or equipment shall be 
made, or any contract for the construction, maintenance or repair of any 
bridge or read let, if the amount involved, of the value thereof, exceeds 
$50.00, except to the lowest bidder who is responsible, and where the amount 
of purchase to be made, or contract to be let, is in excess of $500 and less than 
$250.00, two weeks written notice must be given that bids will be received for 
such purchases or contracts, by posting same on the bulletin board at the 
front of the County Court House, and if the amount of purchase to be made 
or contract to be let be in excess of $250.00, notice must be given that bids 
will be received for such purchases or contracts by advertising the same for a 
period of 30 days, by publisation once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a 
newspaper published in Dale County, Alabama. And in addition to the above 
notice or notices, if the amount be in excess of $250.00, the Chairman of said 
Court of Board of Revenue shall give written notice by Registered mail, with 
return receipt requested, of such contemplated purchase or purchases, to at 
least three merchants or dealers in the goods or material to be purchased, and 
like notice of any contract to be let, to at least three contractors engaged in 
the work contemplated. Such notice or notices- together with return receipt, 
must be recorded in and become a part of the Minutes of the Court of Board 
of Rvenue of Dale County, Alabama. 

Any and all contracts made and entered into, or purchases made, by the 
Board of Revenue, or County Road Supervisor, in violation of the terms of 
this section shall be null and void, and it shall be- unlawful for the Probate 
Judge to issue a Warrant in payment of same.

ceed the sum of Eight Thousand Four Hundred ($8,400.00) Dollars per 
annum, unless the Board of Revenue and Control, or other like governing

He shall have au- 
thority to issue all necessary summons and complaints, as to all cases filed 
in said Court, and all other civil and criminal process which Justices of the 
Peace and the Clerk of the County Court are now required or empowered by 
law to issue. He shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all 
causes in said County. It shall be the duty of said Clerk to tax and collect 
in each civil case in said Inferior Court the same costs and fees for services 
of the Clerk and Sheriff and witnesses in civil cases in said Court as are now 
or may hereafter be allowed by law to be assessed, charged and collected for 
same in the Justice of Peace Courts; and in all criminal cases the same costs, 
fines, and fees for the services of the Solicitor, Clerk, Sheriff and Witnesses, 
in said Court, shall be assessed and collected as are now or may hereafter 
be, provided by law to be assessed and collected for such offenses in the 
County Court of Macon County, Alabama. The Sheriff’s fees collected by 
said Court shall be paid over to the Sheriff by the Clerk on the last Monday 
of each month. Any money paid to said Clerk on Judgments rendered in 
said Court shall be paid to the plaintiff or his Attorney on demand. All the 
costs and fees allowed the Solicitor and Clerk of said Court, and all witnesses 
fees shall be collected by said Clerk and all such amounts so collected, ex- 
cept witness fees, shall be paid by said Clerk into the County Treasury on the 
last Monday of each month, provided that the witness fees assessed and col- 
lected by the Clerk shail be retained by him and paid over to the witness 
entitled to same, and to be assessed, collected and handled as are witness fees 
so assessed, collected and handled in the Circuit Court of Macon County. 
And the Clerk shall be paid and allowed to retain in settlement with the 
County from the fees, fines and costs collected in said Inferior Court, as 
Clerk’s costs, for his services rendered as such Clerk, all fees, commissions, 
percentages, allowances, and other compensation, as are now, or may here- 
after be allowed, to the Circuit Clerks of the State of Alabama. And in ad- 
dition to the fees, commissions. percentages. allowances, and other compen- 
sation herein allawed, the Clerk shall be allowed and paid a salary of Six 
Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly in equal installments 
out of the County Treasury, upon a warrant drawn in the same manner as 
employees of Macon County are paid upon the County Treasurer or County 
Depository. The Clerk shall attend upon the duties of said Court at such 
hours as are designated by the Judge thereof and shall perform such other 
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clerical duties as may be prescribed by the Judge of said Court. The Clerk 
shall. issue certificates of judgment; and for the issuing of said certificates of 
judgment he shall be allowed the same fees as are now allowed for the issu- 
ing of certificates of judgment in the County Court of Macon County, Ala- 
bama. The certificates of judgment hereinabove provided to be issued by 
the Clerk, shall upon being recorded in the Probate Office of said County, 
become a lien in the same manner and under the same regulations as now 
provided for certificates of judgment issued out of the Justice Court of Ma- 
con County, Alabama.”

fuels or upon the bdusiness of selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage, or 
keeping in storage, such motor fuels, on a quantity basis; to repeal the 
municipal privilege, excise and or license taxes on gasoline, Woco-Pep, or 
any other motor fuel, used by self propelled vehicles which may now be col- 
lected or levied by any incorporated city or town in said county; to provide 
for the use of the money derived from said privilege tax and to provide 
penalties for the violation of such rules and regulations; to repeal all laws 
and parts of laws, general or special, in conflict with this act and to provide 
when this Act shall become effective. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That the Road and Bridge Commissioner of Cullman County, 
Alabama, may for the purpose of constructing and maintaining public roads, 
streets, bridges and ferries in Cullman County, Alabama, levy and collect a 
privilege tax of not more than one cent per gallon on all gasoline, naptha, 
and other liquid motor fuels on any device or substitute therefor, commonly 
used in internal combustion engines provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained herein, shall be held to apply to those products known commercially 
as “kerosene oil,” “fuel oil”, or “crude oil” commonly used for lighting, heat- 
ing or industrial purposes, sold or delivered in said County, for the privilege 
of selling or delivering same. 

That said Road and Bridge Commissioner may also provide 
rules and regulations and machinery for the collection of such privilege tax. 

Section 3. All of the net proceeds of said privilege tax collected within 
the corporate limits of any incorporated city or town in Cullman County, 
Alabama, shall be paid over to such incorporated city or town each month as 
collected. 

Section 4. After the passage and approval of this Act, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any incorporated city or town in said Cullman County, Alabama, to

the business of selling, delivering, withdrawing from storage, or keeping in 
storage such motor fuels, on a quantity basis provided, however, this shall not 
applv to the ordinary license to do business in the municipalities. All mu- 
nicipal privilege, excise, and or license taxes on gasoline, Woco-Pep, or any 
other motor fuel used by self propelled vehicles now being levied or collected 
by any incorporated city or town in said county are hereby expressly re- 
pealed. 

Section 5. That all such privilege taxes to be levied or imposed under 
this Act and the money derived therefrom shall be used exclusively for the 
purpose of constructing and maintaining public roads, streets, bridges and 
ferries in said county of Cullman, but the money accruing hereunder to any 
incorporated city or municipality may be expended as may be directed by the 
constituted authorities of such incorporated city or municipality. 

Section 6. That any persons, firms, corporations, co-partnerships com- 
panies, agencies, associations and refiners violating any of the provisions of 
this act, or any rules and regulations and machinery for the collection of such 
privilege tax made and promulgated by the Road and Bridge Commissioner 
of Cullman County, Alabama, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. Madison offered the following Senate joint resolution, 
to-wit: 


Ss. J. R. 19. A JOINT RESOLUTION PROVIDING FOR 
A DECLARATION OF THE FEDERATION OF THE 
WORLD. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary at the present juncture of human 
affairs to enlarge the basis of organized society by establishing 
a government for the community of nations, in order to preserve 
civilization and enable mankind to live in peace and be free, the 
following principles and objectives are hereby enunciated in THE 
DECLARATION OF THE FEDERATION OF THE WORLD. 
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Man, the source of all political authority, is a manifold political 
being. He is a citizen of several communities; the city, the state, 
the nation and the world. To each of these communities he owes 
inalienable obligations and from each he receives enduring bene- 
fits. 

Communities may exist for a time without being incorporated 
but, under the stress of adversity, they disintegrate unless legally 
organized. Slowly but purposefully through the diverse local in- 
terests and creating an international community that now embraces 
every region and every person on the globe. This community has 
no government, and communities without governments perish. 
Either this community must succumb to anarchy or submit to 
the restraints of law and order. 

The ceaseless changes wrought in human society by science, 
industry and economics, as well as by the spiritual, social and 
intellectual forces which impregnate all cultures, make political 
and geographical isolation of nations hereafter impossible. The 
organic life of the human race is at last indissolubly unified and 
can never be severed, but it must be politically ordained and made 
subject to law. Only a government capable of discharging all the 
functions of sovereignty in the executive, legislative and judicial 
spheres can accomplish such a task. It is better for the world to 
be ruled by an international sovereignty of reason, social justice 
and peace than by diverse national sovereignties organically in- 
capable of preventing their own dissolution by conquest. 

Civilization now requires laws, in the place of treaties, a> iu- 
struments to regulate commerce between peoples. The intricate 
conditions of modern life have rendered treaties ineffectual and 
obsolete, and made laws essential and inevitable. The age of trea- 
ties is dead; the age of laws is here. 

History has revealed but one principle by which free peoples, 
inhabiting extensive territories, can unite under one government 
without impairing their local autonomy. That principle is federa- 
tion, whose virtue preserves the whole without destroying its 
parts and strengthens its parts without jeopardizing the whole. 
Federation vitalizes all nations by endowing them with security 
and freedom to develop their respective cultures without menace 
of foreign domination. It suppresses the crime of war by reducing 
to the ultimate minimum the possibility of its occurrence. 

There is no alternative to the federaton of all nations except 
endless war. No substitute for The Federation of the World can 
organize the international community on the basis of freedom and 
permanent peace. No nation should be excluded from membership 
in the Federation of the World that is willing to suppress its mili- 
tary, naval and air forces, retaining only a constabulary sufficient 
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to police its territory and to maintain order within its jurisdic- 
tion, provided that the eligible voters of that nation are permitted 
the free expression of their opinions at the polls. 

The present conflict will determine the survival of free in- 
stitutions throughout the world, and it is morally incumbent upon 
this generation, as one of the declared objectives of the current 
war, to federate the nations, in order to make secure, and here- 
after unchallenged, freedom for all peoples everywhere, and in 
order to impart to those who are called to give their lives and 
fortunes for the triumph of democracy the positive assurance of 
the incorruptible utility of their sacrifice. 

There are supreme moments in history when nations are sum- 
moned, as trustees of civilization, to defend the heritage of the 
ages and to create institutions essential for human progress. In 
the Providence of God, such a crisis in this hour, compelling in 
duty and unprecedented in responsibility—a fateful moment when 
men meet destiny for the fulfillment of historic tasks. 

Now, therefore, Be it resolved by the Senate the House of Re- 
presentatives, concurring: 

Section 1. That th Legislature of Alabama does hereby sol- 
emnly declare that all peoples of the earth should now be united 
in a commonwealth of nations to be known as The Federation of 
the World, and to that end it hereby endorses The Declaration 
of the Federation of the World as is specifically set forth in the 
preamble hereof, and makes said Declaration a part of this Re- 
solution in the same manner as if same were recited herein, and 
requests the Senators and Members of the House of Represen- 
tatives in Congress from the State of Alabama to support and 
vote for a Resolution in the Congress of the United States, approv- 
ing the principle of World Federation and requesting the Presi- 
dent of the United tSates to initiate the procedure necessary to 
formulate a Constitution for The Federation of the World, which 
shall be submitted to each nation for its ratification. 

Section 2. That a copy of this Resolution be sent to each of 
the Senators and Members of the House of Representatives in 
Congress from the State of Alabama.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE ‘' 


Mr. President: 
The House has originated and adopted the following joint 
resolution : 


By Mr. White: 


H.J.R. 14. WHEREAS, the absolute indispensability of war- 
time motor vehicle transportation to this Nation has been well 
stated by Rubber Director William M. Jeffers in these words: 

“You can’t take America off wheels. You can lose the war 
doing that, because of the disruption it would cause in our econ- 
omy. You have to have civilian trucks running to move goods 
and farm products, for instance, and you have to have buses and 
a certain number of passenger cars to take people to and from 
work;” and 

WHEREAS, Director of Defense Transportation Joseph B. 
Eastman has made clear the necessity of essential passenger car 
transportation to move war workers between their homes. and jobs 
and to prevent a breakdown of public transportation; and 

WHEREAS, trucks are necessary as units of assembly lines 
operating between war production plants and in moving war ma- 
terials and virtually 100% of farm products to consuming centers 
or rail points; and 

WHEREAS, motor buses transport millions of war workers, 
selectees and troops and carry a great share of the essential ci- 
vilian passenger load both within and between cities; and 

WHEREAS, disastrous effects on streets and highways of one 
of the most serious winters on record coupled with manpower and 
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materials shortages is precipitating a road and street maintenance 
problem of critical proportions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama, the Alabama Senate 
concurring, that the Congress of the United States be and is 
hereby memorialized to do everything within its power to provide 
synthetic rubber, manpower, replacement parts and materials abso- 
lutely necessary for maintenance of motor vehicles and roadways 
to provide transportation indispensable to the war effort and the 
essential civilian economy.

That the Court of County Commissioners of Russell County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized and required to draw warrants in favor of 
such Deputy on the Treasurer of said County, each month for the preceding 
month’s work, on the certificate of the said Sheriff that said work has been 
performed, for such amount as is provided in Section 2 of this Act, said 
warrants to be paid out of the general funds of said County. 

Section 4. That said Sheriff may require such Deputy to make bond 
payable to him in the sum of $1,000.00 conditioned as required by Section 
2595 of the Code of Alabama, 1923. 

Section 5. That this act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Section 6. That ail laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in Elmore Coun- 
ty, Alabama, a Court of record to be known as and called the “Court of 
Common Pleas of Elmore County”: which said Court shall have and exer- 
cise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2, That said Court shall have civil jurisdiction in all civil matters 
of which justices of the peace of Elmore County have jurisdiction under the 
general laws of the State of Alabama, concurrently with the several justices 
of the peace in said County; and in addition thereto, the said court shall 
have jurisdiction, concurrently with the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama, of all matters, suits and actions at law which are in amount more 
than the jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, and less than the sum of 
$300.01, and when the value of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is 
less than $300.01, provided, however, that the said court shall not have 
and exercise civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery 
or ejectment or actions in the nature of ejectment; and the said court shall 
have original jurisdiction, concurrent with the Circuit Court of Elmore Coun- 
ty, Alabama, of all misdemeanors committed in Elmore County, Alabama; 
and it shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the 
several justices of the peace of said county, committed in Elmore County, 
Alabama. The jurisdiction both civil and criminal, of the said Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Elmore County as hereinabove provided, shall be co-extensive 
with the county. 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident in and a 
qualified elector of Elmore County for at least two years at the time of his 
appointment or election, and shall reside in the said county during his con- 
tinuance in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, and shall be learned 
in the law and admitted to the practice of law in this State. He shall not 
during his term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that has pre- 
viously been in or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and 
all other courts. This Act shall become a law and be in full force and effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval or its otherwise becoming a law, 
but it shall not affect the term of office of the present Judge of the Inferior 
Court of Elmore County or his successor in office, and he, or his successor 
shall be the Judge of the Court created by this Act, and the said present 
Judge of the said Inferior Court of Elmore County or his successor in office 
shall hold office as Judge of the court created and established herein until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1945, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified as now required by law, or as provided in 
this Act, and shall perform the duties, and receive the compensation as here- 
in provided for the Judge of this Court. 

Section 4. That the term of office of the Judge of this ourt, who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Elmore County, Alabama, at the gen- 
eral election for State and County officers in the year 1944 shall be for six 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1945, and 
every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or appointed and 
qualified. Upon the passage and approval of this Act or its otherwise be- 
coming a law, the Governor shall issue commission to the person who is 
Judge of the Inferior Court of Elmore County at the time this Act becomes 
a law, as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, as herein 
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provided; and after the election of the Judge of this Court as herein pro- 
vided the Governor shall likewise issue to him a commission, as such Judge. 
Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Judge of this Court shall 
take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken by Judges 
of the Circuit Court of this State and he shall be.removed from office for 
the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter pro- 
vided for removal of Circuit Judges. In the event of the vacancy caused by 
the resignation, removal or death of said Judge, or for other causes, the Gov- 
ernor shall fill the same by appointment and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this State. In 
case the Judge of said Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the du- 
ties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualifications or other causes, the 
Judge shall make, or cause to be made by the Clerk thereof, an order, when 
the facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in said 
court, and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of the Court. There- 
upon the Clerk of this Court shall designate and appoint in writing, which 
appointment shall be spread on the minutes of this Court, some practicing 
attorney of the County who is learned in the law, as Special Judge thereof, 
and the person so designated and appointed shall perform all of the duties and 
exercise all of the powers and authority of the Judge of this Court, and shall 
hold said office until the regular Judge thereof shall resume his duties; the 
said Special Judge shall receive for his compensation Five Dollars ($5.00) 
for each day he serves as such Judge of this Court payable in the same 
manner and from the same funds as the compensation of the regular Judge 
is paid. The regular Judge of this Court shall have authority to administer 
oaths, and take acknowledgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solem- 
nize marriages the same as circuit Judges of this State. 

Section 5. The Judge of this Court shall receive a salary of Eighteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of Elmore County, Alabama, upon the warrant of the Pro- 
bate Judge of Elmore County, Alabama, which he is hereby authorized and 
directed to issue monthly, and which warrants shall be a preferred claim 
against said general fund. 

Section 6. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, 
shall act and be Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, 
hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases 
brought before the said Court, and all of the minutes and records as are 
now required by law to be kept by Clerks of the Circuit Courts, and he 
shall have authority to issue all necessary summons and complaints as to all 
cases filed in said court, and all other civil and criminal process which 
Clerks of the Circuit Courts are now required or empowered by law to is- 
said Court. It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and coilect in cach civil 
and criminal case in said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County the same 
costs and fees for services of the Solicitor, the Clerk, the Sheriff and the wit- 
nesses as are now allowed by law to be taxed, charged and collected in the 
Circuit Court of this State, which he shall disburse as is now required of 
said fees in the Circuit Courts of Elmore County, Alabama, except as may 
be hereinafter provided. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from 
the Sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in said Court, which, together with the 
Solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in said Court. He shall pay into the fine 
and forfeiture fund of Elmore County, in the same manner as now provided 
for the disposition of such funds in the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama. The Clerk shall tax in each civil case, except when the amount in- 
volved is less than $101.00, a trial fee of T'wo Dollars, and shall tax in all 
criminal cases a trial fee of Five Dollars, to be collected as all other costs 
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are collected, and when collected, paid into and become a part of the gen- 
eral fund of the county. Witness fees taxed and collected in civil cases shall 
be retained by the Clerk and paid over to the witnesses entitled to the same, 
provided, however, that witnesses shall have the first five days after their 
attendance upon the court in any case therein pending, to prove their at- 
tendance and to be issued a witness certificate,-and, failing therein, no costs 
shall be taxed on account of the said attendance of such witnesses; aud pro- 
vided further, that in case civil witness certificates are not presented to the 
Clerk for payment within 90 days after the payment of the costs in the cases 
in which the said certificates were issued, the said witness fees shall revert 
to the general fund of the county and shall be paid by said Clerk into the 
County Treasury for the use of the said fund, and the said Clerk shall pay 
ever to the County Treasurer all such reverted fees in his hands on the first 
Monday in each month. State witness fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, 
collected, paid into and disbursed from the fine and forfeiture fund of El- 
more County, Alabama. That each witness attending Court :n civil cases 
shall be entitled to seventy-five cents per day and five cents per mile actu- 
ally travelled by the most direct route in going to court and returning home. 
the said witness fees to be taxed as a part of the costs and to be collected 
and disposed of as herein provided. The said Clerk shall attend upon the 
sessions of said Court at such hours as are designated by the Judge there- 
of and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the Judge 
of the said Court and by this act, either in person or by deputy. The said 
Clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of said Court, in the same form , 
as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from the 
Circuit Courts, for which he shall be allowed the same fees as are now allowed 
in the Circuit Courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by said Court may 
file in the office of the Judge of Probate of any County of this State such 
certificate of judgment issued by the Clerk as hereinabove provided, under 
the same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be 
provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered by the Circuit Courts 
of this State; and when so filed such judgment shall be a lien in the County 
where filed on all property of the defendant which is subject to levy and 
sale under execution. The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be no- 
tice to all persons of the existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien 
shall continue for ten years from the date of such judgment and no insol- 
vency proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall affect or impair such 
lien, except bankruptcy proceedings instituted within four months after the 
filing of the certificate, provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time 
within ten years from the date of such judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not. The Clerk of said court, before entering into the 
duties of his office, shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed 
by the Court of County Commissioners of Elmore County, Alabama, payable 
and conditioned as are official bonds required of Clerks of the Circuit Courts, 
to be taken and approved by the Judge of Probate of Elmore County, and 
recorded in the Probate Office of Elmore County, Alabama, and upon said 
bonds there shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the 
Clerks of the Circuit Court of this State. The premium on said bond or bonds 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the County. The Clerk shall receive 
the same fees and costs as are now allowed by law to Clerks of the Circuit 
Court of this State, as his compensation. The Clerk shall receive a fee of 
One Dollar for each writ of arrest issued by him, to be taxed and collected 
as other costs are taxed and collected. 

Section 7. The Sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or by deputy, 
be required to attend upon the said court and to preserve order and execute 
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all writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such other duties in all 
respects as he is required by law to perform in the Circuit Court of Elmore 
County; and for such services of attending said court the Sheriff shall re- 
ceive the sum of Two Dollars per day payable out of the fine and forfeiture 
fund on warrant of the Clerk of the said court; and for all services rendered 
by him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove provided fer, he 
shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed by law for similar serv- 
ices performed and done in the Circuit Courts. 

Section 8. That the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall prosecute 
for the State all criminal cases in said court created by this act. The salary 
of the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall be the salary now provided, 
or which may hereafter be provided, by the general laws of this State for 
deputy Solicitors in counties where Circuit or County Court is held at more 
than one place in the County, to be paid out of the general fund of the County, 
in equal monthly installments on the warrant of the probate judge, which 
shall be a preferred claim against said general fund. 

Section 9. That there shall be a Tallassee Division and a Wetumpka 
Division of the said court, and the said Tallassee Division shall include and 
be composed of the following beats or precincts in Elmore County, viz: 
Precinct 1, precinct 2, precinct 3, precinct 4, precinct 13, and precinct 19; 
and the said Wetumpka Division shall include and be composed of the follow- 
ing precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 
8, precinct 9, precinct 10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, precinct 15, 
precinct 16, precinct 17 and precinct 18. The sessions of the said court of the 
said Tallassee Division shall be held at some place in the Town of Tallassee 
or in the police jurisdiction thereof, and the sessions of the said court of the 
said Wetumpka Division shall be held at the Court House in the Town of 
Wetumpka. The said court, at the discretion of the Judge, shall be open any 
day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming within 
the jurisdiction of said court. Provided, further, that on the first Monday of 
each month there shall be held a session of said court for the handling, 
trial and disposition of all cases therein pending, in the Wetumpka Division 
of Elmore County, Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary to 
dispose of the docket; and that on the third Monday of each month there 
shall be held a session of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of 
all cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division of Elmore County, Ala- 
bama, which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket. 
But any session of said court in either of said divisions may be dispensed 
with, and continued by the Judge when, in the opinion and judgment of the 
Judge, the public good or public necessity requires the continuance of the 
same. Provided, further, that as to all civil and criminal actions of which 
the said court shall have jurisdiction the venue of the acts shall be deter- 
mined as if the two divisions of the county hereinabove provided for, ¢ach 
constituted a separate county, except that after any actions instituted in either 
division of the court, the Judge of the court shall have the power and au- 
thority to order the transfer or removal of any such action to the other divi- 
sion of the court for trial. All suits and actions on contract or in tort except 
as otherwise provided in this act must be brought in the division in which 
the defendant or one of them resides or in which the debt was created or 
cause of action arose. 

Section 10. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted 
in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or the clerk of the said 
court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by the clerk; and that in all 
preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in said court, the 
same may be instituted by affidavit before the Judge or clerk, the writ there- 
on to be issued. by the Judge or the Clerk. And when the defendant is ar- 
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rested on affidavit and warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall 
go to the docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been in- 
dicted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter provided, provided further, that 
the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any cause within five days of his 
arrest, except with his consent. The Judge of said Court shall have the right 
and authority to issue all processes returnable into his court that are not 
especially provided to be issued by the clerk of said court, but he shall not 
prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue attachments, 
papers or other right of processes issuing out of said court. All writs must 
be made returnable to the division of this court in which the alleged crime 
was committed. 

Section 11. That the Clerk of said court may appoint a Deputy or Dep- 
uties of said court, who shall hold office at the will of the Clerk and receive 
such portion of the fees in this act provided for the Clerk as the Clerk of said 
court may designate. Any such Deputy so appointed by the Clerk shall have 
the right in the name of the Clerk to file papers and to do all things herein 
provided to be done by the Clerk except collect and disburse money. 

Section 12. That all criminal cases in said court shall be tried by the 
Judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right to 
demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in said court, the 
Judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the intervention 
of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the 
Code of 1940, except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of the 
court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, 
made at the time of taking the appeal. 

Section 13. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of misde- 
meanor before this court may, upon applying to the Judge or Clerk for a 
warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has probable 
cause for believing and does believe, that an offense (designate the misde- 
meanor by name, or by some other phrase which in common parlance desig- 
nates it) has been committed on the person, or property, or as the case may 
be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then the 
Judge or Clerk of said court shall examine the affiant under oath, and other 
witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the affidavit, and 
if the Judge or Clerk has probable cause for believing that the offense al- 
leged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his warrant of ar- 
rest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to the validity or 
sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint or warrant pending in this court or 
when a defect appears in any of same the Solicitor or other person prose- 
cuting for the State, shall have the right to amend any or all the papers to 
which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; or the So- 
licitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of the 
cause of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form 
provided in Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of 1940, and may be amended 
as herein provided. Thereupon the court shall proceed to try the case either 
upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or upon the statement or 
statements filed by the Solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State. 

Section 14. That all proceedings in said court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail 
and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, 
conditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, final and alias warrants of ar- 
rest, shall be the same in said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County 
as are now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the Circuit Courts; 
and conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made abso- 
lute, and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken in such 
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matters as could be made or taken in the Circuit Courts, and the same pro- 
cedure shall be followed, except as otherwise provided by this Act. 

Section 15. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in the Cir- 
cuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentnient by 
the Grand Jury; but the Solicitor shall make a brief statement of the cause 
of complaint signed by him, in substantially the form prescribed by Section 
259 of Title 15 of the Code of 1940 or the trial may proceed upon the origin- 
al affidavit or complaint; on the trial of such appeal the court shall be gov- 
erned by the same rules as to evidence, practice, find of the jury and pun- 
ishment as if the case had originated in that court. 

Section 16. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in 
force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this 
court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by said laws so 
enacted. 

Section 17. That in all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and 
process at the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed by 
the statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Ala- 
bama, except the issuance, levy and collection of executions from this Court 
hate be controlled by the laws now applicable to justice courts of this 

tate. 

Section 18. That in all civil matters in this court the trial of the same 
shall in all respects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, pro- 
cedure and practice as now prevail or govern in the Circuit Courts of this 
State except as hereinafter provided. Provided that a party litigent after be- 
ing served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the 
same within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to 
the same pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to answer 
interrogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And provided, further, that 
any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court, ex- 
cept from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security for 
the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be 
fixed and approved by the Clerk; provided that if the party appealing de- 
sires to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the pay- 
ment of money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he 
may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient security or 
surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the adverse party 
and approved by the Clerk with the condition that if he fail in the appeal 
he will pay such judgment as the Circuit Court may render in the premises 
and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason 
of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment, 
which said appeal bond and security or surety for Court cost and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with and approved by the Clerk within ten days from 
the date of the rendition of said judgment; which said supersedeas bond siall 
be in an amount double the amount of the judgment and costs of Court, if a 
judgment for the payment of money; and in an amount double the value of 
the personal property recovered in the suit and court costs, if a judgment 
for the recovery of or possession of personal property. Provided further that 
any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court for 
the possession of real estate may do so and that said appeal shall be governed 
in all respects, including time allowed within which to take the appeal, amount 
and condition of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the general laws 
of this State relating to appeals in such cases from judgments of justice of 
the peace courts. Provided further that notice of all appeals in civil cases 
from this Court shall be given the adverse party in such manner and for 
such time as is prescribed by the general laws of this State relating to notice 
of appeals from judgments rendered in justice of the peace courts. 
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Section 19. That all civil cases in this court shall be tried by the Judge 
of said court without the intervention of a jury, the Judge shall determine 
both the law and the facts, and either party shall have the right to appeal 
to the Circuit Court as hereinabove provided, and on appeal either party 
may demand a trial by jury on the trial in said Circuit Court, and the trial 
in said Circuit Court shall be de novo.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the court of county commission- 
ers of Blount County, within ten days after the passage of this act, to give 
notice by advertisement in some newspaper published in the town of Oneon- 
ta, and by posting notice at the court house door of said county for thirty 
days, notifying all persons holding claims, whether registered or unregis- 
tered against the fine and forfeiture fund of said county, to register the 
same with the court of county commissioners on or before the first Monday 
in October, 1943, and if not so registered, said clainis shall be forever barred. 

Section 2. All fines’and forfeitures collected, the hire of county con- 
victs, all moneys received from the State, or collected by the clerks of the 
Circuit and county courts or other officer, on account of witness fees and 
solicitor’s fees collected in all cases tried in the circuit court shall be paid 
into:and constitute the fine and forfeiture fund of said county. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the court of county commissioners 
to record in a well bound book, all claims presented for registration, show- 
ing in each case the name of the owner of such claim, the date and amount 
of same. Such book shall be a public record, and shall be preserved by the 
court of county commissioners of said county. 

Section 4, It shall be the duty of the court of county commissioners of 
said county on the first Monday in October and the firsi Monday in April, 
of each year to ascertain the total amount paid out of the general fund of 
said county after the passage of this act, on account of witness fees, and 
officers fees, and order a warrant drawn on the fine and forfeiture fund for 
the amount so paid out, and the court shall place same to the credit of the 
general fund of said county. The surplus remaining in the fine and for- 
feiture fund shall be applied to the payment of registered claims against 
said fund. 

Section 5. That it shall be the duty of the court of county commis- 
sioners of said county on the first Monday in November and May of each 
year, if there are funds in said fine and forfeiture fund, to advertise for 
three weeks previously at courthouse of said county, notifying all persons 
holding registered claims against said fund that bids will be received until 
and on such Monday until 12 o’clock for the same, and shall state in said 
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advertisement the amount of the fund on hand as provided by section four 
of this act, and the amount of registered claims against the fund outstanding 
and unpaid. The money shall be awarded to the bidders who propose to 
accept payment in full of their claims against said fund at the highest rate of 
discount, and should there be two or more bidders at the same rate of dis- 
count, and the funds be insufficient to pay all of them, the money shall be 
awarded to such claims in the order of their registration, beginning with the 
oldest. When the biddings are closed, and the money awarded, the said 
court shail issue warrants upon said fund to the persons entitled thereto, 
upon receipt and surrender of their claims, or a proper voucher if the 
claim is not paid in full. 

Section 6. That after the passage of this act, all fines, forfeitures, hire 
of convict labor, or anything pertaining to said fine and forfeiture fund 
shall be paid only in lawful currency of the United States, and in nothing 
else, and all moneys which accrues of said fund in said county, and which 
may be collected by any Sheriff, clerk, judge of probate, justice of the peace, 
notary public, constable, coroner, or other officer, shall be paid into the 
general fund of said county, and any officer who collects any such moneys 
and wilfully fails for more than thirty days to pay the same in to the gen- 
eral fund of said county, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

If the court finds the account correct they shall order 
a warrant drawn on the county depository or other custodian of the general 
funds of said county, for the amount of such account. And it shall be the 
duty of the county depository or other custodian of the general funds of said 
county to pay the same out of the general funds of said county. 

Section 11. The court of county commissioners shall keep a separate 
warrant record book, in which shall be entered all warrants drawn on the 
county depository or other custodian of the general funds of said county 
under the provisions of this act. 

Section 12. For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of witness 
fees of the sheriff and clerks, justly due by the county, the judge of the 
circuit court of Blount County, and of the county court in and for said 
county shall have the power and authority upon motion made in term 
time, to retax the cost in all cases. 

Section 13. All amounts paid out by the county under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be prior claims against the fine and forfeiture fund of said 
county. 

Section 14. All laws or parts of laws, general, special, or local in con- 
fie phe the provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed.

num for office help as follows: one clerk at three thousand dollars per annum, 
and one clerk at eighteen hundred dollars per annum, and one thousand dollars 
per annum for other expenses and ex-officio services of the said tax col- 
lector. The said one thousand dollars to be paid to the tax collector in 
monthly installments. 

Section 2. The Board of Revenue or other governing body of like 
jurisdiction of Montgomery County, Alabama, is also authorized and em- 
powered to furnish the Tax Collector of said county extra clerical assistance 
not to exceed nine hundred dollars per annum whenever in their discretion 
such assistance is necessary. The personnel of said assistants to be selected 
by the said Tax Collector. 

Section 3. That the Tax Collector shall pay into the county treasury 
of said county, all costs, charges of court, fees and commissions authorized 
by law, or which may hereafter be authorized by law to be collected by 
him as monies belonging to said county are paid. Provided that any salary, 
fees or commissions paid to said officer for collecting taxes.of any munici- 
pality shall not be paid into the treasury of said county, but shall be held 
by said officer as compensation for such services in addition to his salary 
as herein provided. The Board of Revenue or other governing body of like 
jurisdiction of Montgomery County, Alabama, shall have the power and 
authority to have audited the accounts of said officer for the purpose of 
requiring a strict compliance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. That all compensation and salry of the Tax Collector and all 
allowances provided for expenses, clerical help and other assistance shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the said Montgomery County in monthly 
instaliments. 
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Section 5. That the premium on the Tax Collector’s bond and the bonds 
of his clerks and deputies shall be paid out of the general fund of Mont- 
gomery County. 

Section 6. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby expressly 
repealed. 

Section 7. That this act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Section 1. JURISDICTION AND AUTHORITY OVER 
INLAND FISHERIES: The Department of Conservation shall 
have full jurisdiction and control over all fresh water fishes exist- 
ing and living in the public waters of Alabama, and it shall with 
the approval of the Advisory Board of Conservation, ordain, pro- 
mulgate, and enforce all rules, regulations, and orders deemed by 
it to be necessary for the protection, propagation, or conservation 
of same; the Department may, by order duly made, prescribe 
the manner of taking or catching, the kind that may be taken and 
the size and amount, the time when, and designate the place from 
which fresh water fishes may or may not be taken or caught in 
public impounded waters, during certain periods of the year as 
it may deem to be for the best interest of the inland fisheries. It 
shall have full authority to prohibit the catching or taking of fresh 
water fishes from any public impounded waters designated by it, 
by order duly made and promulgated, during entire open seasons, 
or any part thereof, and may open and close areas, or portions there- 
of, to fishing at any time deemed by it to be to the best interest 
of the public welfare. It shall receive and audit the reports of all 
commercial fishermen operating in the inland public impounded 
waters, and the accounts of all inspectors, and employees, and mem- 
bers of said Department, and all expenses incident to carrying into 
effect this Act, and shall see that all taxes and license fees are 
paid, that the inspectors and other officers and employees faith- 
fully discharge their duties, and that all provisions of this Act 
are properly complied with and enforced, and the Director shall 
hear the complaints of any person aggrieved by the action of any 
officer. It shall have authority to cooperate with the Fish and Wild- 
life Service of the Department of Interior of the United States 
Government, or any other Department or branch of the United 
States Government, and with the Tennessee Valley Authority, in 
carrying out the provisions of any Act of Congress for the sale, 
tension of the producing areas thereof. It shall have authority to 
make rules and regulations requiring all catchers, factories, pur- 
chasers, dealers, or any persons dealing in fishes taken from public 
impounded waters to make reports to the Department containing 
the pounds of each species of fish caught, or sold, and any other 
information said Department may require; to designate the dates 
for opening and closing of the seasons for catching such fishes, 
and the waters from which same may be taken. 

Section 2. USE OF CERTAIN NETS, SEINES, ETC: The 


use of hoop or fyke nets, gill nets, seines, pound nets, and trap nets 
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is permitted in all public impounded waters of this state, provided 
that no hoop or fyke net, gill net, pound net, trap net or seine 
over 10 feet in length, shall be used within one-half mile of any 
dam whose purpose is to impound these waters. Any lawful officer 
authorized or designated by law to enforce the game and fish laws 
of the state, shall confiscate and hold for evidence in the courts of 
this state all fishing devices mentioned in this section when same 
are being used in public impounded waters of this state in which 
such devices are not permitted, and upon conviction of any person 
for using same said devices shall become the property of the De- 
partment of Conservation of the State of Alabama and may be dis- 
posed of by said Department as it deems proper. In the event no 
one claims said devices, and the owner thereof is unknown to the 
officer finding such devices, the same may be immediately dis- 
posed of in such manner as the Director of Conservation may 
direct. Should said devices be sold, the proceeds from the sale 
thereof shall go to the Department of Conservation and be used 
by it for the administration of its Division of Game, Fish and Sea- 
foods. Any violation of the provisions of this section shall consti- 
tute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the person so violating 
shall be fined not less than $25 and not more than $100. 

Section 3. COMMERCIAL FISHING GEAR: Setline for 
trotlines, snaglines, fyke nets, gill nets, pound nets, trap nets, and 
seines over 10 feet long and 4 feet deep are hereby designated as 
commercial fishing gear. Commercial fishing gear shall be used 
in public impounded waters when, where and as specified by the 
Director of Conservation. 

Section 4. COMMERCIAL FISHING AND FISH RETAIL- 
ERS LICENSE: All persons handling or using commercial fish- 
ing gear for the purpose of taking fresh water fish in the public 
impounded waters of the state shall have in their possession a 
fish catchers or retailers license, issued by the Director of Conser- 
vation or persons designated by him. All persons retailing such fish 
or selling such fish to fish dealers shall have in their possession 
the fish catchers or retailers license. Every such license shall 
expire on September 30 each year, and the fee for such license 
shall be $1.00 for residents and $10.00 for non-residents. Any viola- 
tion of the provisions of this section shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction the person so violating shall be fined not less 
than $25 and not more than $100. 

Section 5. LICENSING OF WHOLESALE FISH MAR- 
KETS: Every person, firm, company, co-partnership, partnership, 
association, or corporation who deals in fresh water fish taken 
from the public impounded waters by operating a wholesale fish 
market or fish house, or who solicits the purchase of or buys such 
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fish for wholesale distribution shall secure a license from the Di- 
rector of Conservation or persons designated by him. Every such 
license shall expire on the 30th day of September and the fee for 
such license shall be $10.00 for residents and $50.00 for non-resi- 
dents. Any violation of this provision shall constitute a misdem- 
eanor and upon conviction the person so violating shall be fined not 
less than $50 and not more than $200 for for each offense. 

Section 6. REGULATIONS FOR THE USE OF TROT OR 
SETLINES AND SNAGLINES: Each trot or setline and snag- 
lines used in the public impounded waters shall be marked with 
the owners name, address and license number or numbers attach- 
ed to the stake, float, or buoy to which the line is anchored. Each 
person using trot or setlines and snaglines in the public impounded 
waters shall secure a license for use of same from the Director of 
Conservation or his representatives. Each such license shall ex- 
pire on the 30th day of September and the fee for such license shall 
be $.50 for each 100 hooks used or 100 lineal feet of line or less. 
Failure to comply with the provisions of this section shall con- 
stitute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the person so violating 
shall be fined not less than $25 or more than $100 for each offense. 

Section 7%) REGULATIONS FOR HOOP OR FYKE NETS: 
Hoop or fyke nets may be fished with or without wings or lead 
but no net shall block any stream by extending more than half . 
way across any stream. The size of the mesh of said nets used 
in public impounded waters must conform to the size prescribed 
by the rules and regulations of the Director of Conservation. Each 
person using or operating hoop or fyke nets in the public im- 
pounded waters shall be required to have a license to use their 
net or nets. The license shall be $1.50 for the first net and $1.00 for 
each additional net. Every such license shall expire on the 30th 
day of September. Failure to comply with the provisions of this 
section shall constitute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the 
person so violating shall be fined not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 for each offense. 

Section 8. REGULATIONS FOR SEINES: The size of the 
mesh of all seines used in the public impounded waters must con- 
form to that prescribed by the rules and regulations of the Direc- 
tor of Conservation. There shall be a license fee of $5 for any seine 
more than ten feet in length but not exceeding a length of 100 
feet, and a fee of $1 for each additional 100 feet of seine or fraction 
thereof when part of a seine exceeding 100 feet in length when such 
seine is used in the public impounded waters. Each 100 feet of 
seine or fraction thereof shall be licensed and the license number 
shall be conspicuously painted on a buoy or float fastened to the 
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seine. The operator of a seine in the public impounded waters 
shall have his license with him at all times. There shall be no sein- 
ing in the public impounded waters during the closed season on 
game fish. Failure to comply with the provisions of this section 
shall constitute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the person 
so violating shall be fined not less than $25 or more than $100 
for each offense and his seine or commercial fishing gear shall be 
confiscated and become the property of the Department of Con- 
servation of the State of Alabama and may be disposed of by said 
Department as it deems proper. In the event no one claims said 
devices and the owner thereof is unknown to the officer finding 
such devices, the same may be immediately disposed of in such 
manner as the Director of Conservation may direct. Should said 
devices be sold, the proceeds from the sale thereof shall go to the 
Conservation Department and shall be used by it for the adminis- 
tration of its Division of Game, Fish and Seafoods. 

Section 9. REGULATIONS FOR THE USE OF GILL 
NETS: The size of the mesh of all gill nets in the public impound- 
ed waters must conform to that prescribed by the rules and regu- 
lations of the Director of Conservation. There shall be a license 
fee of $1 for any gill net not exceeding 500 feet in length and a fee 
of $.50 for the next 500 feet of gill net or fraction thereof when part 
of a net exceeding 500 feet in length when used in the public im- 
pounded waters. There shall be a fee of $1.00 for each additional 
1,000 feet of gill net or fraction thereof when used as part of the 
same net which net shall exceed at least 1,000 feet when used in 
the public impounded waters. Every such license shall expire on 
the 30th day of September of each year. Failure to comply with 
the provisions of this section shall constitute a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction the person so violating shall be fined not less than 
$25 or more than $100 and the commercial fishing gear being 
illegally used shall be seized and confiscated and shall become the 
property of the Department of Conservation and may be disposed 
of by the Director of Conservation in such manner as he deems 
proper. In the event no one claims said devices and the owner there- 
of is unknown to the officer finding such devices, the same may 
be immediately disposed of in such manner as the Director of 
Conservation may direct. Should said devices be sold, the proceeds 
from the sale thereof shall go to the Conservation Department and 
shall be used by it for the administration of its Division of Game, 
Fish and Seafoods. 

Section 10. REGULATIONS FOR POUND AND TRAP 
NETS: The size of the mesh of all pound nets and trap nets used 
in the public impounded waters shall conform to that prescribed by 
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the rules and regulations of the Director of Conservation and 
when in conformity therewith shall be legal for the taking of fish 
in the public impounded waters of the state. There shall be a 
license fee of $5 for each pound or trap net and every such license 
shall be issued by the Director of Conservation or persons designat- 
ed by him. Each such license shall expire on the 30th day of Sep- 
tember of each year. Failure to comply with the provisions of this 
section shall constitute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the 
person so violating shall be fined not less than $25 nor more than 
$100. The pound or trap net so involved may be seized and con- 
fiscated and shall become the property of the Department of Con- 
servation as he deems proper. Should said devices be sold, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale thereof shall go to the Conservation Depart- 
ment and shall be used by it for the administration of its Division of 
Game, Fish and Seafoods. 

Section 11. MEASUREMENT OF THE MESH OF ALL 
NETS AND SEINES: The measurement of the mesh of all nets 
and seines shall be extension measure. The size of the mesh of all 
nets or netting used in fishing in the public impounded waters 
shall be determined by the extension measure and the measure- 
ment shall be made of meshes irrespective of where the net or net- 
ting is found, whether in the water, on boat, on reel, on dock, or in 
any other place on land. Extension measure shall mean the dis- 
tance between the extreme angles of any single mesh and such 
measurement shall be taken between and inside the knots. All 
measurements of the mesh in gill nets or gill netting shall be made 
in the mesh parallel with the salvage and at least three meshes 
removed from it. If the majority of 10 or more meshes selected at 
random by the enforcement officer from any part or parts of the 
gill nets or other nets used in commercial fishing in the public im- 
pounded waters are found to be unlawful the nets shall be seized 
and confiscated and shall become the property of the Department 
of Conservation of the State of Alabama and may be disposed 
oi by said Departinent as it deems proper. Should said devices be 
sold, the proceeds from the sale thereof shall go to the Conservation 
Department and shall be used by it for the administration of its 
Division of Game, Fish and Seafoods. 

Section 12, MARKING THE LOCATION OF NETS AND 
DEVICES: It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, co-partner- 
ship, association or corporation to set or use setline, snaglines, 
hoop nets, fyke nets, gill nets, pound nets, and trap nets in any of 
the public impounded waters of the state without marking their 
location by buoys of floats and identifying such nets by showing 
the license number in plain figures upon the buoys or floats. The 
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license number must be attached to all gill net buoys used in the 
public impounded waters, and at least on such buoy shall bear 
the name and address of the owner. License numbers are to be at- 
tached to the stakes at the heart or pot of pound nets; to the lift- 
ing buoy of trap nets where the heart and pot is set below the sur- 
face of the water in public impounded waters. Failure to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction the person so violating shall be fined not less 
than $25 or more than $100 for each offense. All fishing devices 
being used contrary to the provisions of this section shall be seized 
and confiscated and shall become the property of the Department 
of Conservation and may be disposed of as the Director of Con- 
servation may direct. In the event any or all of said devices are 
sold the proceeds of the sale shall go to the Department of Con- 
servation and shall be used for the administration of its Division 
of Game, Fish and Seafoods. 

Section 183. DAILY REPORT OF CATCH; FAILURE TO 
MAKE MONTHLY REPORT: Every person, firm, co-partner- 
ship, association or corporation taking fresh water fish by the use 
of commercial fishing gear in any of the public impounded waters 
of the state shall keep an accurate report of each day’s catch upon 
blanks furnished by the Director of Conservation, of the number 
of pounds of each kind of fish taken, of the locality, fished, of the 
kind and amount of fishing gear employed, of the length of time 
each unit of gear employed fished without being lifted and of such 
other data as the Director of Conservation may require in follow- 
ing the trend of the fisheries, and shall each month report under 
oath, the above data to the Director of Conservation. Any person, 
firm, co-partnership, association, or corporation whose report for 
the preceding month is not received by the Director at his office 
at Montgomery, Alabama, on or before the fifteen day of the month 
following, shall be considered delinquent and notice to that effect 
shall be mailed such delinquent person, firm, co-partnership, as- 
sociation, or corporation by said Director. Failure to submit a re- 
port within 30 days after the close of the month for which a report 
is required shall be considered as intent to violate the provisions of 
this section. The license of any person, firm, co-partnership, as- 
sociation, or corporation who fails to submit all reports within 30 
days after notification by said Director as provided herein may be 
suspended by the Director of Conservation until such time as the 
delinquent reports are submitted to him. The nets for which a 
license is suspended shall not be used for commercial fishing by 
any person, firm, co-partnership, association or corporation until 
the suspension has been lifted and the license restored. Any person, 
firm, co-partnership, association, or corporation failing to make the 
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report or reports as above described shall be denied a new license 
or a renewal of his or their license until the provisions of this sec- 
tion have been complied with. 

Section 14. SIZE LIMIT ON CATFISHES AND OTHER 
FISH: It shall be unlawful for those engaged in commercial fish- 
ing in the public impounded waters to take by commercial gear or 
to have in possession any channel cat, blue cat, yellow cat, or any 
other fish less in size than prescribed by the rules and regulations 
of the Director of Conservation of the State of Alabama. It shall 
be unlawful for any person or persons engaged in lifting pound 
nets, trap nets or other commercial fishing gear in public impound- 
ed waters of this State to take from said waters any of said un- 
dersized fish, and all such undersized fish found in such commer- 
cial gear used in said waters shall be immediately returned to said 
_ waters with as little injury as possible by the person or persons 
lifting the gear. Failure to comply with the provisions of this Sec- 
tion shall constitute a misdemeanor and upon conviction the per- 
son so violating shall be fined not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$50.00 for each offense. 

Section 15. UNLAWFUL TO TAKE GAME FISHES 
WITH COMMERCIAL FISHING GEAR: It shall be unlawful 
for any person to take or catch with any kind of commercial fish- 
ing gear used in commercial fishing in any public impounded 
fresh waters of the state any largemouth bass, smallmouth bass, 
white bass, yellow bass, pickerel, walleyed pike, sauger, black 
crappie, white crappie, bluegill or sunfish or to offer for sale or to 
have in possession at any time any of the said fish taken in such 
manner. Any such fish whether dead or alive shall be at once 
returned to the waters from whence taken by the person or per- 
sons taking same. All such live fish so taken shall be handled care- 
fully and shall immediately be liberated and returned to the water 
with as little injury as possible. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Act shall upon conviction be punished by a fine 
of not less than $25 nor more than $100 and cost of prosecution, 
or imprisonment in the county jail for not morc than 30 days; 
or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. In all cases all commercial fishing gear used by any person 
so convicted shall be seized and confiscated by the state and shall 
become the property of the Department of Conservation of the 
State of Alabama and may be disposed of by said Department as 
it deems proper. In the event no one claims said commercial fish- 
ing gear and the owner thereof is unknown to the officer finding 
the same it shall be confiscated by said officer and shall become 
the property of the Department of Conservation and may be dis- 
posed of as the Director of Conservation may direct. Should said 
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devices be sold, the proceeds from the sale thereof shall go to the 
Conservation Department and shall be used by it for the adminis- 
tration of its Division of Game, Fish and Seafoods, and all licenses 
held by any such person to fish commercially and operate or use 
commercial fishing gear shall be rescinded and new license shall be 
granted only at the discretion of the Director. 

Section 16. SHIPMENT; MARKING; COMMON CARRI- 
ER: It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, company, partner- 
ship, co-partnership, association or corporation to ship or transport 
within this state any fish taken in the public impounded waters 
in packages or containers without plainly and correctly marking 
each package or container with the name of the consignor and the 
kinds of fish therein. It shall be unlawful for any railroad com- 
pany, boat line, express company, motor truck company, or other 
transportation company or common carrier, or any agent of any 
such company, or the owner of any boat, aeroplane, car, truck or 
other vehicle operated privately or as a common carrier, or for the 
agent or representative of such owners to accept for shipment or 
transport any package or container of fish taken in the public 
impounded waters unless it is properly marked as prescribed in 
this section. The presence in any package or container of any 
fish that is illegal to ship shall make the entire contents of said 
package or container subject to seizure as an illegal shipment, and 
may be confiscated by the Director of Conservation or any of his 
agents and may be immediately disposed of by donating the same 
to charity or in any other manner as the Director of Conservation 
may see fit. Should the same be sold, the proceeds of such sale 
shall go to the Conservation Department and shall be used by it 
for the administration of its Division of Game, Fish and Seafoods. 
However nothing in this section shall apply to the transportation 
within the State of fish taken by hook and line fishing, bait cast- 
ing or fly fishing, or to the transportation of fish taken from 
private waters. 

Section 17. ISSUANCE OF LICENSES: The judge of pro- 
bate, the commissioner, licenses or such person or persons not re- 
siding at the county seat in which the county court house is locat- 
ed, and duly appointed by the Director of Conservation, and so 
authorized by him, shall have authority to issue all licenses, resi- 
dent or non-resident, to all persons complying with the provisions 
of this Act, and shall sign his name, and shall require the person to 
whom the license is issued to sign his name on the margin thereof. 
The person or persons issuing said license shall keep in a book or 
on specially prepared sheets to be furnished by the Director of 
Conservation a correct and complete record of all licenses issued, 
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which record shall remain in his office and be open to inspection 
by the public at all reasonable times. 

Section 18. FEES OF ISSUING OFFICERS; DISPOSI- 
TION OF REMAINDER; REPORTS: Judges of Probate and 
other persons authorized and designated to issue licenses shall 
retain out of the money received for each license issued under 
the provisions’ of this Act fifteen cents for each license issued, 
which amount shall cover services required by the provisions of 
this Act, and shall remit the balance to the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation on the first of each month. Said judges of 
probate and all other duly authorized and designated persons shall 
report to‘ the Director of the Department of Conservation of the 
State of Alabama on the first day of each month the number and 
kind of licenses issued under this Act and the name and post office 
address of the person or persons to whom issued, giving opposite 
each name the serial number of the license so issued, and the 
amount of money remitted. Provided, however, that if any such 
license is issued by the Director of Conservation or by any Probate 
Judge or other officer who is paid in a salary for the performance 
of his duties as such officer, he shall be required to remit the 
entire amount collected to the Director of Conservation, except 
that the fifteen cents for each license issued shall be paid into the | 
general fund of county in which it is issued. 

Section 19. The proceeds from the sale of all licenses required 
by any of the provisions of this Act and all other proceeds arising 
under this Act shall go to the Department of Conservation and shall 
be used by such Department for the administration of its Division 
of Game, Fish and Seafoods except as may otherwise be provided 
by law. 

Section 20. All laws or parts of laws, general, special or local, 
in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 21. If any provision of this Act or the ssiaeen 


thereof to any person, situation or circumstance shall be adjusted 
invalid, such adjudication shall not affect the remaining provisions 
nor the application of the provision with respect to which such 
adjudication was made, to any other person, situation or circum- 


stance. 


Section 22. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

OPINION OF SUPREME COURT 


THE STATE OF ALABAMA—JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 
THE SUPREME COURT OF ALABAMA 
OCTOBER TERM, 1943-43 


To the Legislature of Alabama 
State Capitol 
‘Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: 
We make reply to the following questions propounded under the statute 
iby the Legislature to this court: 
“One: Does passage of a bill to amend a section of Title 62 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940 applicable to but one or more designated counties or 
municipalities violate the requirements of Section 106 of the Constitution of 
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Alabama, where the bill is introduced and passed without notice and proof 
as required? 

“Two: Does passage of a bill to amend a section of the Code applicable 

to but one Judicial Circuit which is designated by number in the Code Section 
(the amendment not being with reference to fixing the time for holding 
Court) violate the requirements of Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama 
where the bill is introduced and passed without notice and proof?” 
'. (Whatever may have been the original status of many of the laws now 
Title 62 of the Code, whether local laws or general laws with local applica- 
tion, we are of the opinion the adoption of the Code by the legislature, desig- 
nating all of the original acts as local laws, constitutes these laws as found in 
Title 62 local laws and subject to the requirements of the constitution as to 
subsequent amendment. 

This court has held that several of the constitutional requirements touch- 
ing the enactment of a law do not obtain as to the codification of public 
statutes under the Constitution, Art. 5, J 85.—Gibson v. State, 214 Ala. 38, 
43, 106 So. 231; Ex parte Thomas, 113 Ala. 1, 21 So. 369. That is, the incor- 
poration of acts into the code and the adoption thereof by the legislature cures 
all defects in the same that may have intervened in original enactment.— 
Bluthenthal & Bickert v. Trager & Co., et al., 131 Ala. 639, 31 So. 622; State ex 
rel. Sossaman v. Stone, 235 Ala. 233, 178 So. 18; State v. Stone, 236 Ala. 82, 
181 So. 281; Dillon v. Hamilton, Tax Collector, 230 Ala. 310, 313, 106 So. 708; 
State et rel. Hyland v. Baumhauer, 12 So. 2d 340; Brandon v. State, 233 Ala. 
1, 4, 173 So. 238. 

Thees local laws appearing in Title 62 of the Code may be amended by 
the Legislature as any other local law and the provisions of the Constitution 
as to notice and proof must be observed.—State ex rel. Farmer v. Haas, 240 
“Ala. 30, 32, 196 So. 873. 

It would result from the foregoing that the answer to question One is 
in the affirmative, the amendment having relation to local law. 

In response to your second inquiry we wish to say that there have been 
decisions of this court holding that under certain circumstances an act of the 
legislature pertaining to a judicial circuit of the state is a general law.—State 
ex rel. Montgomery v. Merrill, 218 Ala. 149, 117 So. 473. 

We have also held that acts creating a judicial circuit in this state are 
local and are subject to the requirements of Section 106 of the Constitution. 
—State ex rel. Attorney General v. Sayre, 142 Ala. 641, 39 So. 240, 4 Ann. 
Cas. 656; Walker v. State, 142 Ala. 7, 39 So. 242. 

We are not, therefore, in position to give you an answer to your second 
inquiry for the reason that the proposed bill is not so specified as that we are 
ine to tell under our decisions whether it would be a local law or a general 
aw. .

WHEREAS, since the formation of this Republic the qualifi- 
cations of voters have been matters of state and not of federal 
control, and the ‘maintenance of this state control is absolutely es- 
sential if any. measure of local self government is to be retained, and 
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WHEREAS, it is well understood in Alabama that this move 
to secure federal control of elections is part of the attack con- 
tinually being made on local self government in the South, and 
is purely political in origin and intent, and 

WHEREAS, it is clearly realized also that once the federal 
government secures control over the qualifications of voters it 
will then proceed completely to dominate elections not only in 
Alabama, but in all other states as well and use this power to 
destroy our federal-state relationship, our remaining system of 
checks and balances, against arbitrary federal authority and funda- 
mental democracy itself, and 

WHEREAS, in these times of desperate national danger 
from a powerful foreign foe it is essential that there be no changes 
of our form of government, no promotion of crack-pot reforms, 
and the individual or group which insists on such change, with its 
consequent loss of national unity, is of positive help to our enemies. 

WHEREAS, the states'of the South which are under attack 
in this bill have for many years been loyal in their allegiance to 
the Democratic party and our people feel that they have every 
right and reason to expect this National Democratic Administration 
and the Democratic members of the Congress to assist in striking 
down this attack on them and their institutions, and 

WHEREAS, throughout the years since Reconstruction there 
has been an amicable and friendly relationship between the two 
races in the South, and the continuous agitation from outside 
sources is creating bitterness and hostility, greatly to the detri- 
ment of our people, both white and black, creating racial disturb- 
ances much to be regretted at any time, but particularly so in 
time of war, and is preventing the orderly solution of our problems 
in a manner assuring lasting justice to both races, 

NOW, THEREFORE, it is resolved by the Senate, the 
House of Representative of Alabama concurring: 

1. That we urge our Senators to fight this bill with all 
the power at their command until its final defeat. 

2. That we deeply deplore the bringing up of this issue, 
with its consequent dangerous effect on the political structure of 
the South, and its serious disturbance of national unity in this 
time of national peril. 

3. That we caution the people of this nation, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, that through the means of this bill there 
is being made an attack on state control of elections, with the 
deliberate purpose of destroying this local control and delivering 
our people over to the power of the federal government without the 
time-honored restraints found necessary throughout the existence 
of this Republic. 
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4, That we remind our fellow democrats in the Congress 
and the National Democratic Administration, of the loyalty of our 
people in the past to the principles of the party, and urge that no 
attacks be permitted to succeed against us which would shake and 
destroy this loyalty. 

5. That we urge the Governor of Alabama to use his influ- 
ence in the fight against this bill, and, on behalf of our southern 
people, to work with the other southern governors in arousing our 
people to the danger presented to them and in assisting in any 
way the southern senators in this fight to preserve democracy 
and local self-government. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolu- 
tion shall be forwarded to the President of the United States, 
to the members of the Congress from Alabama, to the Governor 
of Alabama, and the other southern governors and to the press.

OPINION OF SUPREME COURT

To the Senate of Alabama

Montgomery, Alabama 
Gentiemen: 

Responding to your inquiry of May 26th, relative to the establishment of 
a War Emergency Council, under the provisions of House Bill No. 66, we 
submit the following: 

We duly appreciate the constitutional requirement that all legislation is 
vested in the Legislature by sections 43 and 44 of the Constitution, and that 
this power cannot be delegated; also that no money shall be paid out of the 
State treasury except by an appropriation made by a law enacted by the Leg- 
islature,—S 72, Constitution; and this power cannot be delegated. 

But it is consistent with both those requirements that the Legislature can 
appropriate an ascertainable sum of money to be paid under the direction of 
a State agency, for such public benefits as may be directed by such agency, 
in conformity to standards or definitions of legislative policy adopted and 
declared by the Legislature—Hawkins v. State Board of Adjustment, 242 
Ala. 547, 7 So. 2d 775; State v. Inman, 239 Ala. 348, 195 So. 448; Dunn Con- 
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struction Co. v. State Board, 234 Ala. 372, 175 So. 383; Calhoun County v. 
Brandon, 237 Ala. 537, 187 So. 868; Ballenger Construction Co. v. State Board 
of Adjustment, 234 Ala. 377, 175 So. 387; Turner v. Lumbermen Mutual Ins. 
Co., 235 Ala. 632, 180 So. 300; Opp Cotton Mills v. Administrator of Wage 
and Hour Div. of Dept. of Labor, 61 S. Ct. 524, 85 L. Ed. 624. 

It is also observed that the Legislature shall set up standards for the guid- 
ance of the administrative agency and the procedure which shall be followed, 
including a record of the acts of the agency pursuant to such authority show- 
ing conformity to the standards which have been thus set up.—Opp Cotton 
Mills v. Administrator of Wage and Hour Div. of Dept. of Labor, supra. 

It could scarcely be contended that the finding of the council and the 
exercise of its powers under this act in respect to the conditions under which 
they are authorized to act would not be reviewable by the courts in the event 
that the delegated discretion should be abused—Commonwealth v. Johnson, 
292 Ky. 288, 166 S. W. 2d 409. 

We wish also to cite the following additional authorities which were very 
helpful in the consideration of this case—State Highway Board v. Gates. 
Auditor of Accounts, 110 Vt. 67, 1 Atl. 2d 825; Prideau v. Frohmiller, State 
Auditor, 56 P. 2d 628; In re Opinion of the Justices, 19 N. E. 2d 807. 

It is our view, and we express the opinion to you, that the bill in ques- 
tion (House Bill No. 66, supra) does propose to make an appropriation by 
law to be enacted by the Legislature, of an ascertainable sum to be paid under 
the direction of a State agency for public benefits in conformity to standards 
or definitions adopted and declared in the bill which when enacted will be a 
declared legislative policy; that those standards as so declared conform to 
constitutional requirements, and, therefore, that the bill when duly enacted, as 
required by the Constitution, shall not violate section 43 (44) or 72 of ‘the 
Constitution of Alabama. 

In respect to Sections 42, 59 and 280 of the Constitution, we wish to make 
the following observations. 

When the members of the Legislature are selected to serve under the 
proposed act, they do so as members of a board, not as members of the Legis- 
lature, nor as individuals. They are not ex officio members because they are 
also chairmen of certain legislative committees. 

The legislator, who may be appointed on the board, is performing admin- 
istrative acts wholly apart from that which he renders as a legislator. And 
the Legislature may validly select from their membership executive and ad- 
ministrative officers without violating Section 42 or 43 of the Constitution.— 
Fox v. McDonald, 101 Ala. 51, 13 So. 416, 21 L. R. A. 529, 46 Am. St. Rep. 
98. There is‘no reason why we cannot be appointed on the board unless it 
is found in Section 59 of 280 of the Constitution. Section 59 of it prohibits 
a legislator “during the term for which he shall have been elected, (to) be 
appointed to any office of profit under this state, which shall have been cre- 
ated, or the emoluments of which shall have been increased during such term, 
except such offices as may be elected by the people.” 

The inquiry hinges on what is an office of profit under this state. The 
Court of Appeals of New York in People v. Tremaine, 242 N. Y. 27, 168 N. 
E. 817, have discussed the question under somewhat similar circumstances. 
Two members as chairmen of Legislative standing committees, were made 
ex officio members. This was said to confer administrative powers on two of 
its members, holding that it cannot engraft executive duties upon a legislative 
officer without giving them civil appointment to administrative offices. The 
Constitution prohibited a member from receiving “any civil appointment 
within this state * * * during the term for which he shall have been elected.” 
This was held to mean “any placing in office or public trust, pertaining to 
the exercise of the powers and authority of the civil government of the state.” 
It will be noted that means any “civil appointment.” Ours is “any office of 
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profit under this state.” Each state can adopt its own policy, manifested by 
the language used. The Alabama policy manfiseted in the Constitution of 
1875 was interpreted in Montgomery v. State, 107 Ala. 372, 18 So. 157, prior 
to the Constitutional Convention of 1901. In it, the term “civil office of 
profit” was under consideration. We are not here concerned with the omis- 
sion of “civil,” but with the meeting of an office of profit. In that case, the 
connotation of an “office’ was emphasized. The term certainly means a 
public office. We have in several cases pointed out the distinction under our 
system between a public office and a public employment.—Jefferson County 
v. Case, 12 So. 2nd 343; State ex rel. Hyland v. Baumhauer; State ex rel. 
Mantell v. Same, 12 So. 2d 326. 

In those cases we gave careful consideration to the meaning of an “office” 
in this state for the purpose then in hand. It is in broad terms that he must 
be inveted wth a portion of the sovereign power of the state. It is the same 
here. Under the definitions there given, we think that the members of the 
Legislature who may be elected members of the council under authority of the 
proposed bill No. 66, supra, will be thereby “appointed to an office of profit 
under this state” as set out in Section 59, Constitution of 1901, noting that 
the act carries compensation for the service rendered. However, we wish to 
say that the result above announced would be different if no compensation 
were provided for members of the Legislature who were appointed to mem- 
bership on the council, and that provision for their actual expenses alone 
would not be treated as such compensation. 

For like reason the proposed bill, as now set up, will violate Section 280 
of the Constitution because it carries with it compensation.

I am of opinion that Section 72 of the Constitution, when interpreted in 


the light of its history and the evils it was intended to remedy, as stated by 
Justice Brickell in Smith v. Speed, 50 Ala. 276, requires an appropriation 
for a specific purpose.—State ex rel. Turner v. Henderson, Governor, 199 Ala. 
245, 74 So. 344, L. R. A. 1917F, 770. 

I am further of opinion that the effect of the enactment of the proposed 
pill into law, assuming that this may be done, is an abdication by the Legisla- 
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ture of its power over any surplus in the state treasury after meeting other 
apnropriations, and a delegation of their power to the proposed board. 
I concur in the thought expressed by the other Justices that said bill, if 
enacted, would violate Section 59 of the Constitution.

Whereas, the continued production of these desperately needed 
war materials is threatened by diminishing fuel stocks brought 
about by a shut-down of the coal mines of this state, and if such 
shut-down continues the war production program in Alabama will 
collapse, endangering the lives of many hundreds of thousands of 
our country’s soldiers and sailors and jeopardizing the security of 
this nation. 

And Whereas, this menacing situation and threatened disaster 
results from the tyrannical, high-handed and treasonable conduct 
of John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine Workers, under

To amend Sections 2, 7, 10, 11, 13, 14, 25, 26 and 27 of an act of the 
Legislature, approved September 7, 1935, entitled “AN ACT To establish an 
inferior court of record to be called the Intermediate Civil Court of Birming- 
ham; to define the jurisdiction and powers of said court and the officers 
thereof; to provide for the election or appointment of the judge, clerk and 
other officers of said court; to fix the terms or tenures of office of the officers 
of said court and provide for their salaries and compensation and the method 
of payment of same; to provide the procedure in said court and fix the meth- 
od of service of all processes therefrom; to create and designate the officials 
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to serve processes issued by said court and provide compensation therefor; to 
designate the officers of said court and define their duties and the duties of 
other officials with respect to said court; and to provide for appeals from said 
court and regulate the manner of taking same.’ 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of an act of the Legislature, approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, entitled “An Act to Establish an Inferior court of record to be 
called the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham; to define the jurisdiction 
and powers of said court and the officers thereof; to provide for the election 
or appointment of the judge, clerk and other officers of said court; to fix the 
terms or tenures of office of the officers of said court and provide for their 
salaries and compensation and the method of payment of same; to provide the 
procedure in said court and fix the method of service of all processes there- 
from; to create and designate the officials to serve processes issued by said 
court and provide compensation therefor; to designate the officers of said 
court and define their duties and the duties of other officials with respect to 
said court; and to provide for appeals from said court and regulate the manner 
of taking same,” be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 2. That the court hereby established shall be a court of Record 
and have and exercise civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of 
the peace and inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace have jurisdiction 
under the general laws of the state, concurrently with the several justices of 
the peace and inferior courts in Jefferson County, and, in addition thereto, the 
said court shall have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit court in all 
civil cases where the amount in controversy exceeds the jurisdiction of justices 
of the peace but does not exceed the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), 
provided that the court shall not have jurisdiction in tort cases other than 
actions of trespass to and detention or conversion of personal property where 
the amount in controversy exceeds Three Hundred Dollars, nor shall it have 
jurisdiction (regardless of amount in controversy) of workmen’s compensa- 
tion cases, libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature 
of ejectment. ‘Where the action is in detinue in which the plaintiff seeks to 
recover on a chattel mortgage or a conditional sale contract, the amount in 
controversy shall for the purpose of determining jurisdiction be the balance 
of the mortgage debt or purchase price as the case may be or the value of 
the Property in suit whichever may be less, and where the action is for forcible 
entry or unlawful detainer the amount in controversy shall for the purpose of 
determining jurisdiction be the amount of damages claimed. The court. shall 
have jurisdiction of proceedings for discovery of assets of judgment debtors 
and shall exercise such jurisdiction in the same manner and according to the 
same procedure and with the same powers as is provided by law with respect 
to civil judgments i in circuit courts. 

Section 2. That Section 7 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 7. That the judge of said court shall receive an annual salary of 
Five Thousand and Four Hundred Dollars (5400.00), payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the County treasury of Jefferson County. The judge of 
said court shall not during his tenure of office practice law in any of the 
courts of this state or of the United States. 

Section 3. That Section 10 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 10. That the constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, 46 and 54 
of Jefferson County and the Sheriff of Jefferson County shall be ex officio 
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officers of said court and shall execute all processes from said court and make-. 
return thereof, and shall receive the same fees as are now provided by law for 
similar services, with respect to processes issuing from the courts of justices 
of the peace in said county, but the fees of the sheriff shall be covered into 
the county treasury. All processes in cases where the amount in controversy 
is over $100.00 shall be served by the sheriff, but processes in other cases 
may be delivered by the clerk to the sheriff or to the said constables under 
such rules of the court as the judge may prescribe. Any process from said 
court, however, which under existing laws relating to service of processes 
from civil courts of inferior jurisdiction of the county may be legally served 
by constables and the sheriff of said county by registered mail may (in addi- 
tion to or alternative of other modes of service) be served by the clerk or any 
deputy clerk, such service to have the same effect as if served by the sheriff 
or constable, and for which the same fees shall be taxed, collected and paid 
into the county treasury. The processes from said court shall run to any law- 
ful officer of the state and be served or executed by the sheriff (or his duly 
authorized deputy) of the county in which such processes are to be served or 
executed, provided that this sentence shall not be construed as affecting or 
altering the service or execution of processes to be served or executed in Jef- 
ferson County. 

Section 4. That Section 11 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 11. That the clerk of said court shall issue all processes out of 
said court, approve all bonds, keep a docket of said court, certify all appeals 
and perform such other duties as are usually required of clerks of courts. 
The bailiff’s duties for said court shall also be performed by the clerk or one 
of the deputy clerks. The fees and costs that are now allowed by law to jus- 
tices of the Peace in Jefferson County, or which may hereafter be allowed 
by law in courts of justices of the peace in said county shall be taxed and 
collected and paid into the county treasury. There shall also be taxed, col- 
lected, and paid into the county treasury a suit fee in each case filed in said 
court of One Dollar ($1.00) where the amount in controversy is not over One 
Hundred Dollars, and Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) where the amount 
in controversy is more than One Hundred Dollars. Said suit fee shall not be 
imposed or collected in any ancillary proceedings, such as garnishment process, 
resulting from prior proceedings in which said suit fee has been imposed. 

Section 5. That Section 13 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 13. That executions may issue on the judgments of this court and 
revivor thereof had and actions thereon maintained in the same manner and 
for the same length of time and in accordance with the same procedure as is 
or may be provided by law with respect to judgments of the circuit court, 
provided that the scire facias to revive any judgment in said court need not 
be served for any greater length of time than is provided herein with respect 
to service of the summons, and provided further that an execution from 
said court need not have thereon an itemized statement of the bill of costs. 
The Judgments of this court shall be subject to registration in the same 
manner and in accordance with the same procedure as is or may be pro- 
vided by law for the registration of judgments of the circuit court, and the 
liens thereof shall attach and executions be issued thereon in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent and for the same length of time as is or may 
be provided by law with respect to circuit court judgments. 

Section 6. That Section 14 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
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‘Section. 14. That the summons must be issued by the clerk of the court, 
and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff or by an endorsement 
setting forth the cause of action, but a complaint shall be sufficient if it 
contains such information’.as is required by law with respect to endorse- 
ments on the summons‘of courts of justices of the peace. The summons 
must be executed by the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to serve 
process by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons with 
the cause of action endorsed thereon with the defendant which fact he must 
return with the process. No party shall be treated as in default until the 
return date of the summons nor until after the lapse of at least three days 
from date of service in cases (other than forcible entry and unlawful de- 
tainer) where the amount in controversy does not exceed One Hundred Dol- 
lars, nor in other cases (including forcible entry and unlawful detainer) until 
after the lapse of at least six days from date of service of the summons. 
All garnishments shall be answerable at or before nine o’clock A.M. of the 
return day of the writ and the court may render a conditional judgment 
against any garnishee who after proper service of the writ fails to answer 
at or before such time. No-more than three days service of any rule or 
notice to show cause why a conditional judgment should not be made final 
shall be necessary in any garnishment proceeding in this court. In all garn- 
ishment cases the garnishee must answer under oath according to the terms 
of the garnishment but the clerk need not give notice of the filing of the 
answer to either the plaintiff or defendant. The garnishee may, if required 
by the plaintiff (which request need not be in writing) be examined orally in 
the presence of the court. If the answer of the garnishee is seasonably filed 
any request by plaintiff for oral examination must be made within thirty days 
from the return date of the writ of garnishment, and in the absence of such 
request or of a contest instituted within thirty days from the said return date 
the garnishee shall be entitled to stand upon his answer as made. Service of 
any notice proper to be made by publication may be perfected by one insertion 
of the notice and after ten days from the date of publication of any such the 
party so notified and failing to appear shall be treated as in default. In all 
garnishment proceedings in said court the court may upon motion of any 
party in interest and reasonable notice to the party or parties adversely affect- 
-ed not less than three days, and whether the garnishee has answered or not 
hear and determine the right of exemption of the defendant in garnishment 
with respect to the monies or property garnished. 

Section 7. That Section 25 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution 
on all judgments rendered in said court after five days from the entry thereof 
and piace the same iii the hands of the sheriff or other officer of the court 
who shall return such execution within sixty days thereafter, said return to 
show that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or the amount 
collected, or is unable to find property of the person against whom said pro- 
cess issued out of which said execution can be satisfied in whole or in part. 
Real property may be levied on and sold under any execution from this court 
‘without motion or other proceeding in Circuit Court. 

Section 8. That Section 26 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 26. That if it shall appear to the clerk that in any case where 
an execution has been returned unsatisfied as to the cost of said cause and in 
the opinion of the clerk said cost can be collected by an alias execution the 

* clerk may issue such alias execution and may direct the sheriff or constable as 
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to what property can be levied upon to satisfy said judgment, and the clerk may . 
in such cases issue such other or further executions as may be deemed neces- 
sary to enforce payment of costs against any party liable to execution for 
costs whether plaintiff or defendant. 

Section 9. “That Section 27 of an act of the Legislature anoroved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 27. That when in any case execution against the defendant is 
returned “No property found” execution may issue against the plaintiff, in 
the name of the clerk for all costs created by him in obtaining his judgment 
or attempting to collect the same, and such other or further executions may 
be issued as may be deemed necessary. 

Notice is hereby given that Section 2 of the foregoing proposed act 
amending Section 7 of an act of the Legislature approved September 7, 1935, 
and described in the outset of Section 1 of the proposed act, may as intro- 
duced in or as passed by the Legislature, so amend Section 7 of said act of 
the Legislature approved September 7, 1935, as to provide for an annual 
salary for the judge of said Court less than the sum stated in the foregoing 
proposed act but not less than Four Thousand and zag Hundred Dollars 
($4800.00).

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Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. TEMPORARY LOANS: Tax anticipation warrants or notes 
shall be issued to cover temporary indebtedness and must mature in the 
fiscal year in which issued. The total aggregate amount of all such tempo- 
tary tax anticipation warrants or notes issued shall not be greater than forty 
(40) per cent of the annual income of the fund against which said tax 
anticipation warrants or notes are issued and must not be greater than an 
amount which can be included in the annual budget and liquidated. at ma- 
turity. The Probate Judge and other county officials shall not sign any 
warrants which represent new obligations which will be in violation of 
these provisions. 

Section 2. MATURITY OF BONDS AND WARRANTS: Bonds and 
warrants shall be used as evidence of all indebtedness which extend more 
than one year beyond the date of issue and shall be payable and subject to 
redemption as provided herein at any time not exceeding twenty years from 
the date of issue. All bonds, warrants, revenue obligations, and other evi- 
dences of indebtedness whether new obligations, or whether they be for 
refunding purposes shall mature serially in annual installments. The first 
annual installment shall be payable not more than three years after the 
date of issue and the last installment shall completely liquidate the entire 
issue.

Dear Jim:— 


May I suggest that requests for salary increases should be looked into 
carefully and some definite plan adopted for raises, if any which may be 
thought wise by the Legislature. 

As you know, the lower bracket employees are the ones who need con- 
sideration now. The Personnel Board has been recommending some raises 
for those in the lower brackets, that is, those whose monthly compensation 
does not exceed a certain level. These recommendations are based largely 
on a 10% increase over present levels. 

The guarantee of retirement benefits to any employee should, to my way 
of thinking, be considered always in fixing salaries. 

Increased costs of living and increased tax demands are incidents of the 
war. The State cannot be expected to make restitution here. 
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Incidental or makeshift addition of small duties does not justify raises in 


"Might I suggest that, in salary raising we take into consideration the 
above suggestions and make increases at this time, if the Legislature sees fit 
to make any at all, on the basis of approximately 10%. 

All increases shall be limited to the biennium ending October 1, 1945.

The maxi- 
mum amount allowable to persons traveling in the service of 
the State or any of its agencies, institutions, boards, bureaus or 
commissions for expenses other than actual expenses of traveling 
shall be their actual expenses subject to a limit or maximum of 
from three dollars to five dollars a day, the maximum or limit 
to be fixed by the Governor from time to time and to be uniform 
in operation as to all persons, while said persons traveling within 
the State. Persons traveling in the service of the state, or any 
of its agencies, institutions, boards, bureaus or commissions out- 
_ side of the State of Alabama shall be allowed their actual and 
necessary expenses provided such travel shall have first been 
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duly authorized in writing by the directing head of such depart- 
ment, agency, institution, board, bureau of commission.” 

“Section 2. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the governor or its otherwise becoming 
a law.” 


Mr. Walton offered the following substitute for the amendment 
offered by Mr. Kilborn, to the bill, to-wit: 

Amend Kilborn amendment No. 2 by adding at end of Section 
1 after the word commission, the following: 

provided that when traveling on official business for the 
state or any of its agencies or institutions, in privtaely owned 
vehicles, they shall receive five cents per mile. 


Said bill, H. 495, and pending amendments, were re-referred to 
the Standing Committee on Judiciary, on motion of Mr. Henderson. 


BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The bill: 

8. 205. To propose to amend Section 194% of the Constitution 
of Alabama so that as amended said Section shall read as follows: 
“Section 19414. No person who honorably served in the Military 
Service of the United States between January 1, 1917, and Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, and after December 7, 1941, or at any time, past or 
present or future, when the United States was, is or shall be at war 
with any foreign state, shall be required after the beginning of 
such service to pay the Poll Tax specified in the Constitution of 
Alabama as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in Alabama; 
but, on the contrary, every such person shall be exempt from the 
payment of all Poll Taxes which have theretofore accrued and have 
not been paid or which may thereafter acrue; provided, however, 
that if any such person is discharged dishonorably from said serv- 
ice, the exemption herein provided is forfeited, and such dishonora- 
bly discharged person, as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting 
in Alabama thereafter, must pay the Poll Tax specified in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama as if such person had never been in such serv- 
ice. The term “Military Service” as used in this Act shall mean 
service by any person in the armed forces of the Untied States. The 
United States shall not be deemed at war with a foreign state within 
the meaning of this Section at a time when an armistice exists be- 
tween the United States and the foreign state. The Judge of Pro- 
bate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a person exempt 
from the payment of Poll Tax by reason of this Section under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Governor. This 
Section shall be self-executing and retroative; but the Legislature 
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is authorized to enact laws designed to carry out the purposes of 
this Section;” and to order an election by the qualified electors of 
the state upon such proposed amendment to be held on the date of 
the holding of the next general election held after the final adjourn- 
ment of the present session of the Legislature. 


Was read a third time at length as required by the Constitution 
and passed and ordered sent forthwith to the House without en- 
grossment.

The term “military service” as used in this section 
includes service in the army otf the United States, the United 
States Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps, the Women’s Appointed Volunteer Emer- 
gency Service, and the Women’s Reserve of the United States 
Navy. The United States shall not be deemed at war with a 
foreign state within the meaning of this section at a time when an 
armistice exists between the United States and the foreign state. 
The Judge of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a 
person exempt from the payment of poll tax by reason of this sec- 
tion under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Governor. This section shall be self-executing and retrocative; but 
the Legislature is authorized to enact laws designed to carry out

OPINION OF THE SUPREME COURT 


THE STATE OF ALABAMA—JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 
THE SUPREME COURT OF ALABAMA 
OCTOBER TERM, 1942-43 


To the Senate of Alabama, 
Montgomery. 


Sirs: 

In response to your inquiry of June 7th, 1943, relative to Senate Bill No. 
330, which authorizes the investment in United States Government Bonds 
of funds held in trust pursuant to the provisions of the Income Tax Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama (Article XXII, Amendment No. XXV) 
for the payment of State of Alabama Refunding Bonds dated July 1, 1935, we 
submit the following: 

We note that Article XXII, Constitution, ordains that “all income de- 
rived from such tax (Income Tax) shall be held in trust for the payment 
of the floating debt of Alabama, until all debts on October 1, 1932, are paid 
and thereafter used exclusively for the reduction of State ad valorem taxes.” 
And in Article XXIII, “To create a sinking fund for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the floating indebtedness of the State and interest thereon, the 
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net proceeds of any income tax which may be levied by the Legislature pur- 
suant to law is hereby pledged.” The floating indebtedness was by it also 
validated. The two articles are companion features and were submitted and 
approved at the same time—In re. Opinions of Justices, 273 Ala. 286, 186 
So. 485. 

We held in an advisory opinion, 237 Ala. 276, 186 So. 484, that no part 
of the income tax revenue could be loaned to county and city boards of 
education repayable “if and when the unloaned funds of said sinking fund 
are insufficient to pay the maturing principal and interest in any year on 
refunding bonds issued pursuant” to an act of the legislature. 

Such a fund cannot be diverted through the guise of an investment in 
State securities of a sort different from those for which it was pledged. See, 
Graham v. Horton, 6 Kan. 343. Nor can the legislature use any part of it to 
reimburse the county boards of education for moneys due them by the state 
for trust fund moneys collected under sections 256 to 260, Constitution, and 
-not disbursed to them.—In re: Opinion of Justices, 237 Ala. 386, 186 So. 485. 

Such funds can only be applied to the payment of the State obligations 
and purposes declared in Articles XXII and XXIII, supra. But it is not im- 
portant that the method of doing so shall be by any standard formula, if the 
purpose declared in thet Constitution is carried into effect.—In re: Opinions 
of Justices, 237 Ala. 382, 186 So. 724. 

The provision for using the surplus to reduce the ad valorem taxes is not 
‘self executing—In re: Opinions of Justices, 237 Ala. 671, 188 So. 899; ib. 241 
Ala. 416, 3 So. (2d) 50. 

We have under consideration the State as trustee of a fund created by 
authority of the Constitution, which must be applied to certain purposes and 
none other. This requirement is precise and exacting and cannot by any 
method be circumvented. But there is nothing in the Constitution as to 
the form in which the fund shall be maintained in the State Treasury or 
whether shall it be invested so as to earn an income during the period of its 
inactivity. The State is made an expres strustee of the fund.—Article XXII, 
supra. 

By Section 74, Constitution, the legislature is prohibited from authorizing 
the investment of any trust fund by executors, administrators, guardian or 
other trustees, in bonds or stock of any private corporation. 

The Legislature has undertaken to prescribe the power of trustees in 
making investments, of course, subject to section 74, spura.—Title 58, {47 to 
55, Code of 1940; White v. White, 230 Ala. 641, 162 So. 368. This power 
specifically includes investments in bonds of the United States. And such an 
investment is uniformly regarded as a safe and proper one.—65 C. J. 800, § 677. 

The general rule is well settled that where trust money cannot be applied 
either immediately or within a short time to the purposes of the trust it is the 
duty of the trustee to make the fund productive by investment of it in some 
proper security —65 C. J. 795, { 672. 

In Ex parte Selma and Gulf R. R. Co., 46 Ala. 423, the court was dealing 
with a fund created by an Act of Congress, in which the state was a trustee 
to be used for making public roads, canals, and improving navigation of 
rivers, called the three per cent fund. 

This principle has been in substance approved in this Sttae as applicable 
when the State is itself a trustee of funds held for a certain purpose.—Ex parte 
Selma and Gulf Railroad Co., 46 Ala. 423. 

But the State cannot now “lend money or its credit to any individual, 
association ‘or corporation.”——-Sections 23 and 93 (see Amendments 1 and 12), 

_ Constitution. 

; We think that we should eliminate as investments for State funds held 
in trust under the Income Tax Amendment (Articles XXII and XXIII, 
Constitution, supra), (1) any State of Alabama securities other than those 
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for which the fund is pledged and held as security; (2) loans to. any private 
individual, association or corporation; (3) bonds or stock of any private 
corporation. But this does not exclude bonds of the United States as a 
proper form of investment. The faith and credit of the United States is the 
foundation of all money values within its territory. If that is discredited, we 
have no financial security of any sort. 

When the State has in its custody funds held in trust for certain purposes 
which cannot be aplied to the purposes within a reasonably short time, with 
no prohibition to the contrary, we do not think the policy manifested by our 
Constitution in any of its features would prohibit the Legislature from author- 
izing and providing for an investment of them in the bonds of the United 
States of such description and bearing such interest and payable as may be 
selected pursuant to legislative authority, and held in trust until they are 
needed for the trust requirements, and then sold for that purpose. 

It must be clearly understood that the income from such investments 
must be held in trust on the same terms and for the same purposes as is the 
principal. 

We, therefore, wish to say in response to your inquiry, supra, that, in our 
opinion, the the proposed act will not violate Article XXII or XXIII; nor 
‘conflict with the Act of April 17, 1933 (General and Local Acts 1933, page 
i189), which is supplementary to Article XXIII (the McDaniel Amendment 
[General and Local Acts of 1933, page 196]); nor does it seem to be in con- 
flict with the Act of February 8, 1935 (Acts 1935, page 118), in which pro- 
vision is also made for authority to invest the surplus income tax fund in the 
bonds for which the fund is picdged as security.

to repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama, 
1940, and to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
herewith, 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1.. That Section 185, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 185—“Employer,” as used in this chapter, means: 

“A. Any employing unit which on each of some twenty days 
during the current or preceding calendar year, each day being in 
a different calendar week, employed in employment for some 
portion of the day (whether or not at the same moment of time) 
eight or more employees, provided, that such employment in a 
calendar year shall make a newly subject employer subject for 
all purposes as of January 1 of the calendar year in which such 
employment occurs. 
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“B. Any employing unit which, having become an employer 
under this chapter, has not under sections 224, 225 of this title, 
ceased to be an employer subject to this chapter; or 

“C. For the effective period of its election pursuant to sec- 
tion 225 hereof any other employing unit which has elected to 
become fully subject to this chapter. 

“D. Any employing unit (whether or not an employing unit 
at the time of the acquisition) which acquires the organization, 
trade or business, or substantially alJ the assets thereof, of another 
which at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject 
to this chapter; or which acquires a part of the organization, 
trade or business of another which at the time of such acquisition 
was an employer subject to this act, provided such part would 
have been an employer under paragraph A of this section if such 
part had constituted its entire organization, trade or business.”

shall not include; 

“A. That part of the remuneration which, after the remunera- 
tion equal to three thousand dollars has been paid to an individual 
by an employer with respect to employment during any calendar 
year, is paid to such individual by such employer with respect 
to employment during such calendar year; 
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“B. The amount of any payment made to, or on behalf of, an 
employee under a plan or system established by an employer 
which makes provisions for his employees generally or for a 
class or classes of his employees (including any amount paid by 
an employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund, to pro- 
vide for any such payment), on account of retirement, or sick- 
ness or accident disability, or medical and hospitalization ex; 
penses in connection with sickness or accident disability, or 
death, provided the employee has not the option to receive, in- 
stead of provision for such death benefit, or any part of such 
payment or, if such death benefit is insured, any part of the 
premiums (or contributions to premiums) paid by his employer, 
and has not the right, under the provisions of the plan or system

“E. Gratuities received by an individual from persons other 
than his employing unit.” 

Section 4. That Section 204, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 204. Experience rating; rates and contributions. 

“(A) For the twelve month period beginning on the first 
day of April, 1941, and each twelve month period beginning on the 
first day of April thereafter, the contribution rates of each em- 
ployer who has had experience with respect to unemployment 
under the Alabama unemployment cmopensation law during not 
less than the three consecutive calendar years immediately pre- 
ceeding any such first day of April and of his employees shall be 
determined by the unemployment compensation fund’s maximum 
liability for benefits to his employees who have received benefits, 
modified by the state experience as to average duration of bene- 
fit payments as provided herein. 

“(B) The employee’s benefit wages shall be determined as 
follows: (1) When in any benefit year an employee was first 
paid benefits after December 31, 1937, and before July 1, 1943, for 
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total or partial unemployment, hih wages for employment after 
December 1, 1936, during the then base period as defined for 
such benefit year by the Alabama Unemployment Compensation 
Law in effect with respect to such benefit year and with respect to 
which benefits were then paid, shall be the employee’s benefit 
wages. 

(2) When, in any benefit year during which an employee 
has not been paid any benefits prior to July 1, 1943, such em- 
ployee is paid benefits after June 30, 1943, for the second com- 
pensable week of total or partial unemployment, his wages dur- 
ing his base period shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(3) As to any employee who is a ‘maritime worker’ wages 
of such employee during a base period shall be multiplied by a 
fraction, the numerator of which is his average quarterly earn- 
ings in his base period and the denominator of which is his 
highest of any quarter in his base period. 

(4) When in the determination of an employee’s benefit 
wages, wages have been included once in an employee’s benefit 
wages for one benefit year or in an employee’s wages for one 


in his benefit wages for any other benefit year or in his wages 
for any other base period respectively. 

“(C) The employer’s benefit wages for a given calendar year 
shall be the total of the benefit wages received from him by all 
of his employees or former employees who receive their first 
benefit payment of a given benefit year in such calendar year. 
The director shall analyze the benefit payments made in and 
the employee and the employer benefit wages for the calendar 
years 1938, 1939 and 1940, and for each calendar year thereafter 
and determine each employer’s benefit wages for all such calendar 
years respectively. 

“(D) The benefit wage percentage of each employer for a 
given calendar year shall be a percentage determined by dividing 
the total of his benefit wages for the three most recent preceding 
calendar years by that part of his total taxable pay roll for the 
same three years, with respect to which contributions have been 
paid on or before February fifteen of the calendar year for which 
the benefit wage percentage is being determined. 

“(E) From the total amount of benefits paid from the unem- 
ployment compensation fund during each calendar year there 
shall be subtracted all amounts credited to the fund during each 
such calendar year other than employer’s and employee’s con- 
tributions, and the remainder shall be termed the ‘amount re- 
qunred for the fund’ for each such calendar year. The ‘state ex-

perience factor’ for each calendar year shall be a percentage 
determined by dividing the total of the amounts required for the 
fund for the three most recent calendar years by the state-wide 
total of benefit wages of all employers for three most recent 
calendar years and by adjusting to the next higher multiple of 
one per cent (1%). The state experience factor shall be determin- 
ed annually prior to the fifteenth day of March of the calendar 
year for which the determination is made. 

“(F) The contribution rates for each employer and his em- 
ployees effective for each twelve month period beginning with 
the first day of April of each year as provided in subsection (A) 
of this section shall be determined by the director and the 
director shall notify each such employer of the state experience 
factor, his benefit wage percentage, his contribution rate and his em- 
ployee’s contribution rate not less than fifteen days before each 
such first day of April. Such contribution rates shall be deter- 
mined from the following table and shall be the rates, as indi- 
cated for employers and employees respectively, appearing at 
the bottom of the lowest numbered column in which there ap- 
pears, on the same horizontal line in which is found in the column” 
headed ‘state experience factor,’ the state experience factor for 
the then calendar year, a percentage equal to or in excess of such 
employer’s. benefit wage percentage for the then calendar year. 
If no percentage equal to or in excess of such benefit wage per- 
centage appears on said horizontal line the employer’s contribu- 
tion rate shall be two and seven-tenths per cent, and the con- 
tribution rate of the employees of the said employer shall be one 
per cent, 
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“(G) Contribution rates for each employer and his employees 
determined pursuant to subsection (F) of this section, shall never- 
theless be subject to increase as hereinafter provided. 

“(1) The ‘benefits-pay roll ratio’ of the state for each calendar 
year shall be determined by dividing the total of benefits paid 
from the unemployment compensation fund within such year 
by the state-wide total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which 
contributions have been paid on or before February fifteenth of 
such year) of all employers for the calendar year immediately 
preceding the calendar year within which such benefits have been 
paid, and by adjusting the quotient to the nearest multiple of one- 
thousandth, 

“(2) The ‘minimum normal amount’ of the unemployment com- 
pensation fund for each calendar year shall be one and one-half 
times the total amount determined by multiplying the highest 
state-wide total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which con- 
tributions have been paid on or before February fifteenth of such 
year) of all employers for any of the three most recent preceding 
calendar years by the highest benefits-pay roll ration for any of 
the ten most recent preceding calendar years. 

“(3) Whenever at the end of any calendar year the benefits 
paid from the unemployment compensation fund within the three 
year period including and ended with said calendar year and the 
contributions paid within such three year period have been in 
such amounts that the fund becomes greater than the minimum 
normal amount for the calendar year immediately succeeding such 
three year period, the director shall on or before March fifteenth 
of said immediately succeeding calendar year so declare, and effect- 
ive for the twelve month period beginning with the first day of 
April of said immediately succeeding calendar year the contribu- 
tion rates of each employer and his employees shall be determined 
by the director from the table in subsection (F) of this section on 
the basis of each employer’s benefit wage percentage for the said 
immediately succeeding calendar year and the state experience 
factor as determined for the said immediately succeeding calendar 
year as. provided in subsection (E) of this section. 

“(4) If at the end of any calendar year after December 21, 1940, 
the benefits paid from the unemployment compensation fund with- 
in the three year period including and ended with said calendar 
year and the contributions paid within such three year period have 
been in such amounts that the fund becomes less than the minimum 
normal amount for the calendar year immedately succeeding such 
three year period, the director shall on or before March fifteenth 
of said immediately succeeding calendar year so declare. To be 
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effective for the twelve month period beginning with the first day 
of April of said immediately succeeding calendar year, the con- 
tribution rates for each employer and his employees shall be 
determined by the director from the table in subsection (F) of 
this section on the basis of each employer’s wage percentage for the 
said immediately succeeding calendar year and an increased 
state experience factor to be computed by multiplying the state 
experience factor for the said immediately succeeding calendar 
year by two. 

“(5) The director shall notify each employer of each declara- 
tion and change in state experience factor and of his benefit wage 
percentage, his contribution rate, and his employee’s contribution 
rate not less than fifteen days before each such first day of April. 

“(6) (a) ‘Excess wages’ shall.mean that portion of an employ- 
er’s total taxable payroll in any twelve month period beginning 
with the first day of April of any year, which is in excess of the 
greater of either (1), the average of the total taxable payrolls of 
such employer for the last four consecutive calendar years im- 
mediately preceding the beginning of any such twelve month 
period; or (2), two hundred percent (200%) of the average of the 
total taxable payrolls of such employer for the first two of the 
last four consecutive calendar years immediately preceding the be- 
ginning of any such twelve month period; provided, however, that 
no portion of the first hundred thousand dollars of any employer’s 
total taxable payroll in any such twelve months period shall be 
determined to be excess wages within the meaning of this section. 

“(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of the foregoing sub- 
sections of this section, and effective for each twelve month period 
beginning with the first day of April, 1943, and of each year there- 
after to and including the twelve month period ending March 31, 
1946, the contribution rate for each employer as to excess wages 
with respect to employment paid after June 30, 1943, and before 
April 1, 1946, shall be two and seventy one-hundredths per cent of 
such excess wages paid. 

“(c) For each twelve month period beginning with the first 
day of April of the year 1943 and of each year thereafter, each 
employer shall keep and maintain an accumulative record of the 
total of wages with respect to employment paid by him during 
such period and when for any payroll period in any such twelve 
month period an employer at any time after June 30, 1948, and 
before April 1, 1946, first pays excess wages, such employer shall 
within fifteen days after the ending date of the first such complet- 
ed payroll period for which excess wages are so paid notify the 
director by registered mail of the ending date of such first com- 
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pleted payroll period with respect to which he so paid excess 
wages. 

“(d) Not less than fifteen days before July 1, 1943, and not 
less than fifteen days before the first day of April of each year 
thereafter to and including the first day of April, 1945, the director 
shall notify each employer, for whom the contribution rate ef- 
fective on the first day of April of such year is less than two and 
seventy one-hundredths per cent, the amount of wages which as 
to such employer will be taxable at such reduced rate (wages in 
excess of which will be excess wages). 

“(H) Any employer may apply to the director for and shall 
be entitled to a review as to the determination of his bentfit wage 
percentage, his contribution rate as fixed by his benefit wage per- 
centage, and the amount of wages which, as to such employer, will 
be taxable at such reduced rate (wages in excess of which will 
be excess wages), provided such application is filed within sixty 
days of the date of the mailing by the director to the employer of 
the notice of such determination. Pending such review such em- 
ployer shall withhold and transmit employee contributions and 
make all contribution payments otherwise required by this chapter, 
at contribution rates fixed by the determination sought to be 
reviewed; and resulting overpayments or underpayments of contri- 
butions by the employer, shall, upon any redetermination, be 
adjusted or refunded pursuant to Section 243 of this title. Any 
employer may within thirty days after the date of the mailing by 
the director to such employer of notice of the ruling of the director 
upon such application for review appeal such ruling to the circuit 
court of any county wherein the employer is engaged in doing 
business, upon such terms and upon giving such security for costs 
as the court may upon application prescribe; trial in that court 
shall be de novo with respect to his benefit wage percentage. 
Any redetermination of benefit wage percentage, whether by the 
director or the court on appeal, shall not be effective as to an 
employee contribution rate before the calendar quarter first be- 
ginning after such redetermination. 

“(I) For the purpose of this section, an employer’s benefit 
wages and that part of his total taxable pay roll with respect to 
which contributions have been paid shall be deemed benefit wages 
of a successor employer and that part of the pay roll of such 
successor employer with respect to which contributions have been 
paid, and shall be taken into account in determining the contribu- 
tion rate of such successor employer and his employees, as provid- 
ed in subsection (F) of this section, if such successor succeeds the 
employer by reason of (a) a statutory merger or consolidation, or 
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(b) a transfer by a corporation of all or a part of its assets to 
another corporation if immediately after the transfer the transferor 
or its share-holders or both are in control of the corporation to 
which the assets are transferred, or (c) a recapitalization, or (d) 
an incorporation, dissolution or other mere change in identity, 
torm or place of organization, however effected. 

“(J) Inthe event that the Social Security Board of the United 
States or its successor, fails to certify, for any year, the law of 
Alabama to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States. 
as provided in Section 1602 (b) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
the United States, as amended, or as the same may be amended, 
the contribution rate of each employer and of his employees for 
such year shall be as provided in sections 201 and 202 of this 
title, provided that in such event an employer shall be deemed to 
have discharged his duty as to withholding and transmitting ad- 
ditional amounts so required of his employees for such year if 
he withholds and transmits to the fund such additional amounts 
from each of his employees who were in his employ during such 
year and to whom, within two months after the date of the ruling 
of the Social Security Board on such question ot certification, he 
pays wages, such additional amounts not to exceed the wages so 
paid. 

section 5. That Section 209, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

‘Section 209. Duration of benefits. Any otherwise eligible 
individual shall be entitled during any benefit year to a total 
amount of benefits equal to whichever is the lesser of twenty 
times his weekly benefit amount, and one-third of the wages 
earned by him for insured work during his base period; provided 
that such total amount of benefits, if not a multiple of one dollar, 
shall be computed to the nearest multiple of one dollar. For the 
purposes of this article, wages shall be counted as ‘wages for in- 
sured work” for benefit purposes with respect to any benefit year 
only if such wages were earned in the base period immediately 
preceding such benefit year. In determining an individual’s bene- 
iit rights, remuneration payable but unpaid to such individual 
shall to the extent that regulations promulgated by the director 
prescribe, be deemed to be ‘wages paid’ to such individual.” 

Section 6. That Section 212, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 212. Benefits after Termination of Military Service. 
-—A. The term ‘military service’ as used in this section means 
active service during the present war and twelve months after the 
conclusion of the present..war, in the army, navy, marine corps, or 
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coast guard of the United States, or of the air corps thereof, or 
of any component or auxiliary unit thereof, the members of which 
are subject to and under military law. For the purpose of this sub- 
section the date of conclusion of the present war shall be determin- 
ed by proclamation of the Governor of Alabama. 

“B, Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, 
(1) the base period for any individual who was inducted into the 
military service of the United States in active status after July 
1, 1940, and who had not established his benefit year prior to 
such induction shall be calculated by excluding all calendar quar- 
ters during any part of which the individual was in active status 
in such military service; (2) the benefit year of any individual who 
was inducted into the military service of the United States in active 
status after July 1, 1940, which benefit year shall have been 
established prior to such individual’s induction into such military 
service, shall be calculated by excluding all calendar weeks during 
any part of which the individual was in active status in such 
military service. 

“C. Wages paid to any individual prior to such military serv- 
ice and which have not, prior to such military service, been deter- 
mined to be benefit wages, shall not after such military service 
be determined to be employer’s or employee’s benefit wages for 
the purpose of the experience rating provisions of Section 204 of 
this title. 

“D. No disqualification for benefits shall be applied to any 
individual because he voluntarily left his work to enter military 
service. 

“FE. If under an act of Congress cash allowances or payments 
are provided by the United States for persons who have completed 
a period of military service, payable to them with respect to any 
period of time subsequent to such military service, the benefits to 
which such person might otherwise be entitled during any bene- 
fit year as determined under this chapter, shall be reduced by the 
amount of such cash allowances or payments paid within such 
benefit year.” 

Section 7. That Section 213, Title of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 213. Benefit Eligibility Conditions. An unemployed 
individual shall be eligible to receive benefits with respect to any 
week only if the director finds that— 

“A. He has made a claim for benefits with respect to such 
week in accordance with such regulations as the director may 
prescribe. 
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“B. He has registered for work at, and thereafter continued to 
report at, an employment office in accordance with such regulations 
as the director may prescribe, except that the director may, by 
regulation waive, or alter either or both of the requirements of 
this section as to individuals attached to regular jobs and as to 
such other type of cases or situations with respect to which he 
finds that compliance with such requirements would be oppressive, 
or would be inconsistent with the purposes of this chapter. 

“C. He is physically and mentally able to perform work of a 
character which he is qualified to perform by past experience 
or training, and he is available for such work either at a locality 
at which he earned wages for insured work during his base period 
or at a locality where it may reasonably be expected that such 
work may be available. 

A woman shall be presumed not to be able to work and not 
available for work if she quits or is required to terminate her 
employment because of pregnancy, provided, in any event, that 
no woman shall be deemed to be able to work and available for 
work for any week during the three month period immediately 
before the expected birth of her child, aud for any week during the 
three month period immediately following the birth of her child, in 
either of which cases the director may require the production of 
doctor’s certificates to establish such dates. 

“D. He has been totally unemployed for a waiting period of 
one week (and for the purposes of this section two weeks of partial 
unemployment, whether or not consecutive, shall be deemed to 
be equivalent to one week of total unemployment) which waiting 
period shall have occurred during the period of thirteen (13) 
consecutive weeks immediately preceding any week with respect 
to which the individual is otherwise eligible for benefits as provid- 
ed in Articles 4 and 5 of this chapter, provided that this require- 
ment shall not interrupt the payment of benefits for consecutive 
weeks of unemployment. No week shall be counted as a week of 
unemployment for the purposes of this subsection ;— 

(1) If benefits have been paid with respect thereto. 

(2) Unless the individual was otherwise eligible for benefits 
with respect thereto as provided in Artciles 4 and 5 of this chapter, 

“E. He has during his base period earned wages for insured 
work equal to not less than the amount appearing in column ‘C’ 
of the table in Section 207 of this title, on the same horizontal line 
on which in column ‘B’ of that table appears his weekly benefit 
amount. 

“F. During the three weeks immediately preceding the week 
of unemployment the individual has worked less than one hundred 
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and sixty hours in employment and has earned total wages with 
respect to employment less than one hundred and twenty dollars.” 

Section 8. That Section 214, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 214. Disqualification for benefits. An individual 
shall be disqualified for benefits for total or partial unemploy- 
ment :— 

“A. For any week in which his total or partial unemployment 
is directly due to a labor dispute still in active progress in the 
establishment in which he is or was last employed; for the purposes 
of this section only, the term ‘labor dispute’ includes any contro- 
versy concerning terms, tenure or conditions of employment, or 
concerning the association or representation of persons in negotiat- 
ing, fixing, maintaining, changing, or seeking to arrange terms 
or conditions of employment, regardless of whether the disputants 
stand in the proximate relation of employer and employee. This 
definition shall not relate to a dispute between an individual work- 
er and his employer. 

“B. If he has left his work voluntarily without good cause 
connected with such work. 

“C. (1) If he has been discharged or removed from his work 
for a dishonest or criminal act committed in connection with his 
work or materially affecting his work or for an act endangering 
the safety of others or for actual or threatened deliberate mis- 
conduct. 

(2) For the week in which he has been discharged for mis- 
conduct connected with his work (other than acts mentioned in 
Subsection (1) of this subsection) and for not less than the three 
nor more than the six next following weeks as determined by 
the director in each case according to the seriousness of the con- 
duct. 

(3) For the week or weeks (not to exceed four weeks) in 
which or for which he has been suspended as a disciplinary meas- 
ure connected with his work, or for misconduct connected with 
his work. 

“D. (1) When an individual is disqualified for benefits under 
‘Subsections B or C (1) of this section, he shall not thereafter be 
entitled to any benefits under this chapter on account of wages paid 
to him before such disqualification by the employer by whom he 
was employed at the time of the happening for which he is so 
disqualified, and, provided further, that for the purposes of the 
experience rating provisions of Section 204 of this title no portion 
of such wages shall be determined to be employee’s or employer’s 
benefit wages for any benefit year or base period. 
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(2) When an individual is diqualified for benefits under Sub- 
sections C (2), C (3) and E of this section the total amount of 
benefits to which he may otherwise be entitled as determined in 
accordance with Section 209 of this title shall be reduced by an 
amount equal to the product of the number of weeks for which 
he shall be disqualified under Subsections C (2), C (3) and E of 
this section multiplied by his weekly benefit amount. 

“FE If he fails, without good cause, either to apply for or to 
accept available suitable work or to return to his customary self- 
employment when so directed by the director, or when he is noti- 
fied of suitable work or it is offered him through a state em- 
ployment office or the United States Employment Service, or 
directly or by written notice or offer to any such employment of- 
fice or employment service by an employer by whom the individ- 
ual was formerly employed. Such disqualification shall continue 
until the individual has accepted employment and has earned wages 
in such employment amounting to twenty times the individual’s 
weekly benefit amuont (or the equivalent thereof, as determined 
by the director if the individual has returned to his customary 
self-employment). 

(1) In determining whether or not any work is suitable for 
an individual, the director shall consider the degree of risk involved 
to his health, safety, and morals, his physical fitness, and prior 
training, his experience and prior earnings, his length of unemploy- 
ment and prospects for securing local work in his customary oc- 
cupation, and the distance of the available work from his residence; 
provided that no work or employment shall be deemed unsuit- 
able because of its distance from the individual’s residence, if 
such work or employment is in the same or substantially the same 
locality as was his last previous regular place of employment and 
if the employee left such employment voluntarily without good 
cause connected with such employment. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, no 
work shall be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied 
under this chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for re- 
fusing to accept new work under any of the following conditions: 

(a) If the position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, 
lock out, or other labor dispute; 

(b) If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the work offer- 
ed are substantially less favorable to the individual than those 
prevailing for similar work in the locality ; 

(c) If as a condition of being employed the individual would 
be required to join a company union, or to resign from or refrain 
from joining any bona fide labor organization. 
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“F. For any week with respect to which he is receiving or 
has received remuneration in the form of wages in lieu of notice, 
or a dismissal or separation allowance. 

G. “For any week with respect to which or a part of which he 
has received or is seeking unemployment benefits under this chap- 
ter of any other state or of the United States; provided, that if 
the appropriate agency of such other state or of the United States 
finally determines that he is not entitled to such unemployment 
benefits this disqualification shall not apply. 

“H. For any week with respect to which he has received 
or is receiving any payment by way of compensation for the loss 
of wages through an employee pension plan; provided, however, 
that if such remuneration is less than the benefits which would 
otherwise be due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive 
for such week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the amount 
of such remuneration. 

“T. If he has left his most recent work for the purpose of 
attending or if he is a student regularly attending an established 
educational institution during the school term or customary vaca- 
tion periods within the school term. 

“J. In any week with respect to which he has received or is 
receiving remuneration in the form of 

(1) Compensation under the Workmen’s Compensation Law 
of Alabama or of any other state or under a similar law of the 
United States; 

(2) Payments in the form of a primary insurance benefit 
under Title II of the Social Security Act, as amended, or similar 
payments under any Act of Congress or the law of any state. 

Provided that if such Workmen’s Compensation or primary 
insurance payments are less than the benefits which would other- 
wise be due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive for 
such week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the amount of 
such payments. 

“K. For any week that such individual is engaged or em- 
ployed by the Works Progress Administration, the National Youth 
Administration, or any Federal or State unit, agency or instru- 
mentality in charge of public works, assistance through public em- 
ployment, or work relief. 

“LI, For any week in which he is self-employed.” 

Section 9. That Section 216 of Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 216. Determinations—A. In general. A determina- 
tion upon a claim filed pursuant to Section 215 shall be made 
promptly by an examiner designated by the director, and shall 
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include a statement as to whether and in what amount a claimant 
is entitled to benefits and, in the event of denial shall state the 
reasons therefor, or shall refer such claim or any question involved 
therein to an Appeals Tribunal, who shall make this decision with 
respect thereto, in accordance with the proceeding prescribed in 
Section 217 of this title, except that in any case in which the pay- 
ment or denial of benefits will be determined by the provisions of 
Subsection 214 A of this chapter, the examiner shall promptly 
transmit his full findings of fact with respect to that subsection to 
the director, who, on the basis of the evidence submitted and such 
additional evidence as he may acquire shall affirm, modify or set 
aside such findings of fact and transmit to the examiner a decision 
upon the issue involved under that subsection, which shall be 
deemed to be the decision of the examiner. A determination with 
respect to the first week of a benefit year shall also include a state- 
ment as to whether the claimant has been paid the wages specified 
under Subsection 213 E of this chapter, and if so, the first day of 
the benefit year, his weekly benefit amount and the maximum 
total amount of benefits payable to him with respect to a benefit 
year. 

“B, Redeterminations. The director may reconsider a deter- 
mination whenever he finds that an error in wages, computation or 
identify has occurred in connection therewith, or that the amount 
of benefits was fixed on the basis of misrepresentations of fact, 
but no such redetermination shall be made after the expiration of 
the benefit year within which the claim was filed. Notice of any 
such redetermination shall be promptly given to the parties en- 
titled to notice of the original determination in the manner pre- 
scribed in this section with respect to notice of an original deter- 
mination. If the amount of benefits is increased upon such re- 
determination an appeal therefrom solely with respect to the 
matters involved in such increase may be filed in the manner and 
subject to the limitations provided in Section 217 of this chapter. 
If the amount of benefits is decreased upon such redetermination, 
the matters involved in such decrease shall be subject to review in 
connection with an appeal by claimant from any redetermination 
upon a subsequent claim for benefits which may be affected in 
amount or duration by such redetermination. Subject to the same 
limitations and for the same reasons, the director may reconsider 
a determination in any case in which the final decision has been 
rendered by an Appeals Tribunal, the Board of Appeals or a court, 
and may apply to the body or court which rendered such final 
decision for a rehearing thereon. 

In the event that an appeal involving an original determination 
is pending as of the date a redetermination thereof is issued, such 
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appeal, unless withdrawn, shall be treated as an appeal from such 
redetermination. 

“C. Notice of Determination. Notice of any determination or 
any decision upon a claim shall be promptly given to the claimant, 
the claimant’s last employing unit, and every employer of claimant 
in claimant’s base period by delivery thereof or by mailing such 
notices to their last known addresses. 

“DP. Finality of Determinations. Unless any party to whom 
notice is required to be given shall, within seven calendar days 
after delivery of such notice or within ten calendar days after such 
notice was mailed to his last known address, file an appeal from 
such decision, such decision shall be deemed final. If an apepal is 
duly filed, disputed benefits with respect to the period after the 
filing of such appeal and prior to the final decisions on the appeal 
shall be paid only after such final decision. In the event the final 
decision denies the payment of benefits, any benefits which may 
have been paid with respect to an appealed claim prior to the 
filing of the appeal shall not be deemed paid benefits for the pur- 
poses of the determination of employee’s and employer’s benefit 
wages under the experience rating provisions under Section 204 of 
this title.” 

Section 10. That Section 224 of Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 224. Period and termination of employer’s coverage. 
—Except as otherwise provided in Section 225 of this chapter, an 
employer shall cease to be an employer subject to this chapter only 
as of the first day of January of any calendar year if he has not 
on each of some twenty calendar days, each day being in a dif- 
ferent calendar week in the last completed calendar year employ- 
ed eight or more individuals in employment subject to this chapter. 
Any employing unit which is or becomes an employer subject to 
this chapter within any calendar year shall be an employer sub- 
ject to this chapter during the whole of such calendar year.” 

Section 11. That Section 225 of Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 225. Employer’e election—-Any employing unit not 
otherwise subject to this chapter, which files with the director his 
or its written election to become an employer subject hereto for 
not less than two calendar years, shall, with the written approval 
of such election by the director become an employer subject here- 
to to the same extent as other employers, as of the date stated 
in such application, except that if during the calendar year in 
which such election is filed, the employer has eight or more em- 
ployees in employment subject to this chapter on each of some 
twenty days, each day being in a different calendar week in that 
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year, an employer shall be liable for employer contributions based 
on all wages paid by him since January 1st of that calendar year. 
Such employer shall cease to be subject to this chapter as of 
January 1st of any calendar year subsequent to such two calendar 
years if he has not on each of some twenty days, each day being in 
a different calendar week in the last completed calendar year, 
employed eight or more individuals in employment subject to this 
chapter.” 

Section 12. Amend Section 227, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama so as to read as follows: 

“Section 22%. Duties and powers of the director.—It shall be 
the duty of the director to administer this chapter; and he shall 
have power and authority to adopt, amend, or rescind such lawful 
rules and regulations, to emloy such persons, make such expendi- 
tures, require such reports, make such investigations, and take 
such other action as may be necessary or suitable to that end. The 
director shall determine his own organization and methods of pro- 
cedure in accordance with the provisions of this chapter and the 
industrial relations law. Annually the director shall submit to the 
governor a summary repori coveiiiig the adiministration and opera- 
tion of this chapter during the preceding fiscal year, and make 
such recommendations as he deems proper. Whenever the director 
believes that a change in contribution or benefit rates will become 
necessary to protect the solvency of the fund, he shall at once in- 
form the governor and the legislature thereof, and make recom- 
mendations accordingly. The director shall fully cooperate with 
the agencies of other states, and shall make every proper effort 
within his means, to oppose and prevent any action which would 
in his judgment tend to effect complete or substantial federalization 
of state unemployment compensation funds or state employment 
security programs.” 

Section 13. Amend Section 233, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama so as to read as follows: 

“Section 233. Records and reports.——Every employing unit 
shall keep true and accurate work records containing such in- 
formation as is necessary for the administration of this chapter. 
Such records shall be open to inspection and be subject to being 
copied by the director or his authorized representatives at any 
reasonable time and as often as may be necessary. The director, an 
appeals tribunal, any member of the board of appeals, created 
by the industrial relations law, or any authorized representative 
of the director may require from such employer or employing 
unit such reports covering persons employed by him or it, or 
employment, wages, hours, unemployment and related matters, as 
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are necessary to the effective administration of this chapter. In- 
formation thus obtained shall be held confidential, except to the ex- 
tent necessary for the proper presentation of the contest of a claim, 
and shall not be published or be open to public inspection in any 
manner revealing the employers’ or employing units’ identity. 
Any person violating any provision of this section shall be fined 
not less than twenty dollars nor more than two hundred dollars 
or imprisoned for not longer than thirty days, or both. All letters, 
reports, communications and other matters, written or oral, from 
employer or employee to each other or to the director or any of 
his agents, representatives or employees, or to any official or board 
functioning under this chapter, which shall have been written, 
sent, delivered or made in connection with the requirements and 
administration of this chapter, shall be absolutely privileged and 
shall not be made the subject matter or basis for any suit for 
slander or libel in any court. The director may cause to be made 
such summaries, compilations, photographs, duplication, or‘ re- 
productions of any records, reports or transcripts thereof or can- 
celled benefit payment checks as he may deem advisable for the 
effective and economical preservation of the information contained 
therein, and such summaries, compilations, photographs, duplica- 
tions or reproductions, duly authenticated, shall be admissible in 
any proceeding under this chapter if the original record or re- 
cords would have been admissible therein. The director may 
provide by regulations for the destruction or disposition, aiter 
reasonable periods, of any records, reports, transcripts or reproduc- 
tions thereof, or other papers in his custody the preservation of 
which is no longer necessary for the establishment of contribution 
liability or benefit rights or for any purpose necessary for the 
proper administration of this chapter, including any required 
audit thereof.” 

Section 14. Amend Section 248, Title 26 of the 1940 Code 
of Alabama so as to read as follows: 

“Section 248. Unemployment compensation administration 
fund—A. There shall be in the treasury a special fund to be 
known as the unemployment compensation administration fund. 
All moneys which are deposited or paid into this fund are hereby 
appropriated and made available to the director. All moneys in 
this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose of defraying 
the cost of the administration of this chapter, and for no other 
purpose whatsoever. The fund shall consist of all moneys appropria- 
ted by this state, and all moneys received from the United States 
of America, or any agency thereof, including the social security 
board, the railroad retirement board, or from any other source, for 
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such purpose. All moneys in this fund shall be deposited, adminis- 
tered, and disbursed, in the same manner and under the same 
conditions and requirements as is provided by law for other special 
funds in the treasury. Any balances in this fund shall not lapse at 
any time, but shall be continuously available to the director 
for expenditure consistent with this chapter. The treasurer shall 
give a separate and additional bond conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of his duties in connection with the unemployment 
compensation administration fund in an amount to be fixed by the 
director and in a form prescribed by law or approved by the at- 
torney general. The premiums for such bond of the treasurer and 
the premiums for the bond given by the treasurer of the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund under section 198 of this title shail be 
paid from the moneys in the unemployment compensation ad- 
ministration fund. 

“B. All moneys received after June 30, 1941 from the Social 
Security Board under Title III of the Social Security Act, or 
any unencumbered balances in the Unemployment Compensation 
Administration Fund as of that date, or any moneys granted after 
that date to this state pursuant to the provisions of the Wagner- 
Peyser Act, or any moneys made available by the state or its polit- 
ical subdivisions and matched by such moneys granted to this 
state pursuant to the provisions of the Wagner-Peyser Act shail 
be expended solely for the purposes and in the amounts found nec- 
essary by the Social Security Board for the proper and efficient 
administration of this chapter. If any of such moneys are found 
by the Social Security Board, because of any action or contingency, 
to have been lost or been expended for purposes other than or in 
amounts in excess of those found necessary by the Social Security 
Board for the proper administration of this act, it is the policy of 
this state that such moneys shall be replaced by moneys ap- 
propriated for such purpose from the general funds of this state 
to the Unemployment Compensation Administration Fund for 
expenditure as provided in Subsection A of this section. Upon 
receipt of such a finding by the Social Security Board, the director 
shall promptly report the amount required for such replacement 
to the Governor and the Governor shall at the earliest opportunity, 
submit to the Legislature a request for the appropriation of such 
amount. This subsection shall not be construed to relieve this state 
of its obligation with respect to funds received prior to July 1, 
1941, pursuant to the provisions of Title III of the Social Security 
Act; provided, however; that funds which have been expended by 
the director or his predecessors in office, in accordance with a 
budget approved by the Social Security Board, or its successors, 
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and in accordance with the general standards and limitations pro- 
mulgated by the Social Security Board or its successors, prior 
to such expenditure (where proposed expenditures have not been 
specifically disapproved by the Social Security Board or its suc- 
cessors) shall not be deemed to require replacement.” 

Section 15. That all of Section 226 of Title 26 of the 1940 
Code of Alabama, together with all laws and parts of laws in con- 
flict with any provision or provisions of this Act, to the extent of 
such conflict, is hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 16. If any provision of this Act shall be adjudged in- 
valid, such adjudication shall not affect, impair or invalidate any 
other provision of this Act. 

. Section 17. Sections 8, 9 and 10 of this Act shall become ef- 
fective June 30, 1943, and the remaining sections of this Act shall 
become immediately upon its passage and approval by the Gover- 
nor or its otherwise becoming a law. 


Mr. Bentley offered the following amendment to the substitute 
for the bill, to-wit: 


Amend Subsection C of Section 204 included in Section 4 of 
substitute bill for Senate Bill 188 

That Section 4 of Substitute Bill for Senate Bill 188 be amend- 
ed to have Section 204, Subsection C therein read as follows: 

“(C) The employer’s benefit wages for a given calendar 
year shall be the total of the benefit wages received from him 
by all of his employees or former employees who received their 
second benefit payment of a given benefit year in such calendar 
year; provided, however, that the employer’s benefit wages for 
the calendar years, or part thereof, prior to July 1, 1943, shall 
be the total of the benefit wages received from him by all of his 
employees or former employees who received their first benefit 
payment of a given benefit payment in such calendar year. The 
director shall analyze the benefit payments made in and the em- 
ployee and employer benefit wages for the calendar years 1938, 
1939 and 1940, and for each calendar year thereafter, and deter- 
mine each employer’s benefit wages for all such calendar years 
respectively.”

Section 1. Section 6 of Title 27 of the Code of Alabama 1940 
be, and the same, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 6. Adoption by Stepfather or Stepmother—Where a 
man marries the mother of a minor child or children, or a woman 
marries the father of a minor child or children, and they reside 
together in one domicile, he or she may petition the probate court 
of his or her county of residence for leave to adopt such minor 
child or children and if desired, for a change of the name or names 
of such minor child or children, but no such adoption shall be 
permitted without the consent of the natural parent or parents 
having custody of said child or children. The same procedure shall 
be followed as in adopting a child other than a stepchild, except 
that if the report of its findings by the State Department of Public 
Welfare to the court reveals the fact that the said or children has 
resided in the home of the step-parent for a period of two years 
or more, the court within its discretion may immediately enter the 
final order of adoption which decree of adoption shall not deprive 
the natural parent, who resides in the same domicile with the peti- 
tioner, of any of the legal rights and obligations due from them 
to the child, or from the child to them. 

Section 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are, 
to the extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

The Ad- 
jutant General shall furnish to the Director of Finance estimates in advance of 
each quarter of the fiscal year of cost of armory drill pay under provisions 
of this section based upon the official tables of organization, and upon the 
strength and numbers of units, headquarters, and detachments authorized 
for organization as a part of said temporary military force.
